Women Elgible For 
More 5. 5. Benefits 


Sixty-two year old women may 
now make application for monthly 
social security benefits, John G. 
Tyler, manager of the Anniston 
social security office stated today. 
The 1956 Amendments reduced 
the qualifying age of women from 
6h to 62. Monthly benefits are pay- 
able beginning with November. 

These changes apply to work- 
ing women, wives of men now re- 
ceiving old-age insurance benefits, 
widows, and female parents who 
were supported by a child when 
the child died. Tyler emphasized 
that the benefits of women work- 
ers and wifes who choose to re- 
ceive benefits at 62 will be less 
than the amount they would re- 
ceive at age 65. He also empha- 
sized that once reduced, the bene- 
| fits will continue to be reduced 
‘even after the woman is 65. The 
reduction does not apply to wid- 
ows and female parents. 

Reduction in the age for women 
makes possible payments for some 
| women now over 65, who did not 
have enough work to qualify under 
the old law. However, a minimum 
of a yearend. a half »f work 
under social security is still re- 
quired.

From John M. Stever, Christian- 
burg, Ohio: I remember when I 
was a boy on a farm near Brad- 
ford, Ohio, which at that time was 
a Uttle railroad town. It lies in the 
junction of the Pennsylvania ‘‘Pan- 
handle” in Western Ohio. At that 
time it was a terminal for three 
railroad divisions. As there were 
very few through trains, the train- 
men had to lay over waiting for 
the “Caller” to summon them for 
their return trip. The daily men 
worked twelve hours a day, with 
no overtime. The wages for a 
trackman were one dollar a day. 

As our farm lay just south of 
the (then) Indianapolis Division, 
as a wide-awake farm boy, I was 
naturally very much interested in 
the railroad. 

Some of the things I saw were 
so vividly impressed upon my con- 
sciousness that I can close my 
eyes and see them as though they 
had happened yesterday. 

The engines were pygmies as 
as compared with the monstrous 
and powerful engines and diesels 
of today. No engine had more than 
four drivers and, as the engines 
used to pull passenger trains, 
which had few coaches, were 
built for speed, their drivers were 

| about six feet in diameter while 
the wheels of the freight engines, 
had need of traction, were scarce- 
ly half as high.

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NEW LEGAL OPINION 


Texas Judge Rules On Segregation 


Federal District Judge William 
H. Atwell. handed down last Wed- 
nesday a decision which may well 
have jolted the Supreme Court at 
Washington. Yet he did it ‘in 
such a masterful fashion as to 
make it both a devastating critique 
of the Warren line of desegrega- 
tion opinions and a literal compli- 
ance with the latest of those opin- 
ions. It should become a historic 
rebuke to all courts which decree 
the law instead of interpreting it. 

I. 

Judge Atwell: “I believe it will 
be seen that the court based its 
decisions on no law, but rather on 
what the court regarded as more 
authoritative modern psychological 
knowledge than existed at the 
time that the now discarded doct- 
rine’ (Plessy v. Ferguson, 163 
U.S. 537) “of equal facilities was 
initiated.” 

Supreme Court (May 17, 1954): 
‘(Whatever may have been the 
psychological knowledge at the 
time of Plessy v. Ferguson” (1896) 
“this finding” (for desegregation 
of schools) “is amply supported 
by modern authority.” By foot - 
note the court lists the “authority” 
en which it relies: Clark, Witmer, 
Kotinsky, Deutscher, Chein, Bra- 
meld, Frazier and Myrdal—none 
of them authorities on law. 

II. 

Were the decisions of the War- 
ren court based on the Constit- 
ution? The Supreme Court is quite 
frank about it: “In the South, the 
movement toward free common 
schools, supported by general tax- 
ation, had not yet” (1868) “taken 
hold. Education of white children 
was largely in the hands of pri- 
vate groups. Education of Negroes 
was almost nonexistent, and prac- 
tically all of the race was illite- 
rate. Even in the North the condi- 
tions of public education did not 
approximate those existing today. 
As a consequence, it is not sur-

Matthew had a particular pur- 
pose in writing his Gospel. He was 
a Jew and was writing to Jewish 
people. He tried to prove in his

indeed the very Christ, the 
Messiah they had 
down through the centuries and 
whom they were expecting as their 
Savior and King. 

In his argument to sustain his 
claims, Matthew presents undis- 
putable facts and makes clear his 


was 


case. 

First of all, Matthew shows, by 
giving the geneology of Jesus, that 
he was the direct descendant not 
only of King David, but also of 
Abraham, the founder of the Jew- 
ish race and nation as God's 
chosen people. Matthew attempts 
to prove that Jesus was a royal 
personage both religiously and po- 
litically. 

In order to support his claim 
concerning the royal nature of 
Jesus, Matthew mentions the visit 
of the Wise Men to the child Jesus. 
He is the only one of the sacred 
writers who does not mention this 
visit. 

Where 
from, who they were or how many 
of them is not mentioned by Mat- 
thew except to state that they 
were “from the East.” 

Evidently Matthew was not con- 
cerned with the racial, political or 
geographical characteristics of 
these strange visitors and their 
home lands. What Matthew wanted 
to show was that the birth of 
Jesus was of such political import- 
ance to the world that some of the 
wisest and most learned men of his 
day were either miraculously led 
or by some unusual natural phe- 
nomenon advised concerning the 
birth of Jesus and were impelled 
to visit him and do him homage 
by kneeling before him and offer- 
ing him costly gifts, as }was cus- 
tomary in Oriental countries of 
that day.

many lines of business.

|REAL ESTATE OUTLOOK 

Home building, corporate expan- 
sion and municipal improvements 
|will decline in 1957. Therefore, it 
will not be a good year for specu- 
lating in real estate. 

Interest rates on mortgages will 
be higher in 1957. Loans not “fed- 
erally” guaranteed will require 
margins. 

Real estate in large cities will 
continue inactive with declining 
prices due to lack of parking fa- 
pore 

Suburban real estate will con- 
tinue active, but fewer new houses 
will be built. Houses will be for 
sale by executives who have lost 
their well-paid jobs, 
| Purchasers will give more at- 
|tention to the size of the lots than 
;to the houses. Better locations can 
be secured by buying existing 
houses. Modern kitchens will be- 
come a “must”, 

Acreage near proposed shopping 
centers will be excellent for specu- 
jlation. The automobile will con- 
tinue to raise havoe with real es- 
tate prices, helping some locations 
and hurting others. 

New inventions in connectfon 
with heating, lighting and other 
|features will make most older 
houses obsolete. 

Large commercial farms will 
continue propserous. Small farms 
on the fringes of cities will be 
more valuable. The outlying med- 
ium-sized farms will be both ex- 
pensive to operate and hard to sell. 

The nearness to schools, church- 
jes, stores and bus routes will be- 
come a more important factor in 
the resale of homes. 

Those wishing to own a well- 
located home to occupy will find 
1957 a good year to buy or build 
but a dangerous year for specu- 
lation. 

During 1957 the Administration 
will do everything possible to keep 
us out of war. It certainly will not 
get us involved with England, 
France, Israel, or their allies. 

So long as President Eisenhower 
is in good physical condition (as 
Commander-in-Chief), he will back 
the United Nations with our Army, 
Navy, and Air Force.

Senate rules were revised in 1806 
and this ‘previous question’’ pro- 
vision was omitted under the 
theory that Senatorial courtesy 
would make such limitation un- 
necessary and that free debate 
was a healthy thing. Henry Clay 
in 1841 made the first proposal to 
limit debate urging the reestab- 
lishment of the “previous ques- 
tion” rule. He failed however. 
Since that time about 25 proposals 
of various nature have been at 
tempted to limit the debate with- 
out suecess. Then in 1917 a hand- 
ful of Senators filibustered to death 
President Wilson’s proposals to 
arm American merchant ships to 
combat attacks by German sub- 
marines. Then a committee was 
named which drafted the original 
Rifle 22 providing that debate on 
any pending measure could be 
brought to a close by a two-thirds 
vote of Senators present. This was 
adopted as the first cloture rule. 
As time went on some loopholes 
were found however, until 1949 
the late Senator Wherry, of Ne- 
braska proposed a rule repre 
sented as a compromise. Actually 
it made it more difficult to limit 
the filibuster, for it provided for 
a two-thirds vote of the Senate 
membership, instead of those pres- 
ent. Democrats made a strong bid 
to repeal this rule in 1953, but the 
late Senator Robert A. Taft took 
up the cudgel and the Democrats 
were again defeated. 

Under this rule civil rights legis- 
lation has been consistently pi- 
geonholed as has many other 
pieces of legislation which would 
have been passed on the floor, had 
the legislation ever found its way 
to the floor for a vote.

Businéss leaders in Alabama see 
full employment, peak production 
and continued high sales for Ala- 
bama in 1957, following the third 
highest year in industrial develop- 
ment in all the state’s history. 


From all parts of the state come 
éncouraging rreports of present 
conditions and optimistic predic- 
tions for the future. 

The Alabama Power Company 
will spend an estimated 47.6 mil-

So these 
taxes are, in effect, nothing more 
than a sales tax-imposed during 
war time emergency. 

Lower income groups, which are 
hardest hit by excise taxes, may 
be interested that Congressman 
Aime J. Forand, of Rhode Island 
is already holding public hearings 
prior to the convening of the Con- 
gress, before his subcommittee 
on excise taxes of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, to care- 
fully examine the administration 
excise tax policy, rates, technical 
and administrative procedures, 
with an eye to slashing these 
taxes. ~ 

For instance, excise taxes in 
this fiscal year will exceed estate 
and gift tax receipts, paid by 
folks in higher income brackets 
by some $9 billion dollars. For 
every dollar of tax paid by cor- 
porations during this fiscal year, 
the Treasury will collect another 
50 cents from wage and salary 
earners on excise taxes. 

Excise taxes, imposed at the 
manufacturers level, grow because 
they add to the mark-up or profit 
margin by each handler until they 
reach the consumer. No one quar- 
rels with such excises as those 
on narcotics, firearms, whiskey, 
etc., but on essentials they in- 
crease the cost of living and the 


tax load. The Forand Committee 
may recommend reduction in 
these taxes which were boosted 
some $165 million by the last con- 
gress. At least a start may be 
made. = Ae 

A clashing point in the incom- 
ing congress as between the 
Republican and. Democratic lead- 
ership may arise over the whole 
question of taxing policy. The 
Republican Tax policy is based 
on cuts to business and the upper 
income brackets as incentives to 
business expansion on the theory 
that increased productive capacity 
will provide more jobs and more 
wages to buy the increased pro- 
duction. This theory coupled with 
a hard money policy and higher 
interest rates is the policy of fiscal 
agencies headed by Mr. George 
Humphrey, President Eisenhow- 
er's Secretary of the Treasury. 
It also was the policy of Treasury 
Secretary Andrew Mellon under 
the administration of President 
Herbert Hoover, whose son, Her- 
bert Hoover Jr., is acting Secre- 
tary of State in the illness of Sec- 
retary Dulles. 

But under this theory inflation 
soars, consumer debt soars, and 
we are now approaching the point 
reached in 1929, according to some 
economists, where buying power 
cannot keep up with productive 
power, because of the high cost 
of living, now at its highest_point 
in history. And the minute busi- 
ness finds that purchasing power 
is not keeping up with production, 
roduction slackens, as it is now 
doing. For actually the only in- 
centive investors and producers 
respond to is that of a continuing 
demand for their products—if pur- 
chasing power drops production 
immediately follows...

E old woman who lived in a shoe had 

her troubles, all right. When it came time 
to wash the youngsters on Saturday night, 
she certainly had a job on her hands. 


Why, it must have been quite a feat just 
remembering which one had already been 
scrubbed. And speaking of remembering— 

The old woman in the house of leather ap- 
pears more absent minded than a college pro- 
fessor when compared to dairyman G. D. 
(Mickey) Ledbetter of Jefferson County. Al- 
though the Pinson dairy farmer doesn't have 
to recall children’s names like the famous 
dame of nursery rhyme fame, he is no slouch 
at recollecting the names of his cows. 

Believe it or not, Mickey not only has a 
kindly pat for each cow coming into the milk- 
ing barn, he even refers to each animal by 
name. Now this ig no feat, you say, for many 
dairymen with small herds call each of their 
cows by name. But Ledbetter’s herd is by 
no means small. No siree! For the heifers 
Buttons, Pinkie, Frostie, Sleepy, etc., belong 
to a herd of more than 200 cows, 


Although the dairyman’s ability to look 
each cow squarely in the eye and call her by 
the right “handle” remains quite a mystery, 
Assistant County Agent J. H. Sellers claims 
to know Mickey’s secret for remembering 
names. “He simply takes advantage of the

well known rule among memory experts—re- 
calling by association. 

“Take the cow Mickey calls Sleepy, for 
example,” the farm agent continued. ‘‘How 
do you think she got her name? Well, I'll 
tell you how, and then I think you’ll see why 
Ledbetter always remembers this Holstein’s 
name. 

“Sleepy, from the very first, had the stan- 
chion at the fartherest end of the milking 
barn, and she might have gone by another 
name when she first joined the milking herd. 
Maybe it was because she had to wait so long 
to be milked, or possibly she was just plain 
lazy—anyway, she would always wait her 
turn at the milking machine in the most un- 
ladylike fashion—soundly asleep on the milk 
barn floor, with her head still fastened in the 
stanchion. She was soon nicknamed Sleepy 
—and has answered to the name since. 

“Making pets out of the dairy cows some- 
times poses extra problems,” says Mrs. Led- 
better, a regular hand around the dairy farm. 
“For example, the other day I spanked one of 
the cows, and like a spoiled child, she just 
sulked around with her feelings hurt. I did- 
n’t tell Mickey about it and he noticed the 
cow’s peculiar behavior at milking time that 
night and gave her a dose of medicine, think- 
ing she was sick.” 

“You have to really love cattle to gain their 
respect the way Ledbetter has,” Sellers re- 
flected. ‘But the kindly way Mickey goes 
about his chores among the cattle seems to 
put more milk in the pail. 

“After all, being kind to the herd must 
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years ago. Now they own the farm and over 
200 fine dairy cattle,” noted the farm agent.

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Hes is another year when only good farm- 
ing—real efficient farming—will be 
profitable. The margin between expenses 
and income is too narrow, or too little, for 
inefficient farmers to make money. 

Farmer costs will be a little higher in 1957 
than in 1956. Industrial wages are higher; 
and-as wages go up in industry, growers pay 
more for equipment, chemicals, and other 
products. Fertilizer prices, however, will be 
about the same. 

Wages that farmers pay will be higher be- 
cause farmers are competing with industry 
for labor; and the lowest wage in industry, 
by federal law, is now $1 an hour. 


With a view to highly efficient farming I 
offer these suggestions to each farmer: 


1. Take an inventory of what you have in 
way of land, equipment, and other assets for 
farming this year. 

2. After inventory, con- 
sider what needs to be 
bought, keeping in mind that 
what you buy’ should in- 
crease efficiency for a bet- 
ter net income. 

3. Take a good look at 
what can be produced for Mec. 
market with a reasonable 
hope of selling at a profit. 3 

4, Study the “soil bank’ P. O. DAVIS 
and other parts of the agri- 
cultural program and determine how it can 
be used to best advantage in your operations. 

5. Consider financial needs, or credit, and 
make financial arrangements at the begin- 
ning of the year if loans will be needed. 

The beginning of wisdom in a farm plan is 
recognition of the fact that good farming 
starts in the mind of the farmer and is ap- 
plied on his land. He who uses all of his land 
wisely and efficiently is-a good farmer. 

An acre is the standard unit of land. In 
farming every acre must be used wisely for 
the production of something either for mar- 
Goh re use on the farm, or for improving the 

and. 

Thorough preparation of land and proper 
cultivation are vital essentials. Fertilizer, as 
in the past, should pay big dividends provid- 
ed it is the right kind. A good way to de- 
termine the proper kind of fertilizer for each 
field is to have the soil tested. 

Farmer sales are divided into two groups 
of products, namely: (1) crops and (3) live- 
stock, including meat, milk and eggs. 

Soil, climate, and other conditions in Ala- 
bama are conducive to livestock and poultry; 
farmers are limited by allotments as to the 
acreage they can plant in cotton and peanuts. 
Each farmer needs to make full use of his 
allotments and make-a big yield on each acre 
—on every acre. 

From cash crops farmers move to livestock 
for additional income. Here again, high pro- 
duction of grain and grazing is essential to 
profits. 

And animal efficiency is essential also. Cat- 
tle and hogs that are not efficient in meat 
production should go because they don’t pay. 
The same is true of cows that are not good 
producers and hens that are poor layers. Get 
rid of them. 

Yes, poor animals are like poor land. They 
don’t pay profits in farming. Neither do poor 
practices pay. Only real good farming will 
pay this year, or any other year. 


This Month In Rural Alabama 


Shelby livestockmen get lush grazing in nick of time 


pa and winter grazing crops in Shelby 
County this year were the best ever, ac- 
cording to County Agent A. A. Lauderdale. 

“And it is good that they were,” says the 
farm agent, “because I can’t remember a time 
since I have been in the county when .we 
needed grazing more, and I’ve been here 
more than a few years.” 

Lauderdale pointed out that the reason 
farmers especially needed grazing was be- 
cause of a near complete grain failure in the 
county last fall. He said farmers averaged > 
only 12 bushels of corn per acre as compared 
to a 35 bushel per acre average last year. 

“It was dry weather that played havoc with 
the corn crop,” reflected the farm agent. 

He went on to explain that corn wasn’t the 
only crop that suffered from the drouth 
Mother Nature pulled from her bag of tricks; 
dry weather whittled away a good portion 
of the hay and silage crops as well. 

So, if farmers had not gotten the good graz- 
ing to carry them through the winter, many 
would have been ruined. 

The farm leader cited several growers who 
have good lush grazing such as can be found 
on many farms throughout the county. How- 
ard Hall of Calera Rt. 2 has 12 acres of al- 
falfa which he planted the last of September. 
The crop came up to an excellent stand and 
has furnished plenty of grazing for his herd. 

R. W. Kent and Son, producers of dairy 
products, felt the lift of their grazing crops 
in the nick of time. They squeezed through 
last summer with a short supply of silage and 
hay, says Lauderdale, but when they switch- 
ed to fall grazing their milk production jump- 
ed 45 gallons per day from their 88 cows in 
the milk line. 

Carl Overstreet, Montevallo Rt. 1, also has 
a good grazing program of oats, crimson clov- 


Fall and winter grazing has been growing strong in Shelby Coun- 
ty this year.

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er and ryegrass. Twenty-five acres of these 
crops will pull him through the winter despite 
the summer douth, says Lauderdale. 

Then there’s Bobby Baker, Lester Stansell, 
and Browne Evans who each have outstand- 
ing grazing crops. The list of farmers with 
good grazing in Shelby County could go on 
and on, but now let's see what kind of grazing 
is earliest and how these farmers manage to 
get this early grazing. 

Commenting on Evans’ green fields, Laud- 
erdale says the cows don’t even have to move 
out of their tracks to fill up on knee-deep 
grass and clover. Evans always prepares his 


land early, following all recommended prac- 
tices for early grazing. Fact is, says the farm 
agent, Evans tried five acres of Abruzzi rye 
this year for the first time and is well pleased 
with the early crop. The farmer kept 21 cews 
on the five acres three weeks during October 
before moving them to other grazing crops 
which were two to three weeks later than 
the rye. 

And speaking of early grazing and proper 
preparation of the land, Lauderdale says the 
secret to plenty of early grazing is in the 
preparation of the land. Lauderdale explains 
that the land should be broken in June and 


followed by continuous harrowing until ready 
to plant. Lime according to soil tests between 
harrowings and put the right amount of fer- 
tilizer in just before the last harrowing. At 
planting, give the field a light harrowing ~ 
ahead of the grain drill and follow seeding 
with two thorough cultipackings. 

This is the procedure being followed by 
most of the farmers in the county who plant- 
ed some 8000 acres in fall and winter graz- 
ing crops this year, says Lauderdale. And, 
he adds, this many farmers can’t be wrong, 
because they have the best grazing program 
they’ve ever had. 


State poultrymen gather to hear panel of experts 


Pouitrymen by the hundreds have been turning out for a 
statewide series of meetings sponsored by the Alabama Poultry 
Industry Association. 


At the first meeting in Crossville during November, over 
400 Sand Mountain chicken folks gathered to hear a panel of ex- 
perts discuss all the essentials for success in the broiler business. 
They heard Pyron Keener of the State Dept. of Agriculture and 
Industries discuss the outlook and trends of the poultry business, 
And folks in the Sand Mountain area, where chicken talk is serious 
business, were encouraged by his report even though they were 
suffering from the lowest broiler prices in quite a while.. Follow- 
ing the outlook report, Dr, G. J. Cottier, professor of the API poul- 
try department, gave the poultrymen a few pointers on starting 
chicks. Then W. L. Walsh, secretary-treasurer of the Alabama 
Poultry Industry Association, reported on activities of the APIA. 

Dr. S. A. Edgar, API poultry pathologist, discussed disease 
problems of the broiler grower. A slide-illustrated talk on poultry 
equipmeut was made by API Extension Poultryman Hoyt M. War- 
ren. The next subject presented to the alert group was poultry 
housing by D. F. King, head of the API poultry department. Austin 
Ezzell, API Extension poultry marketing specialist, spoke to the 
group on the problem of selling.

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Piperazine For Worm Control 


ARASITES are one of the leading reasons 
why pigs sometimes “don’t do well.” In- 
deed, the average Alabama hog grower prob- 
ably loses around five percent of his net 
profits from concealed damage of the round- 
worm alone. 

For many years sodium flouride has been 
the recommended treatment for contro] of 
these pests. However, experiment stations of 
Mississippi, North Carolina, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and other states have found that piperazine, 
a drug used in human medicine for many 
years, is a very effective vermifuge. 


Mrs. Homemaker 


and the coming year

HAT’S in store for the homemaker in 
1957? 

Indications are that she’ll have more labor- 
saving equipment and better family living 
than in 1956. What’s more, the many fami- 
lies will have more leisure with increased 
paid vacation time and shorter working hours 
in the coming year. 

Other economic data leads to the assump- 
tion that the total demand for food in 1957 
will be stronger than in 1956. And along 
with a slightly scarcer food supply, the trend 
toward increased cost of marketing food— 
with resultant higher prices to the consumer 
—is apparently going to continue at its grad- 
ual rate. 

Here is the 1957 outlook report on most of 
the major food items: 


MEAT: Prices of beef are expected to stay 
above their lowest points of last year and may 
average slightly more than in 1956. Hog 
slaughter will be less, with prices higher in 
1957. 


DAIRY: It is not likely that there will be 
any general trend in dairy prices. 


POULTRY: Production of all poultry 
meats, with the exception of broilers, will be 
at least as high as in 1956. Egg production 
will be up. 

FRUIT: The supply will be plentiful and 
demand about the same as in 1956. 


VEGETABLES: The supply of processed 
vegetables will be greater in 1957 and the 
supply of other fresh vegetables is expected 
to be favorable. Prices are predicted to av- 
erage about the same as in 1956. 


CEREALS: Cereal products are plentiful 
but will probably show more price rises re- 
flecting increased costs of marketing. 


FATS AND OILS: Supplies will be about 
equal to last year’s record level but prices 
of lard will average somewhat higher. 


COFFEE: Retail prices are likely to con- 
tinue high and efficiency in the use of coffee 
by consumers is expected to continue to in- 
crease. 

In the clothing and textile field there’s like- 
ly to be a greater variety of clothing items 
in the medium and better priced lines. There 
will be less buying of clothing because of a 
trend toward informal dress, more older peo- 
ple will spend less for clothing, and there’ll 
be a greater desire for such items as housing, 
household equipment, hospital care and 
travel. 

Some price increase is expected on practi- 
cally all types of clothing and textiles. The 
adjustments of wages for labor in textile, 
clothing, and shoe industries which ranges 
from a three to five percent increase, will run 
the price of these goods slightly upward.

COW TESTING 
Builds Better Herds 


Connie Anderson (left) weighs milk as dairyman

ONNIE ANDERSON makes his living by 
just knowing cows—not raising them, 
feeding them, or milking them. 

But what he knows about them is worth 
money to their owners. 

Anderson, you see, is supervisor of the 
Black Belt Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion. He keeps tabs on 1,575 cows for dairy- 
men in Marengo, Hale, Perry, and Greene 
Counties. 

Among other things, Anderson knows ex- 
actly how much the cows eat, how much milk 
they give, and how much profit—or loss— 
they show. All this information a dairyman 
must have on each cow to produce milk ef- 
ficiently. 

The average dairyman has neither the time, 
know-how, or equipment to study his cows 
closely enough to find out how each is doing. 
It’s much better for him to join with other 
as! Aer and hire a man trained in DHIA 
work. 


Such a man is Connie Anderson of Linden. 
He and his wife, Ann, have been on the job 
since 1950. He does the field work; she keeps 
the records. 

Anderson’s day—which often starts at 3 
a. m.—is filled with lots of jobs. Each of the 
1,575 cows owned by association members is 
tested monthly for production of milk and 
butterfat. Each cow’s total feed consumption 
(concentrates and roughages) is totaled. 
Each cow’s breeding and calving record is 
kept up to date. : 

With these records, Anderson figures feed 
costs and production for a month, or any 
other given period, on each cow. This infor- 
mation is passed on to the dairyman. 

The dairyman and Anderson then study 
the records. They see that this cow has been 
eating lots and milking poorly for several 
months; it may be time to cull her out of the 
herd. Another cow produces well for the 
amount of concentrates she’s given; it should 
pay to increase her feed. And so on down the 
ist.

can trees were planted in Alabama with 

the idea that in 18 to 20 years the trees would 

provide enough income for a man and his 
wife to retire and live in ease. 

Such has not proved to be true. 

Because of a lack of information regard- 
ing pecan production, many of these groves 
have been very disappointing. Some were 
planted on poor soil or unsuitable sites. Some 
of the varieties planted were unsatisfactory. 
Other orchards were not fertilized or were 
otherwise neglected and have failed to be 
profitable. 

A number of these groves came into bear- 
ing and produced good crops of nuts for sev- 
eral years, then yields began to decline. This 
was probably due to the fact that by the time 
the trees reached 25 to 30 years of age and 
became fairly large, they had depleted the 
soil of plant nutrients, and were competing 
with each other for moisture and plant food. 
In some cases, diseases had seriously affected 
production. « 

A few groves over the state—that have 
been well fertilized and cared for from the 
time they were set—have produced good 
yields practically every year. Othér groves 
which had been neglected and were produc- 
ing very little, have been réstored to good 
production by fertilization and other good 
production practices. 

Research by the U. S. Pecan Laboratory at 
Albany, Ga., and the API Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, has shown that no one prac- 
tice will insure good yields. A combination 
of several practices is essential and the pres- 
ence of any one limiting factor may result in 
poor yields and little profit. 

The first essential to high yields is to have 
good varieties that are reasonably resistant 
to pecanscab. Methods that give fairly satis- 
factory control of this disease have been de- 
veloped. However, this is an expensive op- 
eration and requires large equipment to cover 
large trees. In seasons of heavy rainfall con- 
trol has not been thorough.

For consistently good yields, large trees re- 
quire relatively large amounts of plant food. 
This is necessary to promote five to six inches 
of new growth each year in addition to the 
development of the current crop of nuts. A 
good rule to follow in fertilization is to use 
two to three pounds of fertilizer per tree for 
each year of the tree’s age up to a maximum 
of 100 pounds per tree. This would amount 
to 1000 to 1200 pounds per acre on large 
trees. 

A winter legume in the pecan grove helps 
produce good yields, too.

In- 
deed, the average Alabama hog grower prob- 
ably loses around five percent of his net 
profits from concealed damage of the round- 
worm alone. 

For many years sodium flouride has been 
the recommended treatment for control of 
these pests. However, experiment stations of 
Mississippi, North Carolina, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and other states have found that piperazine, 
a drug used in human medicine for many 
years, is a very effective vermifuge.

HAT’S in store for the homemaker in 
1957? 

Indications are that she’ll have more labor- 
saving equipment and better family living 
than in 1956. What’s more, the many fami- 
lies will have more leisure with increased 
paid vacation time and shorter working hours 
in the coming year. 

Other economic data leads to the assump- 
tion that the total demand for food in 1957 
will be stronger than in 1956. And along 
with a slightly scarcer food supply, the trend 
toward increased cost of marketing food— 
with resultant higher prices to the consumer 
—is apparently going to continue at its grad- 
ual rate. 

Here is the 1957 outlook report on most of 
the major food items: 


MEAT: Prices of beef are expected to stay 
above their lowest points of last year and may 
average slightly more than in 1956.

VEGETABLES: The supply of processed 
vegetables will be greater in 1957 and the 
supply of other fresh vegetables is expected 
to be favorable. Prices are predicted to av- 
erage about the same as in 1956. 


CEREALS: Cereal products are plentiful 
but will probably show more price rises re- 
flecting increased costs of marketing. 


FATS AND OILS: Supplies will be about 
equal to last year’s record level but prices 
of lard will average somewhat higher. 


COFFEE: Retail prices are likely to con- 
tinue high and efficiency in the use of coffee 
by consumers is expected to continue to in- 
crease, 

In the clothing and textile field there’s like- 
ly to be a greater variety of clothing items 
in the medium and better priced lines. There 
will be less buying of clothing because of a 
trend toward informal dress, more older peo- 
ple will spend less for clothing, and there’ll 
be a greater desire for such items as housing, 
household equipment, hospital care and 
travel. 

Some price increase is expected on practi- 
cally all types of clothing and textiles. The 
adjustments of wages for labor in textile, 
clothing, and shoe industries which ranges 
from a three to five percent increase, will run 
the price of these goods slightly upward.

Builds Better Herds 


ONNIE ANDERSON makes his living by 
just knowing cows—not raising them, 
feeding them, or milking them. 

But what he knows about them is worth 
money to their owners. 

Anderson, you see, is supervisor of the 
Black Belt Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion. He keeps tabs on 1,575 cows for dairy- 
men in Marengo, Hale, Perry, and Greene 
Counties. 

Among other things, Anderson knows ex- 
actly how much the cows eat, how much milk 
they give, and how much profit—or loss— 
they show. All this information a dairyman 
must have on each cow to produce milk ef- 
ficiently. 

The average dairyman has neither the time, 
know-how, or equipment to study his cows 
closely enough to find out how each is doing. 
It’s much better for him to join with other 
dairymen and hire a man trained in DHIA 
work. 

Such a man is Connie Anderson of Linden. 
He and his wife, Ann, have been on the job 
since 1950. He does the field work; she keeps 
the records. 

Anderson’s day—which often starts at 3 
a. m.—is filled with lots of jobs. Each of the 
1,575 cows owned by association members is 
tested monthly for production of milk and 
butterfat. Each cow’s total feed consumption 
(concentrates and roughages) is totaled. 
Each cow’s breeding and calving record is 
kept up to date. 

With these records, Anderson figures feed 
costs and production for a month, or any 
other given period; on each cow. This infor- 
mation is passed on to the dairyman. 

The dairyman and Anderson then study 
the records. They see that this cow has been 
eating lots and milking poorly for several 
months; it may be time to cull her out of the 
herd. Another cow produces well for the 
amount of concentrates she’s given; it should 
pay to increase her feed.

The 
complete record of breeding and farrowing 
dates, etc., which he keeps tells him exactly 
what each sow is doing and allows him to 
market hogs when prices are best. 

West’s hogs include Spotted Poland 
Chinas and Landrace. The first Landrace 
animals were obtained last January and are 
being used for crossing and in producing reg- 
istered breeding stock for sale. He has one 
registered Landrace and two Poland China 
boars, two purebred Landrace, and six three- 
fourths Landrace sows. West figures the 
Landrace and Poland China cross will give 
him a top quality animal. 

A new farrowing barn was built by West 
just recently. It has six units with modern 
farrowing facilities to save more pigs.

acres of wheat made from 1200 to 1500 
pounds per acre, and 200 acres of corn av- 
eraged 45 bushels per acre.

RESEARCH has shown that a minimum of 
500 hens gives the greatest returns in a com- 
mercial poultry flock. Flocks of 500 or more 
hens can add materially to the income and 
allow greater efficiency in feeding, market- 
ing, and the use of labor. 
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AYBE it is stretching the truth just a lit- 

tle to say the oats on W. E. Mattox’s 
farm are as high as an elephant’s eye, but 
they won’t miss it over half an elephant. That 
is, they won’t if they continue to shoot sky- 
ward at the rate they were going in mid- 
November. As shown in the ‘handful of oats 
Mattox is holding in the accompanying pic- 
ture, the crop was furnishing plenty of graz- 
ing for the dairy herd back then. Talking 
with Mattox is County Agent W. H. Cowan 
of Ashland. 

The Clay County farmer, who grows dairy 
cattle only for sale to dairymen, planted 20 
acres of oats on his place this fall. He ex- 
plained that the field of oats shown here has 
received several applications of chicken ma- 
nure over the past few years. Too, he said, 
a legume pasture on the land for the past 
five years helped to build up soil fertility. 
No commercial! fertilizer was put on this 
three-acre patch that was sowed with three 
bushels of oats around the first of September. 


LANDOWNERS should make plans now 
to plant suitable quail food patches for the 
coming year.

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AN’S idea about the value of tim- 
berland has certainly changed 
since the days when our forefathers 
looked upon virgin forests as a hin- 
drance to crop production. Indeed, 
today, timber is one of the major farm 
products in our state. 

During the past 20 years the growth 
of this industry has been one of the 
most significant developments in Ala- 
bama. We now have about 21 million 
acres of commercial forest land—over 
two million more than we had in 1935. 
And each year our state’s timberland 
has increased over 100,000 acres— 
enough*to match almost exactly the 
annual decrease in cotton acreage. 

And these 21 million acres of trees 
which support the $450,000,000 forest 
industry are coming in for more atten- 
tion all the time. And as a result, new 
wealth will be funneled into all phases 
of the state’s economy. 

Such is the opinion of L R. Martin, 
API Extension forester, who reports 
that interest in better woodland man- 
agement has never been greater. He 
said the expansion in both timber pro- 
duction and in wood-using industries 
is going ahead faster than most peo- 
ple realize. 

‘Martin is confident that with great- 
er use of basic management practices 
present forest income can be doubled 
within 20 to 30 years. 


“The average woodland owner un- 


derstands the value of his trees more 
fully than ever before,” says Martin. 
“He has more knowledge of what he 
must do to increase timber production. 
And most important of all, he is wil- 
ling to do these things.” 

Fire protection, partial cutting (as 
contrasted to clear cutting), and tim- 
ber stand improvement through re- 
moval of ‘“‘weed” trees were given as 
the essentials of wise forest manage- 
ment. These practices, according to 
Martin, are in far greater use today 
than ever before. And all signs point 
to their increase. 

Today nearly half of the woodlands 
supplying our forest industry are well 
managed, points out Martin. “Most 
of these are in large holdings owned 
by sawmills, paper mills, and steel and 
public utility companies. Only 15 years 
ago the land on which good forest 
practices were carried out did not 
equal one-tenth of the present acre- 
age.”’ 


Timber production is rising con- 
stantly on practically every correctly 
managed acre. Martin said this fact 
“proves wrong the prophets of doom 
who predicted Alabama would be out 
of the lumber business 30 years ago.” 

Martin cited the work of Bibb Coun- 
ty 4-H’er Ovid Merchant Jr. as a good 
example of what some woodland own- 
ers are doing to improve their timber 
stands. The forestry expert said young 
Merchant is carrying out all the essen- 
tial points of good forest manage- 
ment on his 200-acre 4-H project. 

He has set seedlings in bare spots, 
killed out low-quality hardwoods, built 
fire lanes, and cut poorly formed pine 
trees for fence posts and pulp wood. 

Ovid did such a good job with the 
timber stand he copped first place in 
a countywide forest contest last year 
—and 35 aspiring young woodsmen 
-were entered in the competition. The 
accompanying pictures show Ovid and 
Assistant County Agent Tharon Camp 
in a few woodland scenes. 

Getting back to the overall forestry 
picture, Martin pointed out that Ala- 
bama’s pine supply is diminishing 
slightly and hardwoods are increasing 
each year. ‘But this is to be expected. 
Between 1936 and 1953 we supplied 
huge quantities of forest products for 
the war effort. Since 1946 we have 
helped supply lumber for the biggest 
building boom this country has ever 
seen. Nearly 1,500,000 houses are 
going up annually. Since southern yel- 
low pine is the best building lumber, 
it is only natural that we should sup- 
ply a considerable part of the total 
required. 

“In addition to the war and build- 
ing boom, poor cotton crops have been 
a factor in the timber drain of farm 
woodlands. Cotton, our main farm 
money crop, was cut by boll weevils 
in 1989, and 1940, 1946, 1949, and 
1950. Acreage controls reduced cot- 
ton income in 1950. Drouth in 1952 
and labor shortage during the war 
years further hurt cotton income. 

“During these years of short cotton 
crops many farmers were forced to 
sell young timber to get operating cap- 
ital and money on which to live. The 
increasing value of trees has thus giv- 
en welcome financial aid to farmers 
whose other sources of income were 
diminishing as farming and living 
costs increased.”

MERICANS like fried chicken! 

Yes, indeed, the once famous Sunday 
dinner bird is fast becoming a week-day fav- 
orite with the biggest meat eating generation 
in history. 

The rate at which consumption of broiler 
meat has risen in the past six years is astound- 
ing. Since 1950, the averag2 person in the 
United States has increased the number of 
pounds of chicken gnawed from the bones of 
a fried, barbecued, or broiled bird from eight 
and one-half to 16 pounds. 

And here in Alabama, the chicken is rid- 
ing an even higher sales boom than the 16- 
pound average for the rest of the nation. Dur- 
ing the last several months—when broiler 
prices have been especially attractive to food 
shoppers—consumption of broilers in this 
state has shot up rapidly. It may surprise 
you to know that some large retail food 
stores in Alabama handle as many tons of 
poultry meats—the majority of which is broil- 
er Seer oer they handle of either, beef or 
pork, 

What’s more, many observers think the 
trend toward more broiler eating may con- 
tinue sharply upward. Economists of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture predict that we 
will more than double our total consumption 
of broilers again by 1975, That would mean 
that each of us would be consuming in the 
neighborhood of 85 to 40 pounds of broilers 
per year. No one knows when this upward 
trend may stop.

vanced for this very rapid rise in our interest 
in chicken. Some of the most important 
among them are: 


1, Quality-wise, there are few foods 
which have been improved more rapidly and 
more drastically than have broilers. The av- 
erage home manager knows that when she 
buys broilers at her favorite food counter, 
she is buying food that everyone in the family 
will like at the dinner table, whatever her 
choice of preparation methods may be. 

2. The entire broiler industry is keenly 
aware of the merchandising opportunities 
these favorable quality factors afford them. 
Producers, processors, transporters, and 
wholesale and retail handlers are doing the 
best job ever in maintaining the high quality 
of these fast-growing young chickens py ee 

nd 
they like to boost the sale of them bécause 
they know their customers will be. satisfied 
with their purchases. 

3. Production, processing, and handling 
efficiency has improved to the extent that 
prices have been reduced drastically. Even 
at prices of several cents above those which 
have prevailed during most of 1956, broiler 
meat will continue to be one of the most eco- 
nomical meat purchases the food shopper 
can find at meat counters. 

4. Though broilers are a food favorite 
with most people every day in the year, they 
are definitely one of the most sought-after 
choices for out-door cooking in summer 
months. This factor has acéounted for a 
goodly share of the increase in consumption 
of broilers during the picnic seasons of the 
last several years,

LIME PREVENTS CRINKLE LEAF. Cot- 
ton yields are greatly reduced by a plant con- 
dition known as “crinkle leaf.” Recent re- 
search by the API Agricultural Experiment 
Station has shown this condition is due to ex- 
cess soluble soil manganese that occurs in 
highly acid soil (pH of five or below). Ad- 
equate lime applications increase soil pH and 
reduce manganese concentrations, thus pre- 
venting crinkle leaf and the accompanying 
yield reduction. . 


TRANSPLANTING WILD PINE SEED- 
LINGS. Wild pine seedlings have been trans- 
planted with 85 percent survival at the Fay- 
ette Experiment ‘Forest. Seedlings growing 
thick under large pines that were several 
years old but without lateral branches were 
used. Seedlings were dug by pushing a shovel 
into the soil about two inches from the seed- 
ling, pressing back on the handle, and lift- 
ing the seedling Plants were kept in a bucket 
of water to keep roots from drying. Replant- 
ing was done as soon as possible, using a 
planting bar.

SCHOOL MILK PROGRAM. Approxi- 
mately seven percent of the Grade A. milk 
consumed in Alabama in 1955 was through 
the special] school milk program in public 
schools. Nevertheless, a study in the state 
revealed that nearly half of the students in 
public schools did not drink milk at school. 
Those not d ing milk were found in both 
rural schools and large schools. Small schools 
usually do not have‘facilities for keeping milk 
cold, and some are unable to get milk deliver- 
ed. Where milk was available, many chil- 
dren were unable to buy it. 


BULK POULTRY FEED. Buying poultry 
feed in bulk is becoming popular in Alabama. 
Studies in the state show that a poultryman 
usually saves about $5 per ton by buying bulk 
feed instead of feed in paper bags. Net sav- 
ing for a 5000-broiler flock amounts to about 
$100 per brood. Other advantages are less 
damage from rats, fresher feed is assured, 
and there is less labor in handling if bins are 
located in or near the chicken house. 


SPINACH FERTILIZATION. Relatively 
good yields of spinach can be produced on 
both light- and heavy-textured soils of med- 
ium fertility when ample fertilizer, manure, 
and lime are’supplied. In research at Au- 
burn, different rates of manure ‘were applied 
with and without lime on fields receiving 120 
pounds of nitrogen, 160 pounds P.O;, and 
80 pounds K.O from mixed fertilizers. Av- 
erage spinach yield during the four years 
were: No manure or lime—2,923 pounds; 12 
tons manure—6,189 pounds and 24 tons ma- 
nure—10,243 pounds. When one ton of lime 
was applied every four years in addition to 
the annual mixed fertilizer treatment, yields 
were 7,661 pounds from 12 tons manure, and’ 
11,736 pounds from 24 tons manure. Some- 
what similar yields were produced on heavy 
or clay type soil. a 

DIVIDED FERTILIZER APPLICATIONS. 
Dividing the fertilizer application for pota- 
toes increased yields 66 percent in Alabama 
tests. Over a three-year period, yields of 
No. 1 potatoes on a sandy loam soil were in- 
creased from 118 bushels from single fertili- 
zation to 196 bushels from the same amount 
of fertilizer applied in three equal applica- 
tions. Mixed fertilizer supplying 90 pounds 
of nitrogen, 120 pounds K,O, and 60 pounds 
P,O; was used. On a heavy soil, the increase

Shelby County has attained this 
| progress on a “pay-as-you-go basis 
without incurring any indebt - 
fess whatever. Heavy equipment 


has been slowly replaced with new 
and more efficient equipment. In 
addition to the 150 miles of Farm- 
to- Market and Federal Aid 
Secondary highways the county 
has constructed 40 miles of high- 
ways having comparable width and 
specifications of Farm-to-Market 
and Federal Aid Secondary high- 
ways. These 40 miles of newly 
constructed roads will receive a 
bituminous pavement ‘as County 
finances permit. An additional 25 
miles of highways will be bitum- 
inous surfaced during 1957. There 
are 25 miles of Farm-to-Market 
and Federal Aid Secondary high- 
ways presently under construction.

There is a definite move under 
way to boost the home mortgage 
loan rate on GI loans in the next 
Congress and the Mortgage bank- 
ers Association is urging Con- 
gress to let FHA and VA inter- 
est rates be freed entirely from 
rigid controls to seek their own 
economic level. The Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, one of 
the Bigs on sources of mort- 
gage financing, predicts the 5% 
rate will not attract needed funds 
for home financing. So in the 
long run, only the lenders win, 
the home-builders and home buy- 
ers lose, and still there is an in- 
flationary spiral.

Q—When was the corner-stone of the Capitol Building laid and when 
was the building completed? 

A—The cornerstone was laid on Sept. 18, 1793 for the first building, or 
central section. A southern section, now occupied by Statutory 
Hall was’ completed in 1807. The North wing was finished in 1800 
and the south wing in 1811, with a wooden passageway connecting 
the two buildings. The interior of both buildings were burned by 
the British on August 24, 1814. Work of reconstruction was begun 
immediately and restoration wag completed im 1829.

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Report from Washington 


In his second appearance before 
a joint session of Congress in less 
than a week, President Eisen- 
hower last Thursday delivered his 
annual State of the Union mes- 
sage. The President’s speech, with 
a few exceptions, was general in 
nature. 

Possibly the most notable ex- 
ception was his specific request 
for a four-point civil rights pro- 
gram. He called for the creation 
of a commission to investigate 
asserted violations of civil rights; 
the creation of a civil rights divis- | 
ion in the Department of Justice; 
the enactment of new laws to aid 
in the enforcement of voting 
rights; and amendment of the laws 
so as to permit the federal gov- 
ernment to seek from the civil 
courts preventive relief in civil | 
rights cases. Also mentioned 
specifically by the President was | 
the school construction bill. He 
urged it be given “high priority” 
and stated that it should be “un- | 
complicated” by desegration riders. 

In his address, the President de- 
scribed inflation as the “princi- | 
pal threat” to our nation’s pros- 
perity and called on businessmen 
and labor leaders to avoid ex-} 
cesses that might be inflationary. 

He referred only briefly to ag-| 
riculture, pointing out that legisla- | 
tive recommendations in that field 
would be sent to Congress in his 
budget message. However, he spe- 
cifically endorsed an overall rather 
than a piece-meal development of 
our river valleys and asked state, 
local, and private groups to par- 
ticipate with the federal govern-

House Foreign Affairs Committee 
of which I am a member. Last 
week the committee was in ses- 
sion for some 20 hours and re- 
ceived extensive testimony in fa- 
vor of the proposal from Secre- 


|tary of State Dulles and Admiral 


Arthur Radford, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


The committee also heard former 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 
Mr. Acheson recommended that 
Congress pass a simple resolution 
outlining American policy in the 
Middle East instead of giving the 
President the legislative grant of 
powers he has requested. 

The committee resumes the con- 
sideration of the Middle Eastern 
resolution this week. A number 
of witnesses have already asked to 
be heard which indicates that hear- 
ings will continue through the 
week and possibly into the next. 
Although some opposition to the 
President’s proposal has developed 
and may delay final action, it is 
generally conceded that a resolu- 
tion stating this country’s Middle 
Eastern policy will eventually re- 
ceive both committee and con- 
gressional approval. 


Matthew continues his conten- 
tion that Jesus came to earth as 
a king, the ruler of a kingdom. 
The Scripture for our present Sun- 
day school lesson is presented by 
Matthew as part of the constit- 
ution or fundamental law which 
Jesus proclaimed for the govern- 
ment of his kingdom. It is univer- 
sally known as the Sermon on the 
Mount. 

In the Scripture selected for 
our study, Matthew records Jesus 
as telling his followers that they 
are “the salt of the earth,” mean- 
ing that they are to be a purifying 
influence on God's humanity. 
These followers also, said Jesus, 
are to be the light of the world— 
to illuminate mankind with the 
light of truth, with the light of 
the Gospel of Jesus, the world’s 
Savior. 

Also in the portion of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount used for our 
lesson Scripture Jesus tells how 
his followers can have both a 
purifying and illuminating in- 
fluence upon humanity. ; 

At first glance it would seem 
that Jesus was giving his followers 
a code of. conduct impossible to 
be obeyed, an unreasonable com- 
mand. 

But as we study this code close- 
ly and especially as we practice 


it, we become convinced that Jesus | 


was giving to his followers a very 
practical, reasonable and greatly 
needed law of life. 


Before we can fully understand 
the Sermon on the Mount, we must 
get its background, the time and 
place and condition of things. 

As Jesus emerged from an ob- 
scure village in a Palestine prov- 
ince of the Roman empire 2000 
years ago to take issue with the 
prevailing thought of his day, the 
world all about him was crying in 
heartless tones, “An eye for an 
eye, a tooth for a tooth.” | 

Might ruled the world. The Ro- 
man eagles had taken over the 
political domination of most coun-. 
tries, and pagan gods were sub-|

Valley, Cambridge, Vermont: I 
remember as a small boy the 
crisp Autumn weather that caused 
my father to say, ‘We better get 
out the Bee Box, son. It's time to 
hunt wild bees.” Anyone that has 
followed the age-old art of bee 
hunting would thrill to these 
words. 

I well remember the warming 
up- of the new day, the sugar or 
honey on the piece of comb in one 
side of the bee box, the open top 
of the other side; the catching of 
a likely looking honey bee on a 
goldenrod .. then shutting the 
lid so the bee would crawl under 
the partition and find the honey. 
We would look once in a while to 
see if he was filling up. If he was, 
we opened the top; if he wasn't, 
we darkened it so he would crawl 
around and find it. When he wa: 
full, we would set the box on a 
stump or a rock and open the top. 
Out would come the bée and usu- 
ally he’d soon come back with a 
fellow worker. We always sprin- 
kled blue chalk dust on the first 
bee so we could time his trips and 
see how long it took him to go to 
his tree.. When he had made a 
trip or two, we were ready to 
follow. 

When he got back about the 
fourth time, we'd shut him in and 
head for the place where we lost 
him in the distance on his last 
trip. Another wait with the box 
open and he'd come out mad, 
cirele to orient himself, but again 
come back. When you get a bee 
working this way, you can find 
his tree.

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Cotton Exports Reach 
6,230,000 Bales 


Exports of:cotton from govern- 
ment-held stocks already has 
reached 6,230,000 bales during the 
current market year with six 
months to go, according to Wal- 
ter L. Randolph, President of the 
Alabama Farm Bureau Federation 
which organidation originated the 
legislation providing for the ex- 
port program. 

Randolph said the increased ex- 
ports, together with a reduction 
in cotton acreage as a result of 
the soil bank program, should 
bring about such a large decrease 
in the cotton surplus as to have a 
healthy effect on prices. Reports 
of authorities vary as to the pro- 
able acreage to be diverted to the 
soil bank 

Meanwhile, the Alabama FBF 
chief reported that the American 
Farm Bureau Federation’s board 
of directors had adopted another 
Alabama-sponsored resolution re- 
lating to the cotton problem. This 
policy statement recommends: 

“That we seek to further im- 
prove the cotton export program, 
effective for exports in the 1957-58 
marketing year, so that insofar 
as practicable cotton sold for ex- 
ports will come from private 
stocks, and that competitive bids 
for a subsidy in kind be continued 
as a means to this end.” 

The American FBF also has ap- 
proved another recommendation 
from a special belt-wide cotton 
conference headed by Randolph, 
for parity and price supports for 
cotton based on average grades 
and staple. An Alabama resolution 
calling for recognition of “split 


grades” in the CCC cotton market- 


ing program also has been adopted 


Randolph said other matters re- | 


lating to cotton would be taken 
up at further conferences.

The Date Palm—Tree of Life in the Middle East 


, 


Ever stop to wonder where the rich dates which os te your 

holiday puddings come from? Chances are better two to 
one that they come from Iraq, which supplies more than 80 per 
cent of the world’s dates. 

For the Iragi, the sturdy and adaptable date palm tree is a 
veritable tree of life. It grows abundantly in the rich soil of the 
Shatt el Arab region, where the Tigris and Euphrates Rivers join, 
but it can actually A gs in any soil—dry, saline, sandy, loamy, 
or even water-logged. Most important, it ves on the intensely 
hot Iraqi summers which are so hard on other forms of green life, 

Over thousands of years the natives of Iraq have become 
masters at the exacting art of growing their national fruit, Earl 
in ae agen the fellahs rapidly climb the lofty date palm trees, w 
shoot up higher than the average home, and pollinate the male 
and female blossoms by hand, The dates begin to mature in 
August, when they are hard and juicy, and later in the month 
they enter a soft and squashy stage. Most varieties are picked 
only in their final stage, dry and toffee-like, by teams of three 
men—one to climb the tree and throw down its iruit to his 
partner, who loads it in a square basket, and a third man to 
carry off the basket. 

When the harvest is completed in September, landowners and 
ckers alike celebrate on the plantations while the dates are 
ing sorted. Nothing goes to waste in this date-conscious couatry. 

The finest fruit is sterilized and packed for shipment abroad; 
the crushed stones, rich in carbohydra oil and protein, are 
converted into excellent cattle feed; date alcohol is preserved for 
industrial use; and arak, a famous liquor, is distilled from date 
syrup and sent to lands where grapes are scarce. 

Even the timber of old palms (80-100 years old) is put to 
con use as material for houses and bridges, and date leaves and 
Tee eee tt ete Of baskets, hats, mats and thatch. 
Small wonder that Iraqis ue their dates as as money, 
and use thousands of tons of them locally for e*

ment, lies in the need fér a revision of the depreciation allow- 
ances under the tax laws.‘Need for such revision again is rooted 
in growing inflation...” 


Q—Did President Eisenhower actually lose farm votes im the 195¢ 


election? 

A—A survey by the U. S. News and World Report indicates that he 
did. The U. S. News actually counted farm votes, instead of 
looking at totals in so-called Rural Counties, where often farmers 
are out-voted by the non-farm vote. The magazine's survey indi- 
cated that the farm vote for Congress showed a greater trend 
away from Republican candidates, however than from Mr. Eisen- 
hower. The survey in 10 midwesterp agricultural Congressional 
districts showed the President’s loss in 1956 as compared to 1952 
ranged from 3% to 17%. Whereas the Congressional vote in the 
same districts showed a loss in the GOP vote ranging from 6% 


to 31%.

From Mrs. Arthur Green, Brad- 
ley, ilimois: I remember when 
there were very few commodi- 
ties coming to us from the local 
stores. We milked cows; oh; many 
cows. I could milk long before 
I was old enough to go to school. 
The butter not consumed was 
carefully molded in pound pat- 
ties, stored in the ‘‘freeze pit’’ of 
the well and marketed on Sat- 
urday. Eggs were also traded or 
sold for cash. 

In the fall, dad took the wheat 
to the mill at Perrysville and 
traded it for flour. Likewise the 
corn was traded for meal. Maple 
syrup was made at a sugar grove 
near our house. Apples, pears, 
potatoes and onions were stored 
in the cellar. Sweet corn was 
dried as was a portion of beef.

THIS SOUNDS MORE

RUSSIA THAN ALABAMA 


There is a strange sort of 
story in Sunday's Birmingham 
News, written by Hugh W. Spar- 
row, who is well known for his 
writings for that paper. 

Mr. Sparrow descrives what he 
calls a “behind-the scenes’ move- 
ment being carried on in Alabama 
to “Get Patterson,” “Patterson” 
being the brilliant and forceful 
young Attorney General of Ala- 
bama. ‘ 

Mr. Sparrow says one man is 
reported to have contributed 
$10,000 to a fund that is being 
raised to be used for that purpose. 

Mr. Sparrow ,explains the “Get 
Patterson” effort in these words: 

“Calculated to uncover some- 
thing in Patterson’s past, if pos- 
sible, or to conjure up something 
to intimidate and discredit him, 
the so-called “Get Paterson” move 
has been under way more than 
three months.” 

“In fact, itywas started almost 


the moment last September that 


Patterson began cracking down 
against Folsom administration 
purchasing practices and other 
alleged abuses.”

‘of Attorney General, after his 
father, the late A. G. Patterson, 
had been nominated and murder- 
ed in Phenix City before he could 
‘take office.

Report from Washington 


| 


| I\ have sutrouuced a measure in 
the House of Representatives 
which, if enacted into law, will 
compensate the cotton farmers of 
jour district and state for cotton 
|acreage lost to other states since 
11950. The other eight members 
of the House of Representatives 
from Alabama have joined with me 
in introducing identical bills. 

According to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the period 
during which the greatest number 
of acres were in cotton cultivation 
in Alabama was the five year 
period beginning in 1946 and ex- 
tending tnrough 1950. Although 
Congress last year froze the 1957 
and 1958 cotton acreage allotments 
at the 1956 level, Alabama’s 1957 
allotment still fails far below the 
amount planted duriig the 1946- 
50 period. 

At'the present time cotton allot- 
ments are based on the average 
acreage planted over the three 
preceeding years. Any failure to 
plant all of the allotted acreage 
consequently results inga decline 
in the following year’s allotment. 
While the large cotton farmers of 
our Western states almost always 
plant every foot allotied to them, 
the small cotton farmers of our 
Southeastern states often fail to 
do so. As a result, the loss of acre- 
age in Alabama and other South- 
eastern states has been much 
greater than in the West. In the 
case of Alabama, the loss of acre- 
age since the 1946-50 period is 
15.56% greater than the national 
average. 

The purpose of the legislation 
I have introduced is to make res- 
titution through the soil bank pro- 
gram to Alabama cotton producers, 
and those of other states similar- 
1y situated, for the excessive loss- 
es sustained in cotton acreage 
since 1950. The bill provides that 
jin any state where acreage reduc- 
tions are greater ‘than the nation- 
al average, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture must establish for each 
old cotton farm a “farm base av- 
erage”. The farm’s present allot- 
ment plus an increase of 20% will 
constitute the new “farm base av- 
erage”. Producers will then be 
paid through the Soil Bank pro- 
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Congressman, Sixth District 


gram for reducing their acreage 
of cotton below their “farm base 
average”. Such a plan of restitu- 
tign would acedmplish a two-fold 
)sejectioye. First, it would com- 
pensate throygh Soil Bank pay- 
ments cotton farmers in states like 
Alabama who have suffered ex- 
cessive losses of cotton acreage 
since 1950, and second, it would 
not add another bale of cotton to 
the already burdensome surplus of 
cotton now stored in warehouses 
throughout the country. 

To illustrate, let’s suppose that 
Mr. Richard Roe of Shelby County 
has a 1957 cotton acreage allot- 
ment of 6 acres. Should this pro- 
posed legislation be enacted into 
law, the Shelby County ASC Com- 
mittee could then notify Mr. Roe 
that he has been assigned a 1957 
“farm base acreage” of 7.2 acres, 
an increase of 20%. He would then 
be paid for the difference between 
the acreage’he plauts and the to- 
tal of his “farm base acreage”. For. 
example, if Mr. Roe actually 
planted the maximum of 6 acres 
allotted to him, he would then 
draw compensation under the Soil 
Bank plan for the 1.2 acres which 
he has left under his 1957 “farm 
base acreage”. Should he decide 
to plant only four acres, he would 
then be compénsated for the re- 
maining 3.2 acres, 


ACCURATE MEASUREMENT 


Another important section in the 
proposed legislation directs the 
Secretary of Agriculture to pro- 
| vide, through the County ASC 
Committee, for the measurement 
in metes and bounds of acreage 
‘planted in cotton provided the 
grower requests’ such measure- 
ment in writing from the County 
Committee. A measurement policy, 
as set forth in this bill, would 
fix and make certain from year 
to year proper acreage measure- 
‘ments and eliminate’ inconsistent 
measotements that have been 
|common in the past. 

Every effort will be made by 
‘members of Congress from Ala- 
bama to have this legislation con- 
sidered by the House Agriculture 
Committee. at the earlies possible 
' date.

Whether the Taft-Hartley Act is 
a “slave labor” act as some Labor 
Unions claim is a moot question. 
But as a matter of practical real- 
ism, Labor Unions have not fared 
well since the Act was passed in 
mid-1947 in increasing union 
strength. First they lost the closed 
shop. And some large business in- 
terests would not only like to 
strengthen Section 14-b of the Act 
which covers the State right-to- 
work laws, but also would like to 
see the union shop abolished by 
direct federal law. é 

Under the 12 years of the old 
Wagner Act union membership 
soared from a mere 3,728,000 in 
1935 to 14,974,000 in 1946 and union 


membership in non agricultural 
industries rose from 13.4 per cent 
to 34.9 per cent, almost triple. But 
since 1947 and passage of the 
Taft-Hartley Act although there 


has been an increase of about 
8,000,000 in the labor force, the 
Unions have been able to increase 
their membership only approxi- 
mately 2,500,000, which is very 
discouraging from the Labor 


made in 1954 which he has termed 
‘"mion busting”, and that is the 
provisions that “economic” strik- 
ers, or those who strike for wage 


_ |demands, have no job protection 


at the end of a strike and they 
can be replaced and lose their 
voting rights. The Employers can 
bring in new help and vote « 
union out of existence insofar as 
bargaining rights are concerned. 
The President would give these 
strikers the right to vote in sub- 
sequent elections. The issue, how- 
ever is not considered important 
enough to open up the law to the 
risk of widespread and new crip- 
pling amendments. The Demo- 
cratic platform calls for a repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. But with 
the voting strength so close in 
the Congress, the prolabor Demo- 
cratic liberals are not strong 
enough to carry our repeal in 
the face of a majority of Repub- 
licans and the Conservative 
southern Democrats who vote with 
them. They were strong enough 
to get it in the platform however. 
So Labor as an entity may wait 
until 1958 before making a move 
on Taft-Hartley repeal.

R. CLYDE T. ELLIS, Gener- 

al Manager of the National 
Rural Electric Cooperative Asso- 
ciation with headquarters in Wash- 
ington, has taken dead aim 
against what he terms is a stud- 
ied national lobbying campaign 
backed by private utilities ‘‘to 
poison the minds of the Ameri- 
ean people and their public offi- 
cials against rural electric co- 
operatives and public agencies 
such as municipalities, public power 
districts and the Federal power 
program.” 

Mr. Ellis refers to a national 
advertising campaign in maga- 
zines, newspapers, over television 
and radio which alleges ‘‘there 
is a privileged class of people in 
this country who pay little or no 
taxes in their electric bills, made 
up of those people who sécure 
their electricity from govern- 
ment wholesale power sources.” 

He claims that the statement 
is false on the face of it since 
Rural Electric Cooperatives in 
fiscal 1956 purchased only 6 per 
cent of all Federally generated 
power, whereas private power 
companies themselves bought 40 
per cent and private industry 
bought 20% of this federal power. 

Ellis points out that the total 
cost of this advertising campaign 
by private utility interests is 
“paid for by those who must of 
necessity buy electricity from the 
compaines who sponsors the ads, 
for they are monopolies within 
their respective areas. In addi- 
tion, since the cost of such ads 
and other manipulations of the 
public mind are deductible ex- 
penses for tax purposes, 52 per 
cent of the cost of this propaganda 


comes out of the Fedegél treas- 
ury.” , 

‘We do not believe,” Mr. Ellis 
said, “‘that it was the intent of 
Congress for consumers and tax- 
payers to pay the cost of their 
own misinformation.” 

Mr. Ellis grants the right of 
privately owned public service 
monopolies to. use such propagan- 
da advertisements to place their 
views on current issues before the 
public, provided the owneys do 
it at their own expense, 

“But,” hé dontinued; “we are 
convinced at remedial legisla- 
tion is today necessary to close the 
door to the use of ratepayer’s 
money collected to pay the cost 
of a public service for their own 
private purpose.” 

Mr. Ellis declared the Rural 
Electric systems, owned by farm- 
ers are directly interested in these 
propaganda expenditures for two 
reasons: 

1—Nearly two-thirds of the rural 
electrics are purchasing their 
wholesale power requirements 
from the privately owned public 
utilities, for which they paid $59,- 
449,112 in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1955; 

2—Nearly one-third of the rural 
electrics are purchasing all or 
part of their .wholesale power re- 
quirements from Federal whole- 
sale power agencies under laws 
attacked by, these ads, and for 
which the rural electrics paid the 
government $28,844,795 in fiscal 
1955. 

Ellis declares, as set out in the 
Congressional Record, that the 
cost of this program of ‘misin- 
forrgation’’ runs into ‘‘many mil- 
lions of dollars a year,”

”Say not thou, What is the cause 
that the former days were better 
than these?

Mr. Ward’s address to the We- 
tumpka meeting was a_ plain 
down-to-earth- talk, if one may 
judge by the outline given in one 
of the daily papers.

Mr. Ward has been engaged in

Invitation of Jesus 


The Scripture for the present 
Sunday school lesson, taken from 
the 1lth chapter of Matthew’s 
Gospel, presents some contrasts. 
It also presents three distinct 
groups of people, or rather two 
groups of people and Jesus and 
the Heavenly Father. While 
tnere is a marked contrast be- 
tween Jesus and one of the two 
groups of people, emphasis in the 
Scripture is on the contrast be- 
tween the two groups. 


One of the groups includes 
three cities Chorazin, Bethsaida, 
and Capernaum, in which Jesus 
had been teaching and minister- 
ing to the needs of the people. 
Several of his miracles of healing 
had been preformed in or near 
these cities. Near one them he 
had miraculously fed 5000 people 
at one time. In their synagogues, 
in the fields, in their homes and 
in other places Jesus had often 
proclamed the blessed gospel of 
his glorious Kingdom and had in- 
vited them to become citizens 
of it.

ers of Jesus and he had recruited 
other followers from their gen- 
eral location near the northern 
shore of the Sea of Galilee, most 
of the people had rejected him. 
And, because these cities had 
rejected him, Jesus fortells their 
descruction. 

It was not long in coming, 
Within the century which began 
with the birth of Jesus, the 
fury of cruel Rome burst upon 
those cities, upon Jerusalem and 
upon all that land which had re- 
jected Jesus, and the deséruct- 
ion of the three cities mentioned 
by Jesus in the lesson Scripture 
was complete. Today their loca 
iion is uncertain. Only a few 
slabs of stone in buried ruins 
suggest it. Those cities have gone 
the way of Tyre, Sidon and Sod- 
om, which, said Jesus, might 
have endured had the same op- 
portunity to accept him that 
had been given to the places 
where he had in his human body 
extended his gracious invitation- 

Even though Jesus had been 
rejected by those people of his 
own race and time, he knew he 
was aoing the will of his’ Heav- 
nly Fathar and was pleasing 
him. In the lesson Scripture Je- 
us declares his authority as re- 
presenting the Father and being 


at one with him. He also declar- | 


es his anxiety to help those in 
need, those bearing burdens too

AFTER 28 YEARS EXPERIENCE as a cotton 
grower, Clyde Helms of Cherokee County found 
there’s still plenty room for learning about the crop. 
For instance, the Round Mountain farmer told Coun- 
ty Agent J. J. Young (left) in this recent gin yard 
conversation that he learned two good lessons just 
last year. First, he said, he found that a soil test 
pays good dividends, The second lesson was that 
it never pays to plant inferior cotton seed. Helms 
told about planting his cotton crop last year with 
seed saved from his farm, until he ran out, that is. 
Then he went to town and bought breeder seed of 
the same variety. Helms declared that at harvest 
time he could tell to the row where the breeder seed 
were planted. He explained that the seed saved 
from his place were only two years from breeder 
seed, but the better cotton was picked from the areas

where breeder seed were planted. 


““I-HE best dollar I ever invested.” 

That’s what Clyde Helms told County 
Agent J. J.. Young about the money he spent 
having a soil sample tested from eight acres 
of his cotton land. Helms, a, cotton grower 
for the past 28 years, had plenty more to say 
about the soil test. : 

“T made 16 bales of cotton from the eight 
acres included in the test,” declared the 
Cherokee County farmer. “And I picked six 
bales on two and.one-half of those acres.” 

Helms went on to explain that this same 
land had been producing only a bale to the 
acre during the best years. He figures the 
extra bale per acre came from fertilizing ac- 
cording to soil test recommendations. He 
noted that his cotton was planted, cultivated, 
and harvested the same way he had been 
doing it for years... the only difference was 
in the fertilizer. 

Fertilizing by guess during all his other 
cotton growing years, Helms was using 600 
pounds of 4-10-7 or 6-8-4 under his crop 
and side-dressing with 100 pounds of nitrate 
of soda, After sending in soil samples from 
the land to the state soil testing laboratory 
in Auburn, he changed the fertilization to 
600 pounds of 4-12-12 and 200 pounds of ni- 
trate of soda per acre. 

The Round Mountain community farmer 
says he has been interested in soil testing 
from the first, “because I figured I still had 
a few things to learn about farming.” He 
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heard about soil testing from “County Agent 
J. J. Young and saw a demonstration by the 
agent on how to take samples. He didn’t 
waste any time getting spoonfuls of dirt from 
his cotton and corn fields in the mail to the 
testing laboratory. . 

Although Helms followed the test recom- 
mendations to the letter on his cotton land, 
he failed to do the same on the corn crop. 
“I won’t make that same mistake again this 
year,” said the convinced land sampler. “I 
figure my fields would have turned out sev- 
eral more bushels at harvest time if they had 
been fertilized according to recommenda- 
tions,”’ 

Agent Young pointed out that several 
farmers over the county share Helms’ confi- 
dence in the soil testing program. He reports 
that around 200 growers tested an estimated 
2500 acres there last year—mainly cotton 
land. However, the tests included land in 
nearly all crops. 

He noted that the tests pointed up several 
facts about the county’s farmland. First, 
that around 50 percent of the cotton land and 
practically 100 percent of the pasture and 
legume land need an application of lime. Sec- 
ond, that more than 75 percent of the land 
sampled was low in potash. 

Young said information gained from soil 
tests is leading to a rapid change from ferti- 
lizers with low potash ratios, such as 4-10-7, 
to those with a higher percentage of potash 
such as 4-12-12. 


few people continue to be pessimistic 

about our future. I am not one of that 
group. I’m an optimist. And there are many 
valid reasons for my optimism. High among 
them are these two: 

1) The United States has succeeded far 
beyond any other nation in the world, and 

2) Our faith in ourselves and in God chal- 
lenges us to greater achievements in the fu- 
ture. 

During the last forty years production per 
farm worker-in this country has more than 
doubled. On about the same number of acres 
farmers continue to produce more than 
enough for current needs at home and 
abroad. 

This one fact validates my confidence be- 
cause a nation that can produce more and 
more food on the same number of acres is 
assured of an adequate food supply while 
freeing more people from farms to work in 
industry and other essential 
jobs. 

I mention production be- 
cause I believe strongly in 
the axiom that “Only the 
productive can be strong, 
and only the strong can be 
free.” 

If you’re still inclined to 
be pessimistic let me dispell 
your gloom with a few 
simple but important facts. 
Here they are: 


1) It took all of the ages of humanity until 
about 75 years ago to produce a commercial 
fertilizer that was good enough for profitable 
use but now fertilizer is indeed a major fac- 
tor in profitable farming; and increasingly 
important. 

2) It took all of the ages of humanity up 
to 65 years ago to make an internal combus- 
tion engine but now it is the heart of power 
for transportation and for much of our pro- 
duction on farms and in industry. 

3) It took all of. the ages of humanity up 
to the turn of this century to make a tractor 
that would operate successfully. Now animal 
power is almost gone from farming. 

4) It took all of the ages of humanity up 
to 60 years ago to make an automobile. Now 
we make them by the millions each year. 

5) It took all of the ages of humanity up 
to 50 years ago to make an airplane. Now 
we are planning rocket flights to the moon. 

6) It took all of the ages of humanity up 
to 40 years ago to apply the principles of 
genetics to plant and animal breeding for 
hybrid production. Now it is a mighty fac- 
tor and increasing continuously. 

7) It took all of the ages of humanity un- 
til 60 years ago to give farmers free delivery 
of mail and trapnesting for selection of hens; 
and these are not only general now but es- 
sentials. 

All that I’ve said may be considered intro- 
ductory to these statements about farming 
this year: 


1) For the highest net income each farm- 
er will plan for a high yield per acre on every 
acre at a low cost per pound, or per bushel. 

2) He will plan for fast gain, or high pro- 
duction, per animal at a low cost per unit 
produced, 

8) He will plan for the most efficient use 
of his labor every day throughout the year. 

4) He will plan and work for improvement 
of his land so that it will be better at the end 
of the year than at the beginning.

Feed production, no 
doubt, is one of the dairy- 
man’s major problems, or 
his greatest blessing, de- 
pending on whether the 
supply is short or plentiful. 
In any case,- the dairy 
farmer with plenty. of 
green stuff in his fields is 
sure to save on the green 
stuff that leaves his poc- 
ketbook each time a sack 
of store-bought feed is un- 
loaded on the farm. Here’s 
how a DeKalb County milk 
producer handles the feed 
problems on his farm. 
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OOKING for a sure way to get rich quick? 
Then don’t go into the dairy business. 
“That’s what dairyman Austin B. Johnson of Collbran 

Rt. 1 would tell you,” says Assistant County Agent Carl 

Parker, “that is if you could find him at home.” 

The Johnsons, one of three farm families in DeKalb 
County cooperating in the Farm and Home Development 
phase of the local Extension Service program, are quite 
often away from home for church and community af- 
fairs and farm business. 

Telling Agent Parker about his dairy operation the 
other day, Johnson brought out that he made no profit 
from the venture during the first two years—and he al- 
ready owned the herd of cows! However, the dairy farm- 
er made it plain that he was not complaining about the 
returns from his milking herd. “I think my dairy herd 
has paid off about as well as any crop I could have pro- 
duced,” asserts Johnson. 

“The reason L failed to show a profit the first two years 
is simple—the cost of building a barn, buying equipment, 
and establishing grazing crops was greater than the sale 
of milk. Of course I could have paid these expenses 
much faster with a large herd, but I started with only 
eight cows.” During the three years that the Johnsons 
have been in the grade A business the herd has grown 
to 15 cows—another reason expenses ran ahead of in- 
come. 

Johnson explains that he got into the dairy business 
because he figured he could make money. And too, he 
had built up a pretty good herd of cows while selling 
grade B milk for eight years prior to 19538. At the time 
*he converted from grade B to grade A, Johnson went out 
of the cotton business and put the extra acres in corn for 
the cattle herd. . 

Looking back on three years’ experience as a grade 
A dairyman, Johnson declares that grazing and feed pro- 
duction are the dairy farmer’s biggest problems. He has 
tried many crops on his place to get just the right combi- 
nation for plenty of feed the year around. He figures the 
feed program on his farm today is the best he can get. 

The mainstay of this year around feed program is 30 
acres of oats, crimson clover and ryegrass mixture. John- 
son seeds this pasture with five bushels of oats, 10 pounds 
of crimson clover, and 25 pounds of ryegrass in Septem- 
ber. And he doesn’t wait for rain to put the seed in the 
ground. He puts out the seed, even if dust is shoe mouth 
deep, and then waits for the rain. 

According to Johnson, this 30 acres carries 26 animals 
about nine months out of the year. And during the time 
this land is being prepared and reseeded for another 
year, 20 acres of permanent pasture and sudan grass 
keep the dairy herd in top production. Just in case these 
crops fail to keep plenty feed before the herd, the feed 
producing farmer puts up hay from 12 acres of soybeans 
each year. 

The feed for the milking herd is all grown on the farm 
except for 32 percent supplement which is mixed one 
to three with crushed corn, in the dairy ratigg. In ad- 
dition, there’s enough corn produced on 50 es of the 
90-acre farm to top quite a few hogs for market each 
year. : 

Future plans of this growing dairy herd includes six 

acres of alfalfa for hay and grazing.

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SCIENTISTS OF THE U. S. Department 
of Agriculture say that when cooking fat be- 
gins to smoke, it’s too hot. It’s breaking down 
chemically, and most likely will affect the 
taste of the food being fried. 

When you're frying in deep fat, you want 
it hot enough so the potatoes or other foods 
won’t become soaked with grease. At the 
same time, you don’t want the fat to smoke. 

To test the fat, drop a couple of small 
bread cubes into the fat. When the fat is 
just right, it will fry a small cube of bread 
to a golden brown color in 60 seconds. That’s 
the right temperature for frying raw foods.

We asked API Extension Agronomist 
O. N. Andrews for a brief item to ac- 
company the picture. Here, in four con- 
cise paragraphs, are his suggestions for 
success with that grazing land this sum- 
mer: 

® First of all, no matter what crop 
you choose to plant, it must be put into 
the ground at the right time’ of year. 
Grazing crops that should be planted 
during February and March include dal- 
lis grass, sericea lespedeza, coastal Ber- 
muda, and Bahia grass. 

® After you decide what crop you'll 
plant, the next step is to get the land in 
good shape for seeding. Indeed, soil 
preparation is one of the biggest factors 
in establishing good stands of spring- 
seeded pasture crops. All small-seeded 
grasses and legumes should be planted 
on a firm, smooth seedbed. Turn the 
ground six to eight inches deep and 
thoroughly disk and harrow. If possible, 
allow the soil to catch one or more good 
soaking rains to firm the seedbed. Then, 
before planting, freshen the land by har- 
rowing or disking lightly. After seed- 
ing, firm the ground with a cultipacker 
or roller, especially if you have planted 
dallis grass or sericea lespedeza. 

® Lime and fertilizer are two other 
musts for growing crops on most Ala- 
bama soils. The best way to determine 
lime and fertilizer needs is to have your 
soil tested and follow recommendations 
of the soil testing laboratory. 

® Good seed are another important 
ingredient for success with pasture 
crops. Use pure seed that have a good 
germination rate and are free of weed ° 
seed. In the case of coastal Bermuda, 


be sure the sprigs are pure, freshly dug, 
and properly handled. Your local coun- 
ty agent can give you recommended 
seeding rates for spring pasture crops.

HAT’S the value of poultry manure as 
a fertilizer? 

“TI think poultry manure is the best fertiliz- 
er I use on my farm,” says W. E. Mattox of 
Clay County. 

“I would continue to grow chickens even 
on a break-even basis just to get the manure 
for my pasture crops,” declares Lawrence 
County dairyman Bill Roberson. 

“Poultry manure doubled the cotton yield 
on my farm,” asserts R. P. McCray of Hale 
County. ‘ 

Indeed, this list of farmer test’mony for 
chicken manure as a fertilizer could include 
nearly every poultryman who has spread 
erope oe from the chicken house over crop- 
and. , 

And farmers aren’t the only ones who’ve 
found that the by-product of Alabama’s big 
poultry industry is playing an important part 
in raising crop yields. Recent tests by a 
neighboring experiment station showed that 
land fertilized with five tons of poultry ma- 
nure produced 67 bushels of oats per acre as 
compared to less than three bushels per acre 
where no fertilizer was used. By compari- 
son, 400 pounds of 4-12-12 and 40 pounds of 
‘nitrogen top-dressing gave a yield of 32 
bushels of oats per acre. These experiments 
at the University of Georgia set the value of 
a ton of poultry manure at around $10. 

Now is the time of year to apply poultry 
house litter to cropland that is scheduled for 
row crop production this year. Applying lit- 
ter is not only good business from the stand- 
point of crop production, but also from a 
poultry management point of view. Cage 
houses particularly should be cleaned not lat- 
er than the last of February so that drop- 
ping cones may be allowed to develop be- 
fore hot summer weather. : 

There are some facts to be considered, 
however, if the most benefit is to be derived 
from this valuable product. First, it’s im- 
portant to know that as much as 75 percent 
of the nitrogen can escape from poultry ma- 
nure if the manure remains wet in the house 
or if-it goes through a heat. 

So, when manure is removed from the poul- 
try house, it should be broadcast immediate- 
ly, not piled in heaps where excessive heat 
develops. ,

trogen in poultry droppings is to keep the 
litter and areas under the roost dry. Super- 
phosphate (20%) should be_used to preserve 
droppings under the roost when there is a 
noticeable odor from wet manure. Because 
superphosphate is believed to encourage 
mold growth, it should not be scattered in 
the litter; only under roosts and cages. 

Dry litter is another important factor in 
the poultry fertilizer picture. Litter may be 
kept dry with 30 to 80 pounds of hydrated 
lime for each 500 square feet of floor space. 
And although lime can drive off some of the 
nitrogen. its drying qualities more than off- 
set the loss, especially in winter, when wet 
litter is a real problem. Make sure you get 
hydrated lime, not ground limestone, to put 
on litter. Ground limestone has no effect on 
droppings; but neither is it effective in dry- 
ing litter. _ 

A mixed fertilizer such as 0-15-30 applied 
to droppings will make a complete fertilizer 
for many crops. However, this mixture should 
not be applied to the litter, because potash 
in this mixture can be poisonous to chickens. 
But it can be used under roosts or cages. Or, 
this material can be added when the drop- 
pings are loaded onto the trucks or manure 
spreaders. 

Just how much manure may be expected 
per broiler, layer, or turkey? Pennsylvania 
State University has done some interesting 
work on this question. Researchers there 
found that approximately 46 pounds of dry 
droppings are produced per 100 pounds of 
grains and mash fed to poultry. A rule of 
thumb is to divide the pounds of feed by 
two to determine the approximate amount of 
dry droppings produced by given flocks. 

One ton of fresh droppings contains 500 
pounds of solids and 1500 pounds of water. 
When droppings are dust dry there are-about 
1700 pounds of solids and 300 pounds of 
moisture per ton; the 1700 pounds of solids 
include 100 pounds of nitrogen, 67 pounds 
of phosphoric acid, and 45 pounds of potash. 

If we consider these amounts in terms of 
fertilizer, we can readily find that one ton 
of dry droppings is equal to 300 pounds of 
ammonium nitrate, 370 pounds of 18 percent 
phosphate, and 75 pounds of 60 percent pot- 
ash. ,

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Diversified 
Farm 
Operation

LABAMA farmers have found that a di- 

versified farm program usually pays off 

in additional income—that is if good man- 
agement is practiced. 

So, with both diversification and good man- 
agement, Cleetus Mann is faring right well 
on his Buffalo Rt. 1 farm in the Penton com- 
munity of Chambers county. Mann raises 
beef cattle, pecans, corn, cotton, watermel- 
ons, cantaloupes, and cane for syrup. 

The Farm and Home Development demon- 
strator owns 120 acres, all open, except for 
about 15 acres of woodland, and rents an- 
other 400 acres of cropland on an adjoining 
farm. He row crops only about 30 acres; the 
rest is in pasture for his herd of 35 brood 
cows and other livestock. He has oats, fes- 
cue, and Ladino for winter grazing. 

Last summer Mann had seven and a half 
acres of his own land in cotton and 10 on the 
rented land. He fertilized with 600 pounds 
of 4-10-7 per acre and side-dressed with 200 
pounds of ammonium nitrate. Boll weevils 
got a good start when rains came at the 
wrong time during the first part of July, but 
Mann managed to keep the pests under con- 
trol by poisoning seven times. At harvest 
time he made 21 bales on the 17 and one- 
half acres. 

After the cotton was picked Mann planted 
vetch on seven acres of his cotton land. Al- 
though he knows the vetch should be follow- 
ed by corn, Mann says he will have to plant 
the same land to cotton again this spring. It

iF 
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is the best land on his place, and he,.can’t 
afford to plant cotton anywhere else. 
Mann’s pecan orchard includes between 
30 and 35 trees on two acres of land. Rec- 
ommended practices are followed to keep the 
trees in top production, said Assistant County 
Agent Charles Bentley. One year Mann might 
fertilize with 4-10-7. Other times he may 
use 18 percent phosphate or sow in vetch or 
lespedeza. Bermuda grass is growing under 
the trees now, and Mann plans to fertilize 
with either 4-12-12 or 8-8-8. Around 1500 
pounds of pecans were harvested this fall. 


Mann also has a two and a half acre fish- 
pond that he manages just as he does his 
crops and livestock. The pond was recently 
drained, poisoned, and restocked. The fish 
crop is about ready for harvesting, according 
to Mann; and when he catches up with some 
of his other chores he will take care of that 
job, too.

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Will cotton farmers 
use the SOIL BANK? 


OW much Alabama cotton land will go 
into the soil bank next year? 

Some fatm leaders are guessing 100,000 
acres; others say twice this amount will be 
rented to the government and left out of cot- 
ton. A few county agents believe that the 
soil bank will get 30 percent of the crop in 
their particular areas, according to P. O. 
Davis, API Extensipn director. 

Regardless of who’s right, one thing is 
fairly certain: Alabama’s 1957 cotton crop 
will be the smallest on record. Next year’s 
state allotment— the acreage allowed under 
national marketing quotas—is 1,028,000 
acres. Even a drop of 10 percent would run 
the crop down'to 900,000 acres, well below 
the 970,000 acres harvested in 1956. , 

Davis said an acreage of 900,000 would 
give the state a cotton crop only two-thirds 
as large as the average of the past 10 years. 
Further, it would be about 25 percent of the 
state’s 3,500,000-acre crop of a quarter of a 
century ago. . 

Under provisions of the soil bank acreage 
reserve, the unit rate of payment on cotton 
is 15 cents a pound. Individual per-acre farm 
payments are set by county ASC committees. 

A study by Davis and county agents re-

veals two important facts relative to the soil 
bank: 

1. With few exceptions, full-time farm- 
ers who depend on cotton for a major part 
of their income will not rent cotton land to 
the government. 

2. Heaviest users of the soil bank will be 
part-time farmers with industrial jobs, those 
with less than five-acre allotments, and those 
operating on an absentee basis. 

Davis cgmmentéd that the great majority 
of full-timé farmers geared to produce cot- 
ton actually need much higher allotments 
rather than soil bank assistance. Only with 
more cotton land can these growers hold their 
labor and make profitable use of their equip- 
ment. ; 

What to do about the soil bank isn’t the 
farmer’s only worry. Davis said the grower 
is concerned about rising costs, uncertainty of 
labor, and acreage allotments. 

“The farmer’s chance for a cotton profit 
in 1957 hinges on his doing an efficient job 
on the acres he does plant,” continued Davis. 
“County agents report that farmers will 
closely follow recommended practices, such 
as soil testing, planting on time, using treat- 
ed seed of adapted varieties, cultivating prop- 
erly and leaving a good stand, and controlling 
insects.” 


more Molasses 


HE amount of cane blackstrap molasses 
used in livestock feeding is increasing 
and the number of farmers, ranchers, dairy- 
men, and feedlot operators buying supplies 
is growing, according to a nationwide survey. 
Farmers add molasses to make livestock 
feeds more palatable, just as cooks add 
sauces to make -foods more delectable. — Re- 
sults: Appetites are stimulated and more 
foods are consumed, 

Molasses—three to five pounds a day per 
1000 pounds of body weight—promotes con- 
sumption of coarse roughage that might 
otherwise go to waste. When higher quality 
roughage is not available, adding molasses 
promotes efficient digestion. Thus, the black- 
strap increases the value of coarse roughage 
to a limited extent. 

These reasons for using more molasses 
were brought out in a recent survey by the 
Agricultural Marketing Service. 

Wholesale molasses prices at port termi- 
nals have been below corn costs in 12 of the 


last 14 years (six and one-half gallons of mo-. 


lasses equals a bushel of No. 3 yellow corn). 
With the recent increase in demand for mo- 
lasses, however, prices have gone up. 

Farm storage facilities vary from a single 
drum to a large tank holding several thou- 
sand gallons. Facilities depend upon the 
user’s requirements and the supplier’s de- 
livery practices. Farmers who have two or 
three drums and are on a regular delivery 
route have the containers refilled twice 
monthly. Other users with large facilities 
have only one delivery a season. 

At optimum feeding rates, a 3-000-gallon 
tank load lasts a herd of 70 cattle roughly 
100 days—the length of the nongrazing 
period in many areas. Smaller herds have a 
carry-over of molasses to the next season. 

Some users pour the molasses on the grain 
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or roughage. Others give the animals access 
to an unlimited amount of liquid molasses. 
Still others own mixing mills to combine mo- 
lasses with chopped hay and grains that are 
being fed. : 

In areas affected by drought and reduced 
forage, users look on molasses as the least 
expensive method of feeding livestock —in 
emergency periods. Some users combine 
roughage with urea-supplemented molasses 
or with high-protein concentrate. They re- 
port weight gains at a cost reduced as much 
as one-third from the costs when fed the 
regular grain, hay, and protein concentrate. 

Farmers who provide unlimited liquid 
quantities of molasses find that cattle have 
a tendency to overeat the first few days. If 
the amount is restricted at the beginning, 
animals will consume a normal quantity with- 
out any form of restriction when they become 
accustomed to the taste. 

Cattlemen who sprinkle molasses on rough- 
age for small herds up to 10 animals use on- 
ly a drum set on a stand. The drum should 
be sheltered from weather to prevent ex- 
pansion from summer heat and to make it 
easier to draw molasses in winter cold. 

Open-range cattle feeders haul baled hay 
and molasses to feeding points and change 
from daily to every-other-day feeding sched- 
ules. Undiluted molasses is poured on each 
bale and allowed to soak into the hay. Cattle 
chew the unopened bales and by the second 
day the twine loosens. But the molasses- 
moistened hay stays in place until eaten, de- 
creasing losses from trampling and from 
scattering by wind. Usually, moistened feed 
is completely consumed. 

The survey shows that molasses increases 
the appetite as much when poured over feed 
as when mixed with feed or fed in unlimited 
quantities. 


RUIT and nut trees require plant food just 
as other crops if they are to produce good 


yields. On fruit trees apply one and a half 
to two pounds of 6-8-8 fertilizer per tree for 
each year of age up to a maximum of 30 
pounds on apples and chestnuts and 15 
pounds on peaches, pears, and plums. Ap- 
ply half this amount before growth starts in 
the spring and the other half after the fruit 
is set. Pecans should receive two to three 
pounds of 6-8-8 for each year of growth up 
to 100 pounds on old, large trees. In orchards 
where legumes were fertilized last year, cut 
this amount in half. 


HE size of the spring pig litter is being 
decided on many farms right now. The 
feeding and management farmers give bred 
gilts and sows at this time may help deter- 
mine whether they farrow big, thrifty litters 
or small, weak ones. Feed your hogs right.

ATCH ventilators’ in the broiler house 

Open them on 
warm afternoons, and reduce ventilation at 
night to prevent chilling. 
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URING the next two months forest fires 
will burn more woodland area than dur- 
ing any other corresponding period through- 
out the year. Be careful about woods fires 
now. Farmers who are clearing land and 
burning brush should take special precau- 
tions to prevent the spread of fire to their 
woodlands.

EMATODES are one of the worst and most 

widely spread garden pests in Alabama. 
They often mean the difference between 
good crops and failure with such vegetables 
as okra, tomatoes, pepper, etc. To control 
these “insects use one-half pint of ethylene 
dibromide or DDT per 100 foot row. Pre- 
pare the ground as you would for planting; 
open a furrow six inches deep, apply material 
and cover immediately with two furrows. 
Wait two weeks before planting seed or 
three weeks before setting plants on treated 
ground.

AtABANA hog growers usually lose near- 
ly one-third of their pig crop before 
weaning, mostly during the first week after 
birth. The farrowing jacket is the cheapest 
gadget to cut down on baby pig losses. Take 
a few boards, an electric light bulb, a little 
elbow grease, and a stall, stable, or hallway 
of the barn, and you have a form-fitting ar- 
rangement for the sow that saves pigs and the 
labor of handling the sow. Ask your county 
agent for a copy of Extension circular 458 
“Save More Pigs With Farrowing Jackets.”

OU couldn’t give Johnny Rankin of 
Faunsdale a $10,000 calf barn. 

Nor could you talk him out of his $10 calf 
pens. 

That makes sense when you hear Rankin 
explain it. 

“Calf barns, usually of concrete and never 
portable, are ideal breeding places of calf 
diseases,” Rankin said the other day. ‘‘Dis- 
eases can take the profits out of the dairy 
business in a hurry. On the other hand, calf 
pens are portable; with them you move off 
and leave diseases. You seldom lose a calf in 
a pen.” 

Johnny Rankin and his brothers, Amzi and 
Joe, should know the relative merits of barns 
and pens, put in Marengo County Agent 
Frank Jones. “He said these dairymen used 
barns for many years before they switched 
to pens in 1949. 

“Calf pens revolutionized calf raising on 
our farm,” explained Johnny. ‘Before we 
had them, the job of producing a vigorous, 
healthy calf-was the hardest on our farm. 
We could never raise a full crop of calves; 
sometimes we raised less than half a crop. 

“Frankly, it was pretty terrible.” 

The portable calf pen was an immediate 
success, according to the Marengo County 
brothers, all of whom are farm and home 
development demonstrators with the local 
Extension Service office. The calf death rate 
dropped quickly and drastically. The ani- 
mals got a healthy start and grew off well. 

Since 1949 the Rankins have lost less than 
one percent of their calves. ‘‘We now use

48 calf pens to raise an average of 125 calves 
a year—and lose about one a year,” said 
Johnny. 

The calves are taken away from their 


‘mothers when three days old and placed in 


individual pens. 

Each week the pens are moved (dragged 
by tractor) to a “clean” area a few yards up- 
hill. Why every week? Practically all dis- 
eases require more than a week to increase 
sufficiently to infest calves. The point is to 
move before this build-up occurs. 

Why move the pens to higher ground? If 


the pens are moved to an area below where 
they stood before, the disease germs would 
be washed into them by rains. 

Grain and hay are kept before the calves 


from the day they go into the pens. Twice 
daily the calves get water and either milk 
or a combination of milk and milk substitute, 
fed from nippled pails. As the animals grow, 
the milk feeding is increased, up to six. 
pounds. 

When the calves are six or eight weeks old, 
they are weaned and moved to the pasture. 
Now they are ready to develop into fine cows, 


How to meet a PRICE DROP 


HEN dairy or hog prices go down, so 

does a dairy-hog farmer’s income—that 
is, unless he can adopt more efficient man- 
agement practices. 


USDA researchers have found ways of 
even raising returns of a typical dairy-hog 
farm despite price cuts up to 20 percent. The 
key—familiar to county agents—is_ better 
management of land, equipment, and labor. 


A dairy-hog farmer may find the solu- 
tion in better understanding of his farm re- 
sources, alternatives for using them in other 
lines of production and the economic outlook. 

A 160-acre dairy-hog farm was used as a 
basis for devising such alternatives. The re- 
sults are applicable to thousands of dairy- 
hog farms. 

This typical farm had 14 cows with annual 
dairy-product sales of $3,080. Other income 
included $5,054 from 126 hogs, $797 from 
poultry, and $350 from corn. The farm’s net 
income amounted to $4,585 per year. 

Under the first alternative devised by econ- 
omists for use in case of a 20 percent drop 
in milk prices, the dependence on dairy prod- 
ucts as a source of income was reduced to 
$2,232 with 12 cows. The dependence on 
hogs was increased to $6,357 with 153 hogs. 
Poultry totaled $1,057, corn $1,016. Crop 
yields were increased by more intensive grain 
production—corn-corn-vats-meadow rotation, 
terraces to control erosion, and use of fer- 
tilizer. The farm’s net income was $4,996, 
or $411 more than before the drop in dairy 
prices. 

Profits would be even greater if farmers 
also concentrated on improving the efficiency 
of their dairy enterprises. Better breeding, 
feeding, and sanitation, as well as better use 
of labor, could boost net returns. 


In addition to increasing present profits, 
farmers would be preparing for an expected 
upswing in the demand for dairy products as 
the population of the United States grows. 

If a 20 percent decline occurred in hog 
prices rather than in milk prices, this dairy- 
hog operater would have another choice. He 
could sell corn—which sometimes provides a 
greater return—instead of feeding hogs. 
(Farmers who use eight or more bushels of 
corn to produce 100 pounds of pork would 
be better off if they stopped raising-hogs and 
used their resources in other enterprises.) 
The same cropping system suggested under 
the first plan could be used. : 

Still another course would be open to the 
dairy-hog farmer. He could investigate the 
possibility of improving the efficiency of his 
hog production to save feed and thereby in- 
crease his sales of corn. The farm income 
from this plan exceeded the income obtained 
from the typical plan despite 20 percent low- 
er hog prices. 

Farmers who are already efficient in hog 
production (saving an average of seven or 
more pigs per litter and producing 100 
pounds of pork with six or fewer bushels of 
corn) would suffer a loss in income from low- 
er hog prices. But such operators would not 
find themselves in as severe a price squeeze 
as the less efficient farmers. 

A dairy-hog operator should compare the 
prices of feed and other resources with prices 
he would get for milk and pork. Then he 
should select the most efficient farming plan 
considering the relative level of prices—not 
the absolute level, é

for greater profits 


new production record system—Weigh- 
A A-Day-A-Month—has been developed 
for dairymen of the nation. The plan is de- 
signed to give herd owners simplified, low- 
cost production records. 

According to Oscar Crosby, assistant API 
Extension dairyman, the program will help 
the nine out of every 10 dairy operators who 
now keep no production records. Crosby 
said that the plan grew out of joint efforts of 
the dairy industry, land-grant colleges, and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Details 
of the program were worked out by the Ag- 
ricultural Research Service and the Ameri- 
can Dairy Science Association. 

Crosby pointed out that dairy farmers en- 
rolled in the Weigh-A-Day plan will receive 
record-keeping instructions from their local 
county agents. 

He went on to say that farmers taking ad- 
vantage of this plan must agree to pay a 
year’s fee in advance—about five cents per 
cow per month. They must also agree to 
weigh the milk of each cow in the herd morn- 
ing and evening on the 15th of each month. 
These weights must be recorded and sent to 
the county agent or to a designated comput- 
ing service. 

Although Crosby admitted that Weigh-A- 
Day records were less complete than those 
_kept by Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion members, he said they could help the 
dairyman locate boarders, feed each cow ac- 
cording to production, and select the best 
cows from which to save herd replacements. 

Crosby said the plan should appeal to 
farmers in Alabama because it is adaptable 
to both large and small herds, costs very 
little, and is easy to operate. However, he 
warned that the plan will not be available to 
most farmers over the state until early next 
spring. 

He said that only about 10 county agents 
in the central part of the state have been 
schooled on the operation of Weigh-A-Day. 


County agents in other sections of the state 
will meet this month to discuss the program’s 
features. 

Crosby also pointed out that the plan was 
designed only to help the dairyman—none of 
the records will be considered official. He 
advised dairymen interested in official herd 
records to check with their county agents for 
systems available in the area. 

The dairy expert predicted that Weigh-A- 
Day-A-Month will help raise the state’s milk 
production record considerably if dairymen 
will cooperate in the plan.

A poultryman says .. . Laying hens are full time job 


ALLACE HARRELSON, a poultryman 
for the past 20 years, is pleased with 
the income from his present flock of 3000 
breeder hens. And accoréing to the veteran 
DeKalb County egg producer, this flock is 


just big enough to keep one man busy. Har- 
relson’s laying flock is kept in two 3 200- 
foot houses separated by a 25 by 12-foodt feed 


room, There are many jobs around the lay- 
ing house to keep a fellow busy from early 
morning until sundown, and sometimes the 
work runs into the night. Harrelson says one 
of the big jobs is collecting and grading the 
day’s output of eggs. In the middle of De- 
cember the flock of 3000 hens turned out over 
4100 eggs a day—and Harrelson figured 
peak production was still a few weeks away! 
Other chores that take a slice of the poultry- 
man’s “resting time” are keeping the feeders 
full and keeping the watering troughs clean. 
Add to this the jobs of house cleaning, build- 
ing repairs, and feed hauling, plus a few 
more, and you can see why DeKalb County’s 
Poultry Association president considers his 
flock of hens a full-time job. Here, Harrel- 
son, a UTD farmer of Crossville, sorts out 
cracked eggs from the good ones,

GETTING GOOD LAYERS. Most of the 
better chickens bred for egg production at 
present are crosses of strain, breed, or inbred 
origin, according to a study in Alabama. For 
replacement flocks, small producers can 
probably do best by buying from local -breed- 
ers who have a reputation for producing 
good chicks. Larger producers probably can 
buy chicks from nationally known breeders 
who have the volume to justify an extensive 
testing program to insure production of high- 
quality stock.

NEMATODE DISEASES OF PEANUTS. 
Nematode damage to peanuts occurs in each 
of the nine commercial peanut counties in 
Alabama. Application of a soil nematocide 
is the surest and quickest way to control nem- 
atodes; however, it is expensive. In tests at 
ithe Wiregrass Substation, Headland, using a 
soil nematocide in a two and a four-year ro- 
tation has been effective in controlling this 
menace to peanuts.

NEW VEGETABLE VARIETIES. Results 
of recent tests by the API Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station show that the following 
vegetables are worth trying by Alabama 
growers: Bush snap beans—Contender and 
Top Crop; pole snap beans—Bluelake String- 
less and Hastings Stringless Wonder; large 
cantaloupes—Burpees Hybrid, Homegarden, 
and Smith’s Perfect; small to medium canta- 
loupes—Minnesota Midget (very early), Ga. 
47, Rio Sweet, and Rio Gold; peas—Giant 
Blackeye; squash—Silver Bell (for use fresh 
or mature for storage); sweet corn—White 
Cross Bantam; and watermelons—Charleston 
Gray (red flesh) and Yellow Watson (yel- 
low flesh).

FORAGES FOR DAIRY FEED. Food 
value of several’ forages for dairy cows has 
been studied during the past five years by 
the API Agricultural Experiment Station. In 
all tests, alfalfa as pasture or hay has been 
a top-quality roughage. Another superior- 
quality roughage has been young oat forage. 
Sericea as pasture or as hay gave the poor- 
est results of all roughages with milking cows 
in all studies.

QUAIL HATCH DOWN. The hatch of 
quail in 1956 was not as successful as it was 
in 1955, according to results of a study in 
Alabama. ~The percentage of young quail of 
the year in the kill this season is only 81.5 as 
compared, to 83.4 in 1955. This is a decrease 
of slightly more than one bird per brood of 
young. The drop in number of young birds 
per brood may have been partly offset by 
the large population of breeding birds in 
1956—the largest in many years. Sports- 
men, State Department of Conservation em- 
ployees, and FFA members cooperated in 
providing quail wings for the Alabama Co- 
operative Wildlife Research Unit study.

PRUNING ARIZONA CYPRESS. Prun- 
ing Arizona Cypress trees is necessary for 
producing excellent quality Christmas trees. 
About 80 percent of the trees need pruning 
to be good enough to command a premium 
price, according to research at Auburn. Prun- 
ing, or shearing, is done to increase width of 
the tree in proportion to height. Long-blad- 
ed hedge shears have been the best tool. 
Trees are pruned two or three times every 
year until they develop a desirable conical 
shape.

Shelby County is becoming in- 
fested with the imported fire ant 
more and more each day. Farm- 
ers in Alabama and Shelby County 
are facing the worst plague im 
history, agricultural leaders be- 
lieve. The menace caused by these 
devastating Iand demons has no 
end. They take over pastureland, 
clog up machinery with their 
honey-combed mounds and make 
harvest virtually impossible wher- 
ever they dwell in large numbers. 


The numbers are beginning to| 


reach frightening stages in 
number of counties, Based on their 
rate of increase in certain areas 
of South Alabama, the entire 
state could be completely infested 
with in months, specialists say. 
Some 140 acres have been put 
under test in Alabama. Three solu- 
tions have proved effective in 
some degree on these test plots. 
With 2 pounds of dieldrin per 
acre, the ants have been’ kept 
down for four years. Another test 
using two pounds of heptachlor, 
which is some cheaper than diel- 
drin, has proved effective since it | 
was applied three years ago. Time | 
will tell whether it will be effect- 
ive as long as dieldrin. 
A third chemical, 
has been effective when broadcast | 
at the rate of 4 pounds per acre.

SOUTH FLORIDA

To a man who has spent "<n 
of his life with Alabama farms 
and farmers, south Fiorida farms 
in midwinter have a special in| 
terest. ; 

Last week in the region below 
Lake Okeechobee thousands o f 
acres of Irish potatoes were being 
harvested. Snap beans seem to be 
growing as far as the eyes can 
see. We were blocked ior an hou. 
onthe. Tamiami Trail by 
struggle of rescue cars~to get a 
huge truck loaded with boxes oi 
green tomatoes out of a deep | 
ditch. 

A large portion of this region | 
is irrigated by waters from the 
lake and from the canal which | 
crosses Florida from Fort Myers 
to Palm Beach.

There 
is a large production of sugar 
cane which is processed by a num- 
ber of mills along the way.

Expire On June 30. 


The Polio prevention campaign 
sponsored by the Federal govern- | 
ment will expire June 30 of this 
year. Under this program the 
Polio Vaccine was bought by the 
Federal government and distribut- 
ed by the State Health Depart- 
ment to the County Health De-| 
partment. 

This program ends June 30 and 
free Polio Vaccine will no longer 
be available. Individuals who wish | 
the- Vaccine for their children or | 
themselves will then have to pay | 
for commercially boyght Vaccine. 
Since this Vaccine is rather expen- | 
sive, the doctors will necessarily | 
have to charge a considerable fee | 
for it. | 

There is still time to get the | 
first two doses of Vaccine and| 
parents of children not Sheedy | 
immunized are urged to have their | 
children take these two doses. 

Plans are under way to get the | 
State Legislature to appropriate | 
sufficient funds to buy Polio Vac- | 
cine for all new babies, the first | 
dose of which will be given at the | 
age of 6 months. Only the new 
babies, however, will be eligible | 
for this. 

More than 16,000 “shots” have | 
been given in Shelby County under | 
the Federal program but there are 
still some children who have not 
been immunized. It is of the ut- 
most importance that these chil- 
dren get their shots now.

|bama of the imported fire ant, 
In a_telegram -to Benson, the 
‘Sixth District Congressman point- 
ed out that the imported fire ant 
is spreading at an alarming rate 
‘in the State of Alabama. “As a 
result”, he said, “untold damage 
is being inflicted on pastures, cul- 
tivated crops, poultry and live- 
stock.” His telegram to the Sec- 
retary was followed by a detailed 
letter outlining the destruction 
being caused by the fire ant and 
| requesting an eradication program 
‘to be included as an ASC practice. 
The insect is referred to as the 
“imported” fire ant to distin- 
guish it from the domestic species. 
It is believed to have entered the 
United States from South Ameri- 
ca and was first identified about 
1930. It is currently found in 10 
states including Alabama. The 
imported fire ants’ distinguishing 
characteristic is their habit of 
building huge, hard-crusted mounds 
to house their colonies. The pests 
seriously damage certain crops 
and Often attack young animals 
and poultry.

HIGHWAY RESURFACING 


It has been the rule in Alabama 
to let all contracts for building, 
repairing and. maintaining high- 
ways to the lowest and best bid- 
der. 

In the last few years that prac- 
tice has been changed. Now it 
has become the custom to let large 
contracts for buying asphalt mix 
and spreading it on the highways, 
to resurface them, without asking 
for bids at all. The highway di- 
rector simply makes a_ contract 
with individuals or groups to buy 


the asphalt and spread it without ' 


asking for bids and at prices upon 
which they may agree. 

It has been charged that the 
highway department has been fa- 
voring certain individuals at the 
expense of the people of the 
state. ‘‘he work is being done, it 
has been claimed, at much higher 
prices than would be paid if the 
contracts had been let as was fone 
in former days. 

Attorney General Patterson 
went into the courts to stop the 
practice of having the work done 
without bids.

WO of the most important Is- 

sues in the 85th Congress are 
interdependent, one upon the oth- 
er, Likely the most important 
from both a social and political 
standpoint, is the passage of a 
more or less liberal civil rights 
law, particularly as it affects the 
right to vote. 


Certainly the southern repre- 
sentatives in the Senate will fili- 
buster this civil rights bill. But 
both Democrats and Republicans 
are lookimg at the record of the 
last election and can plainly see 
what happened to the negro vote, 
in both the North and South . . . 
it went to the Republican party, 
or rather to President Eisenhow- 
er, for the first time in more than 
25 years. As a result, there is in 
both parties a slight majority 
which really wants to vote for 
some form of a civil rights mea- 
sure. Dependent upon passage of 
this civil rights legislation is the 
vital and important school con- 
struction bill. 


If civil rights passes, then there 
is an excellent chance that the 
school construction bill along lines 
proposed by the President will 
get through, that is, if civil rights 
passes first.

It is no secret here on Capitol 
Hill that at the beginning of the 
session an agreement was reached 
by leaders of both parties to allow 
early passage of a civil rights bill 
by the House of Representatives, 
February 15 was set as the dead 
line. It was felt that early House 
approval would make it impossible 
for Southern Senators to kill the 
measure by a filibuster. 

Although the odds are stacked 
against us, Southern members of 
Congress have refused to capitu- 
late.

LTHOUGH new homes seem 
to be sprouting like mush- 
rooms in the suburbs of prac- 
tically every American city, the 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Home Build:rs_ recently 
has told the Senate Banking & 
Currency Cemmittee that the 
“mortgage money drought” is 
keeping many prospective new 
home owners from having a 
place of their own. 

Urging the committee to ap- 
prove a §4,500,000,000 increase in 
the secondary - mortgage-buying 
funds of the Federal .National 
Mortgage Association, Geo. S. 
Goodyear said: “**People who want 
homes and ordinarily would be 
able to purchase them are being 
squeezed out of the market be- 
cause of the shortage of mort- 
gage money.” 

The bill being considered by the 
committee would direct the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to pur- 
chase an additional $100-million 
of FNMA preferred ‘stock. Under 
law, FNMA could sell its deben- 
tires for 10 times its capital and 
surplus and thus raise $1,000,000,- 
000 in the private securities mar- 
ket to be used to buy FHA ané VA 
loans in the so-callefl ‘‘secondary 
market.”” 

The spokesman for 40,000 mem- 
bers of the NAHB termed the 
bill ‘“inadequate’’ saying that 
“more drastic treatment” is 
needed in this “grave credit emer- 
gency.” 

The homebuilder’s spokesman 
_said the NAHB believes the down- 
ward trend in building of new 
homes can be reversed. only if 
FNMA is provided with sufficient 
funds to permit it ‘‘to buy freely 
(mortgages) over as long a peri- 
od as may be necessary to ride 
out the storm.’ He suggested 250 


million dollars immediately for a 
“special assistance fund,” plus 
an additional 2,000,000,000 as 
needed. Such funds could be used 
to provide mortgage credit in 
geographic areas and in price 
ranges where not now available, 
under rules prescribed by the 
agency, Goodyear suggested, add- 
ing that the presence in the mort- 
gage market of a sufficient fund 
of this nature “will have a tre~ 
mendous stabilizing effect . .. 
and serve notice that the price 
for FHA and VA loans will not. 
continue indefinitely to sink.'’ 

Goodyear, also recommended 
removal of the limitation which 
prevents FNMA from purchasing 
any mortgage over $15,000 in prin- 
cipal amount. He said this limita- 
tion has an unequal effect in vari- 
ous parts of the country. 

The Charlotte, N. C., builder 
said that as a-result of tie ‘‘tight- 
money” policies of the past year, 
GI loans have become practical- 
ly non-existent and FHA insured 
loans only slightly. more avail-

ter for the S. N. Nobles of Heflin. 

You see, they grow the wiggling earth- 
worms for hundreds of folks who enjoy drop- 
ping them into the lair of a prospective fish 
dinner. 

» Although the bait farm actually belongs 
to Mrs. Noble, it’s Mr. Noble who spends a 
good part of his time at the back yard busi- 
ness. According to County Agent Tom Ven- 
tress, the Nobles began producing worms for 


fish bait back in 1948 with one bed which. 


was only two and a half feet by five feet. 
Now, the enterprise boasts 23 beds that are 
twice that size and a maximum weekly out- 
put of 60,000 worms. 

Noble, though retired, puts in a pretty 
good day’s work during the peak worm sea- 
son, from April to mid-October, sorting and 
packaging worms in pint boxes. He figures 
that after a good day of packaging he should 
be able to put 10,000 worms into the hands 
of waiting customers. 

The genuine English red worms (“they 
stay alive 25 hours under water”) that come 
from Noble Bait Farm are grown from one 
seed bed saved in the fall when other beds 
are cleaned. In early spring, worms from the 
seed bed are transplanted into other beds 
that have been filled with about three to four 
inches of stable manure. And, with good 
luck, the crop is ready for harvest in two to 
three weeks. 

Before making their journey to fishing ter- 
ritory, the worms gobble up $15 to $25 
worth of their favorite food—cottonseed 
meal. . 

Agent Ventress said that another popular 
method used for the production of worms for 
a personal supply of fish bait is known as 
the drum method. He said any watertight, 
large can or metal drum, cut in half length- 
wise, is suitable for producing worms. 

“The inside of the can should be painted 
with two coats of good metal paint to pre- 
vent rust,” the agent explained. ‘Then fill 
the contairer with about eight inches of

stable manure, leaf mold, or decaying feed. 
No soil should be used in the worm beds be- 
cause it makes harvest of the worm crop more 
difficult. Considerable fiber in the feed mix- 
ture will help keep the bed loose and porous. 
Cotton linters, cottonseed hulls, ground hays, 
ground peanut shells, or similar materials will 
supply the needed fiber.” 

Ventress went on to explain that the worms 
should be grown under a shed or in a well- 
shaded outside area. He pointed out that 
one drum two feet in diameter should pro- 
duce around 3000 to 6000 bait worms each 
year. 


A new corn pest is on the way 


ITCHWEED, a newcomer to the farm- 

er’s long list of enemies, has staked its 
parasitic claim in the eastern part of the 
country, threatening to ruin corn and other 
grassy crops by destroying their roots. 


Appearance of the weed at more than 40 
locations in North and South Carolina is its 
first reported occurrencé anywhere in the 
Western Hemisphere, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture weed researchers believe. 


This harmless looking weed damages be- 
low the ground, penetrating roots of host 
plants on which it lives, depriving them of nu- 
trients and water. Witchweed may also in- 
ject into host plants a substance that inter- 
feres with natural plant growth. 
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If witchweed became widespread it might 
destroy more of our corn than the corn bor- 
er, which costs farmers some $80 million a 
year. In other countries witchweed is known 
to attack summer-grown small grains, sor- 
ghum, sugarcane, rice, and pasture grasses. 
It is already a scourge of corn and sorghum 
in South Africa and a serious pest of rice, 
sugarcane, and other crops in the Far East. 

Many practical approaches such as chem- 
ical and mechanical weed killers, soil fumi- 
gants, and planting of “trap crops” are being 
explored as controls. Trap crops—they in- 
clude such plants as peanuts, soybeans, and 
cowpeas—cause dormant seeds of witchweed 
to germinate, but the pest is unable to infest 
such crops. 


NF farm income last year was about $5 
billion lower than it was in 1947 when 
U. S. farmers had a net income of about $16 
billion. 

Analysis reveals that 81 percent of this 
drop was due to higher operating costs and 
19 percent to lower prices for farm products. 

Nearly all of the rising costs were due to 
higher prices for machinery and other es- 
sentials bought by the farmer. Steel prices, 
for example, have increased about five and 
a half percent each year since 1940. 

These figures emphasize the importance of 
efficient farm planning for the highest pos- 
sible net income. These plans should include: 

1) Efficient use of labor on each job 
throughout the year. 

2) Efficient use of power and machinery. 
No man can accomplish much in farming 
without the help of mechanical power and 
equipment—enough power and equipment to 
make his mind and his 
muscles really worthwhile. 

3) Use of enough ferti- 
lizer of the right kind; also 
lime as needed. ’ 

4) Good seed of the bes 
varieties. Some seeds are 
far less efficient than others. 

5) Animals that are ef- 
ficient in converting feed in- 
to meat, milk, and eggs. 

6) Finally, an over-all 
plan of operation’/that gets 
high production per acre of products for 
which there is a market.

The use of money to increase farm effi- 
ciency and income was discussed at the 4th 
Agricultural Credit Conference held in Mont- 
gomery during January. At this conference 
sponsored by the Alabama Bankers Associa- 
tion and the API Experiment Station and Ex- 
tension Service, it was pointed out that farm- 
ing requires use of adequate funds—enough, 
but not too much. Money was viewed as 
similar to equipment and 8ther essentials. 
The big difference is that all essentials rep- 
resent money for buying and using. 

I was reminded that money needs in farm- 
ing continue to increase the same as in busi- 
ness, in personal living, and otherwise. This 
fact challenges farmers to study capital like 
a manufacturer studies his capital and its 
use. 

Commercial banks, as well as the other 
lending services, are anxious to help farmers. 
They want to do it on a basis that is sound 
a mutually helpful to both borrower and 
endef.

The high value of cotton in industry is re- 
vealed by the fact that of the total wholesale 
value of major domestic agricultural products 
used by the U. S. industry in 1954-55 ($3,- 
475,394,000), cotton’s portion was $2,382,- 
000,000 or 68 percent. Next on the list was 
oils and fats (both animal and vegetable) 
with $300,896,000. Cattle hides and skins 
were third for $215,720,000, and wool fourth 
for $126,109,000. 

Our feeling in Alabama is that more of our 
farm products need to be processed near here 
to keep a bigger portion of the finished value 
at home.

Herd testing . . . 


the easy way

a Weigh-A-Day-A-Month dairy record 
plan is now underway in all 67 counties 
in Alabama, according to Assistant Extension 
Dairyman Oscar Crosby. 

Every county agent has received full in- 
structions on the nation-wide program and 
are ready to assist any dairyman in starting 
his herd on the low-cost record keeping sys- 
tem. 

Worked out through the joint efforts of 
the dairy industry, land-grant colleges, and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, the new 
system will help practically every dairyman 
who keeps no records now, Crosby said. Of 
the 2,293 dairy operators in Alabama during 
1956 only 241 had their herds on the DHIA 
test program, he added. 

WADAM, as the new program is called, 
will aid dairymen in culling low-producing, 
unprofitable cows to eliminte losses, in feed- 
ing according to production to save money, 
and in selecting the best cows for herd re- 
placements or additions, according to Cros- 


The plan is now in operation in many coun- 
ties, Crosby continued, and one of the first 
dairymen to sign-up was Blakely Gross of 
the Swagg community in Randolph County. 

This young former 4-H Club member, who 
started in the grade B dairy business with 
four cows, sold his first milk in 1948. He 
now has 19 cows and heifers, including 10 
registered Jersey cows and heifers. Now 
milking eight cows, Gross wants to increase 
his herd size until he is milking 15 cows. 

Gross began weighing his milk Dec. 15 and 
has not been on the program long enough yet 
to get the complete story on each of his cows. 
However, Assistant County Agent Claude 
Moore says Gross plans to use the records to 
increase his production and especially in cull- 
ing his herd. He-wants a herd of registered 
animals and is now selling his grade cows 
and replacing them with purebred stock. He 
uses an artificial breeder service and is keep- 
ing the best heifers as replacements and ad- 
ditions. Gross is already making progress on 
his milk production, according to Moore. He 
was shipping eight gallons a day during 1955- 
56 and has increased this to 20 gallons at 
present. 

Gross has also done a lot of work on his 
feeding program, Moore continued, and has 
to buy only part of the supplement needs. He 
has eight acres in oats, four acres in a rye- 
grass-clover combination, and three acres in 
alfalfa, which will be increased to five acres 
this fall. With eight acres of corn producing 
200 bushels last summer, Gross will increase 
his corn plantings to 11 acres next summer. 
He also has 12 acres of sericea, seven acres 
of Colby lespedeza, and two acres of Coastal 
Bermuda. 

With one 100-ton capacity trench silo, 
Gross plans to put up enough silage to be 
able to feed it the year around along with 
hay.

Progress, the 4-H Way

State 4-H Leaders 


Bl en week some 130,000 Alabama farm 
boys and girls will begin their annual 
celebration of National 4-H Club Week. - 

Youngsters in practically every community 
will put the spotlight on 4-H with programs 
and exhibits in schools, special meetings, ban- 
quets for local leaders, and the like. 

The whole idea of the week’s activities is 
in line with the 4-H motto, “To Make the 
Best Better,” and to explain to the public how 
club members are learning the basic habits 
of good citizens. These include skills for 
useful and productive work, the application 
of science to everyday living, and the im- 
provement of self, home, and community. 

Now, during National 4-H Club week, 
March 2-9, is a good time to consider the part 
4-H has had in promoting more and more 
farming and homemaking progress. 

The Boys’ Corn Club, organized in Ala- 
bama in 1910, was the forerunner of today’s 
4-H Club. The program was started in Cal- 
houn and Tuscaloosa counties but quickly 
spread to other parts of the state and gained 
members by the hundreds. Prizes were of- 
fered to spur the boys on—$4, $10, and $20 
gold pieces, a pair of registered pigs, a pair 
of chickens, a new buggy, a new shotgun, a 
Bicycle. 

Alabama farm girls, not to be outdone by 
boys, organized the Girls’ Tomato Canning 
Clubs in Pike and Walker Counties in 1911. 
But both boys’ and girls’ groups needed 
broader horizons than those offered by corn 


and tomatoes, so that same year they joined — 


hands and formed the 4-H Club. They chose 
green and white for their colors—green for 
growing things and white for purity—and an- 
nounced their motto and goal—‘‘To Make 
the Best Better.” 

After 1930, activities expanded, but mem- 
bership came to a near standstill. There was 
an increase of only 781 members in Alabama 
between 1930 and 1935. Corn production 
also stood still in the early thirties. 

And then in 1946 a few adult farmers and 
many 4-H: Club boys set up special demon- 
strations to increase corn yields. Results were 
heartening. Yields rose, and corn came in- 
to its own in Alabama. Such an advance in 
corn yields is typical of the impact 4-H pro- 
grams have had on agricultural progress. 

Projects have always been the hub of the 
4-H wheel. As early as 1930, members had 
a variety of activities from which to choose— 
for boys: peanuts, cotton, corn, poultry, dairy 
calves, and pigs; for girls: clothing, foods, 
food preservation, home improvement, gar- 
dening, poultry, and handicraft. 

‘Project work has become more and more 
inclusive/until it now covers almost all phases 
of farm life. Not only are there more pro- 
grams on the list, but each project has grown 
tremendously within itself. 

But 4-H’ers don’t just work alone at their 
individual projects. They do many things 
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Fire Ant _.. the name that fits

MPORTED fire ants, which entered this 

country through the Port of Mobile about 
a quarter of a century ago, have staked their 
claim to thousands of acres in more than 40 
Alabama counties. 

Although they do some crop damage— 
feasting on fruits and flowers, eating the 
germ out of large seed and toting off smaller 
ones, this is not the worst kind of trouble im- 
ported fire ants can dish out. The vicious lit- 
tle insects (they are only three-eighths of an 
inch long) have extremely painful bites and, 
consequently, are greatly feared by animals 
and by people. 

Cattle won’t graze in pastures heavily in- 
fested with these ants. Farm workers refuse 
to pick up potatoes or pick cotton in fields 
where they roam.. And a farmer who pulls 
corn and then throws it on the ground where 
the ants can get at it might as well leave it 
to the insects as try to gather it up again 
with his hands. 

Imported fire ants have been known to 
kill ydung poultry and quail, and they can 
make large animals and humans very sick. 


Distinguished easily from other species of | 


biting ants by their habit of building mounds, 
imported fire ants are now found in at least 
six southeastern states. They, are spread 
thickly over counties in the southwestern part 
of Alabama, according to API Extension En- 
tomologist W. A. Ruffin. He said today that 
the heaviest infestations are in Montgomery 
County and adjoining counties. 

Pointing to the most recent entomological 
survey made in the state,’ Ruffin said most 
North Alabama counties have had little 
trouble with the ants. The Wiregrass, except 
for Houston County, has also been relatively 
free of them. 

The mounds—usually found in open, sun- 
ny areas in pastures, along roadways, or in 
uncultivated fields—are normally 10 to 12 
inches high, although an occasional one may 
be two feet or more in height. Rounded on 
top, these mounds are tunneled inside, much 
like a honeycomb. 

Materials Ruffin recommends for control 
of imported fire ants include chlordane, diel- 
drin, and heptachlor. He said four pounds 
of technical chlordane or two pounds of the 
technical form of either dieldrin or hepta- 
chlor will control the ants for three years. For 
example, a farmer using heptachlor to con- 
trol fire ants would need 20 pounds of a 10 
percent preparation per acre to get the re- 
quired two pounds of poison. 

The most effective control, Ruffin declar- 
ed, is achieved by broadcasting the granular 
form of one of the suggested materials. How- 
ever, the insecticides can be used in dust or 
spray form, and both the dust and granular 
forms may be mixed with fertilizer for prac- 
tical application. 

Where only a few mounds are found in a 
newly infested area, the entomologist said, 
individual mounds can be treated satisfac- 
torily. He said the mound should be torn

down with rake or hoe and the poison applied 
to the bed and the surrounding area for at 
least 12 feet in every direction. 

Telling how imported fire ants have man- 
aged to make their unwanted way over such 
a wide territory, the Extension specialist 
pointed out that man has probably been the 
carrier in many cases. Since new mounds are 
usually found along highways and around 
homes, it seems likely that the ants were 
spread by cars, trucks, or in the soil on balled 
nursery stock. In areas already infested, the 
insect is spread almost entirely by the flight 
of winged females, or queens. 

In later wiriter, Ruffin explained, three 
different kinds of adults can be found in each 
ant bed. In addition to the winged queens, 
there are winged males and workers, the lat- 
ter being wingless and usually infertile. The 
winged forms are black, and the workers, 
reddish-black and somewhat smaller than the 
others. Winged fire ants are present in the 
mound only during the period when the in- 
sects are swarming. ‘ 

Most swarming in Alabama occurs in Feb- 
ruary through May, Ruffin said. On almost 
any warm day following rain, thousands of 
winged ants may be seen coming out of a 
single mound. After mating, a fertile queen 
flies a few hundred yards or gets a lift on a 
strong gust of wind or a passing automobile 
to a spot where she drops to the ground to 
start a new mound and a new colony of ants.

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Nitrogen ... at half the price 


By Roudell Byrd 


ORE nitrogen for less money and labor? 
Doesn’t sound logical in this day of 
higher prices and dwindling labor supply 
does it? But it’s true, and the proof can be 
found in M. L. Pearce’s row crop program. 

For eight years now the Monroe County 
farmer has been using anhydrous ammonia 
as the nitrogen source on his farm. 

“The two big advantages of anhydrous 
ammonia over other sources of nitrogen,” 
comments Pearce, “are the amount of labor 
I save and the price I pay per pound of ni- 
trogen.” Pearce says it takes only half as 
much labor to apply the anhydrous form of 
nitrogen as it would for a dry preparation, 
and he figures he saves as much as half on 
the cost. 

His calculations show that 16 percent ni- 
trogen (in a bag) costs around 18 cents per 
pound as compared to eight and one-half 
cents per pound of nitrogen from 82 percent 
anhydrous ammonia. However, since he is 
getting the anhydrous for less than half the 
cost of bagged nitrogen, he is using more ni- 
trogen per acre than previously. 

In explaining how he uses this form of ni- 
trogen, Pearce says all the special equipment 
needed is a storage tank, road tank, and an 
applicator. With these items, costing around 
$2000, a farmer can operate individually. 

Pearce says he applies the nitrogen, which 
is in the liquid form until pumped through 
the nozzles of the applicator, at a depth of 
six to seven inches, or as Pearce puts it, “deep 
as I can plow.” This is done some 15 to 30 
days before planting when the land is not 
too wet. 

Pearce’s opinion is that the anhydrous am- 
monia stays in the-soil until some plant takes 
it up. He doesn’t believe this form of nitro- 
gen leaches out. 

He bases this belief on an unintentional 
experiment on his place. The experiment 
went like this: A fall grazing crop received 
an application of the anhydrous ammonia. 
The next spring’s crop received an applica- 
tion of anhydrous on only part of the area. 
Observation showed no difference in the

Another thing Pearce believes after eight 
years’ experience with anhydrous ammonia 
is that there is no build-up of soil acidity 
where the gas form of nitrogen is used. Here 


Pearce 
says that after paying for about $2,000 worth of 
special equipment this liquid nitrogen is much cheaper 
than the bag form. 


again he has some basis for his opinion. Soil 
samples from two fields with just a fence 
between them were tested. One of the fields 
received anhydrous ammonia three years in 
arow. The other field received neither an-. 
hydrous nor any other kind of nitrogen dur- 
ing the three years. When the test results 
came back Pearce found that both fields 
showed an acidity test of 5.5. Cotton was 
grown on both fields.

“You don’t always get the most for your 
fertilizer dollar by buying the plant food that 
costs the least per ton,” says API Extension 
Agronomist J. C. Lowery. 

“Each farmer should do some figuring be- 
fore buying any kind of fertilizer,” the 
agronomist continues. In selecting and buy- 
ing a fertilizer, these three considerations are 
important: (1) The amount of plant food 
contained, (2) cost per pound of plant food 
elements, and (3) proportion of elements. 
All these points have a direct bearing on the 
returns from money spent for fertilizer.” 

Lowery goes on to say that fertilizers hav- 
ing a high percentage of plant food are usual- 
ly better buys than grades of lower analysis. 
This is the case when grades are selected on 
the basis of cost per pound of plant food. 


The fertilizer expert points out that in ad-~ 
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dition to the grades recommended above, fer- 
tilizers of higher analysis but with the same 
plant food ratios may be used. For example, 
the even phosphate-potash fertilizer, 8-8-8; 
might be replaced with 13-13-13 or 14-14-14. 
Lowery said that soil tests over the state 
have shown that fertilizer of the even P-K 
ratio is needed in about 75 percent of the 
cases. Fertilizers with low phosphate and 
high potash are needed in 17 percent of the 
cases, and high phosphate-low potash grades 
in only eight percent. 

Lowery recommends nitrogen as a top- 
dressing or side-dressing to supplement the 
fertilizer illustrated here. He says those in- 
terested in testing their cropland before 
planting season should contact their county 
agents immediately for supplies and instruc- 
tions, 


NE of the best ways to market home- 
grown grains is through a laying flock. 
Poultrymen who plan a larger corn crop this 
year should increase the size of the laying 
flock proportionately. The rule of thumb is 
to plant enough corn to have one bushel for 
each pullet you plan to put in the laying 
house next fall.

Business with Future

We a farmer can go into the poultry 
business with many of the problems 
eliminated—well, that’s good. 

And when there’s a guaranteed market for 
his product—well, that’s even better. 

“That’s just what has happened to egg 
producers in this area,” said Etowah County 
Agent T. L. Sanderson. : 

“Laying flocks have more than doubled 
during the past year,”*the agent continued. 
“We had 38,000 laying hens in the county at 
the end of 1955, and by the end of 1956 this 
number had jumped to 82,500.” 

Sanderson went on to point out that the 
sharp increase in laying flocks was largely 
due to a special program by a local feed com- 
pany. He said the feed folks are growing 
out pullets for their customers and then buy- 
ing all the eggs from these birds which are 
placed with local farmers. Thus, the poul- 
tryman can get into the egg business with 
less equipment and labor. He doesn’t have 
to .worry with such jobs as grading and 
candling eggs, growing replacement pullets, 
and finding a market for his eggs. The eggs 
from all flocks under the program—which 
includes around 45,000 hens—are all mar- 
keted under the same brand name and sell 
a few cents a dozen higher than other brands. 


As a good example of poultrymen selling 
eggs through the feed company Sanderson 
told about the operation of A. T. Bell of Gads- 
den. “Bell has the best laying houses in the 
state of Alabama,” .Sanderson began. 
“What's more, he does the best job he can 
do with any operation he undertakes, as any- 
one who watched him carve a farm out of 
90 acres of mountain and swamp can tell 
you.” 

Bell unloaded his first 6000 pullets into 
two newly completed cage laying houses 
last April and has been gaining experience 
about chickens at a fast clip.ever since. Asfde 
from a little trouble with flies last summer, 
the new poultry operation on the Bell farm 
has been mostly smooth sailing. 

The pullets started laying in June and pro- 
duction climbed to 82 percent before late 
winter. Bell figures he’ll have to replace 
around 50 percent of the pullets each year 
to keep the flock in top production. But re- 
placement pullets are one of his least wor- 
ries. He’s more concerned with feeding, egg 
washing, and egg gathering chores. 

All in all, Bell is well pleased with his lay- 
ing flock—as are hundreds of other new pro- 
ducers who seem destined to bring Alabama 
a good share of the $15 million now spent 
for out-of-state eggs. 

Commenting on the growing egg business 
in Alabama, API Extension Poultryman Hoyt 
M. Warren of Auburn said that he’s very op- 
timistic about Alabama’s chances of getting 
into the egg business in a big way. He be- 
lieves we are in a better position to succeed 
with eggs right now than we were with broil- 
ers 10 years ago. 

“First, we have a ready market at home,” 
explained Warren. ‘We have a great deal 


of know-how and we have new state laws ° 


which are helping us market high quality 
eggs. 
“Another favorable point is that our pro-

ducers are increasing the size of their flocks. 
Naturally this factor is leading to more busi- 
ness-like, efficient operations. 

“It is encouraging that retail stores are 
eager to buy Alabama eggs. And that’s quite 
a change from the situation of a few years 
back when it was all but impossible to in- 
terest buyers.” 

Warren went on to say that unlike some 
other enterprises, no region has a monopoly 
on egg production; the necessary resources 
may be brought together almost anywhere. 
Although highly specialized, egg production 
is easily adapted to climate and weather. 
Growers from all regions of the state have 
access to the tremendous advances in tech- 
nology which have taken place in the poultry 
industry.

many operators who have grown into the dairy business. 


Indeed, this is one 


of the easiest ways for an aspiring young dairyman to build a successful herd. 
One youngster who’s planning on a future in the milk business is Carey Kend- 
rick of Montevallo Rt. 2. Below, Carey takes time out from building a new 
dairy barn to discuss his Guernseys with Assistant County Agent W. M. Clark 


of Columbiana. 


OW do most dairymen get into the busi- 
ness? 

Not all at once, that’s for sure! The fact 
is, nearly every dairy herd over the state be- 
longs to a man who grew up with his cattle. 
And even today, despite free-flowing money 
supplies, “growing into the business” remains 
the most popular approach to successful 
dairy farming. 

A fact which can’t be denied is that this 
method of going into dairying requires less 
capital than buying a full-scale operation. 
But, aside from the money angle, the build- 
it-yourself dairy herd has other merits which 
may be of even greater significance. 

You see, only those who really love dairy 
animals will stay with a business that gets 
them out of bed in the wee morning hours 
and keeps them up until late at night—and 
that’s seven days a week, 52 weeks out of 
the year. 

These chores seem doubly trying during 
the first few years when the herd is smal] 
and profits smaller. But those who stick it 
out during the building period are certain 
to stay with the business when the herd is 
bringing in the cash—they’re dairymen for 
keeps. 

“Carey Kendrick is sure to become such 
a dairyman,” says Assistant Shelby County 
Agent W. M. Clark. “This 15-year-old dairy- 
man has already shown his mettle,’ con- 
tinues the farm agent. ‘“‘Carey has been in 
the dairy business for only three years but 
already has a new dairy barn and five Guern- 
sey cows to use it. What’s- more, three heifers 
are coming along to give the herd added 
strength.” 

The Montevallo 4-H’er got his first dairy 
animal about three years ago and during his 
first year won grand champion honors with 
his Guernsey heifer at the Bessemer Dairy 
Show. His cow-showing ability has also won 
him a trip to the International Dairy Show 
in Chicago. 

But despite the glamour of cattle shows, 
Carey is more interested in such common- 
place items as grazing, dairy barns, and milk- 
ing chores at present. Because Carey’s a 


newcomer in the dairy business, his grazing is 
not as good as it should be. Agent Clark says 
the young cowman will depend heavily on 
Starr Millet to carry the herd through the 
summer until other grazing plans can be 
worked out. 

And there will be plenty of help with the 
planning since the Kendricks are cooperators 


in the Farm and Home Development phase | 


of the Shelby County Extension Service pro- 
gram. Already Carey’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cody Kendrick, have been discussing 
ae for the farm operation with FHD Agent 
Clark. 

Among the tentative plans for the dairy 
operation are a herd increase when demand 
for milk picks up in the fall; more grazing; 
additional fencing, and a planned breeding 
program. In the meantime, Carey will con- 
tinue to craw! out of bed at 3:30 every morn- 
ing to complete the milking chores before 
rushing off to school.

EUROPEAN CORN BORER CONTROL. 
Destruction of over-wintering borers is an im- 
portant phase of controlling the European 
corn borer. The insect over-winters in stalks 
of corn, grain sorghum, and other plants. Cut- 
ting stalks with a shredder-type stalk cutter 
and turning under before moths emerge in 
the spring will greatly reduce the number of 
borers. Based on studies conducted in Ala- 
bama last year, stalks should be cut and turn- 
ed under to a depth of six inches before April 
15.

HYBRID TOMATO. Moreton Hybrid va- 
riety shows promise for home gardeners and 
commercial tomato growers who produce for 
the early market. In’Auburn tests this va- 
riety produced high ygelds of large, deep red, 
firm, globe-shaped tomatoes that ripen about 
one week ahead of Rutgers. Moreton Hybrid 
is susceptible to Fusarium wilt, but should do 
well on soils where Rutgers can be grown.

BICOLOR FOR QUAIL. Now is the time 
to set out new patches of bicolor lespedeza 
for quail. In Alabama studies, good bicolor 
growth has been obtained by using the same 
kind and rate of fertilizer as for sericea. In 
good patches, bicolor plants form a solid top 
that shades out grass, thus leaving an open 
condition on the ground for quail. 


* * 


LEAF SPOT CONTROL. Leaf spot of trail- 
ing blackberries was controlled at the Chil- 
ton Area Horticulture Substation by seven- 
to-14-day applications of Fermate, captan, 
or Manzate. Applications were begun with 
the first leaves and continued until seven to 
10 days before harvest. Other leaf spots and 
foliage diseases, such as anthracnose, were 
also controlled by spraying with two pounds 
of these pesticides per 100 gallons of water.

WEED CONTROL IN STRAWBERRIES. 
Weeds in strawberries were reduced 81 per- 
cent in 1956 by applications of Crag Herbi- 
cide-1 and Chloro-IPC at the North Alabama 
Horticulture Substation, Cullman. The chem- 
icals were applied in April after cultivation 
at the rate of two pounds of each per acre. 
Either chemical alone was less effective than 
the combination.

HAND CHOPPING ELIMINATED. Cot- 
ton can be planted to a stand to eliminate 
hand chopping without reducing yield. Ina 
three-year test at the Sand Mountain Substa- 
tion, Crossville, plots seeded at the rate of 
six to eight seed per foot, treated with chem- 
icals for weed control, and not thinned yield- 
ed 1,617 pounds of seed cotton per acre. 
Plots seeded with 10 to 12 seed per foot, cul- 
tivated with rotary hoe, and not thinned pro- 
duced 1,480 pounds. and-chopped plots 
planted with 10 to 12 seed yielded 1,540 
pounds.

ESTROGENS IN FEED. Stilbestrol, a syn- 
thentic estrogen, has been reported to have 
beneficial effects on weight gains in cattle. 
This report focused attention on the need 
for information on estrogenic activity of 
common feeds and their effect on dairy cat- 
tle.

Wins Suit For Strike 
Damage At Plants 


In the suit filed May 31, 1955 
in the Davidson County, Tenn. 
(Nashville) Circuit Court, South- 
ern.Bell charged the Union. with 
“a pattern of violence” designed 
to destroy telephone facilities and 
interfere with a communication 
service to the public in Alabama, 
Florida Georgia, Kentucky, Miss- 
issippi, Louisiana, North Carolina 
and Tennessee. 

The suit, seeking $5,000,000 for 
punitive as well as actual damages 
alleged that the Union, its mem- 
bers and others joined an “un - 
lawful combination and conspir- 
acy” to damage property. The 
suit said the Union “embarked on 
a program of wanton, willful and 
malicious misconduct and property 


damage,” including the use of 
dynamite, jfire -arms. and cable 
cuttings. 


In_a separate action growing 
out of strike violence, the CWA 
recently agreed to accept without 
further ‘hearings an order by the 
National Labor Relations Board 
against the Internatioonal Union 
and 27 of its locals for unfair 
labor practices during the 1955 
strike.

In a referenduli held last De- 
cember, !@88 than the necessary 
two thirds voted to continue the 
plan. As a result, national corn 
acreage for 1957 was set in ac- 
cordance with the 1938 Agriculture 
Act at 37.3 million acres with 
price supports at $1.36 a bushel. 

Agricultural experts predicted 
that commercial corn producers 
would forfeit federal aid rather 
than comply with such a small al- 
lotment, and corn surpluses would 
continue to increase as farmers 
overplanted to gain income. 


CORN LEGISLATION 
DEFEATED 


In an effort to remedy this sit- 
uation, the House of Representa- 
tives last week considered legisla- 
tion designed to grant emergency 
aid to major corn producing areas. 

At one point during the debate 
on the bill, House members voted 
against sending the measure back 
io the Agriculture Committee for 
revision — an indication the legis- 
lation would be approved. It was 
evident, however, that an increased 
corn subsidy program would be ,ex- 
pensive. It was also felt by many 
members that, if the corn pro- 
ducers were to benefit, the legis- 
lation should be enlarged to pro- 
vide subsidies to cotton, rice, to_ 
bacco, and wheat farmers who have 
diverted their acreage to other 
grain crops. As a result, the first 
farm bill of the session was finally 
rejected by a vote of 217-188.

House members adopted a reso- 
lution last Tuesday respectfully 
requesting President Eisehower to

This history was written by T. 
O. Smith, Jr. as a 13 year old Boy 
| Scout in passing off requirements 
for a Scout Merit Badge. 

The town of Wilsonville was 
started about the time the 
Indians were driven out of Ala- 
bama. A Dutchman named Ave- 
|hord ran the first store in Wilson- 
ville. He was also the first person 
to be buried in the Wilsonville 
'Cemetery. One of the next set- 
'tlers was named Jack Owens who 
ran a store and saloon in a wooden 
building where the John Deere 
Tractor Company is now located. 

Wilsonville was on the old Mont- 
gomery stage coach road. An 
early settler named Russell owned 
the mail route. The mail was car- 
ried on horseback. There was @ 
relay station at the Wallace Plant- 
ation, four miles north of Wilson- 
ville. Then the railroad was built 
through Wilsonville to Talladega 
with wooden rails. It was later 
lextended to Rome, Ga. The depot 
lis the oldest one in Shelby County 
land was put together with wooden 
pegs. It is now (1957) half ite| 
former size. For many years there 
were six passenger trains a day. 
During the Civil War, forts at 
Yellow Leaf Creek Bridge and | 
the Coosa River Bridge were over- 
lrun by the Yankees. After the war 
the town grew rapidly. 
| The Jack Owens business was | 
bought out by Colonel Smith who 
was later bought out by J. T. Pope 
and Mr. Gowan. The cotton gin) 
run by W. J. Taylor, originally 
lhad a coffee pot engire and ginned 
two bales a day. Later, a better 
engine was installed which could 
gin a hundred bales a day. In 1923 | 
8700 bales of cotton were ginned 
After that gin burned, the present 
one was built. 

The town increased rapidly for | 
many years. In 1900 the pulation 
was 1600. Wilsonville had a drug |

| Republicans, including President 
Eisenhower and his advisors, look

Many of the more responsible 
Democrats look at the economy 
through the telescope which sees 
big comsumption, purchasing pow- 
er and small business prosperi- 
ty as the measure of the nation’s 
economy. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
George Humphrey told a press 
conference recently that unless 
Government cuts expenditures, 
this country ./ould find itself in a 
Gepression ‘‘that will curl your 
hair.”. A few days later former 
President Herbert Hoover chimed 
in with an agreement, and who 
should know better than Mr. Hoov- 
er. 

Undersecretary of the Treasury 
Randolph Burgess along with the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce says 
that inflation is the "great dan- 
ger” and that “financial stability” 
under the Hamiltonian theory is 
at ‘‘the very head of the list of 
economic and social virtues.” 

The so-called Hard Money Poli- 
cy with its rise in interest rates 
together with present high taxes, 
personal, corporate -and excise, 
are the means the administration 
is using to achieve ‘‘stability and 
a balanced budget." In the mean- 
time Labor Unions are being 
blamed for their wage increases 


as the cause for higher prices. As 


figures show that in industries like 
fron and steel, non-ferrous metals, 
fabricated metal products, - non- 
electrie mathinery and in stone, 
elay and glass products, profits 
after taxes shows increases in the 
second quarter of 1956 over the 
first quarter of 1955 of from 28 to 
70%, or am average of about 40%, 
while in contrast, the average 
hourly earnings of production 
workers in manufacturing and 
censtruction rose only 6 per cent 
in 1956, 

The President's 1957 Economic 
Report seeks to put this blame on 
Labor by declaring that the im- 
provement in»output per man in 
1956 was less than the increase in 
1955 and less than the average re- 
corded in the average post war 
period and the report makes the 
flat statement that ‘the smallness 
of the 1955 gain contributed to the 
rise in unit labor costs and in turn 
te increases in prices.” However 
the profit comparisens with the 
labor increases do not bear out 
that statement. 

George Meany, President of the 
AFL-CIO points out that the pres- 
ent economy is not marked by in- 
flationary pressures aeross-the- 
board. He points to what he calls 
“an investment boom, accompa- 
nied by drops in home building 
and automobile output, a decline 
in farm equipment and relative- 
ly soft markets for many lines of 
household goods." He further 
points eut that this investment 
boom is now leveling off and that 
there is danger that investment 
and plant and equipment may 
drop in 1957 if consumer markets 
are not strong enough.

All four of the Gospel writers 
mention the Triumphal Entry of 
Jesus into Jerusalem, which is re- 
corded in our present lesson Scrip- 
ture. It is one of the outstanding 
events of his earthly ministry. 

There are some differences in 
: four accounts of the Trium- 


phal Entry as given’ in the four 
Gospels, but, in the main, all 
four writers agree in their records. 

Matthew is giving us the Gos- 
pel of the Kingdom, hence he pre- 
sents Jesus entering Jerusalem as 
a royal personage. He tells of the 
acclaim of the people and other 
honors given to an‘earthly ruler. 

It is worthy of note that Jesus 
was not deceived by these honors 
He knew this seeming acceptance 
was only temporary. He saw clear 
ly what lay before him during 
the coming week of suffering and 
shame and death. But Jesus 
the faltered. He went on with 
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the program, He entered the Holy 
City in triumph. 

Inasmuch as Jesus knew that his 
Triumphal Entry into the city was 
only a temporary demonstration 
of his followers and that they 
would soon desert him, it is quite 
reasonable to ask why did Jesus 
submit to it. Why did he become 
_a part of what appears to have} 
| been an amusing spectacle?) Why 
jpresent a farce at instituting a 
kingdom ? 

Really, it was no farce. It was |} 
indeed a triumphal entry of a real | 
king into the capital city of God’s 
chosen people. 

The trouble—the farce, the mis- 
carriage of the Triumphal Entry 
—was that the people did not ac- 
cept Jesus. They rejected him, and 
Jesus knew in advance that they 
would reject him. Sometimes we 
;are asked to do something that we 
hance it is our duty to do and yet 
we also know that we will fail in 
our attempt to do that very task. 
But that is no reason why we 
should refuse to try. We can do our | 
part. 

So it was with Jesus. The final 
decision was now coming. He 
makes his last offer to the royal 
city. For once he will enter in roy- 
alty and in an imposing pageant. 
Let us remember that Jesus had 
deliberately planned this Triumph- 
ful Entry. He knew what he was 
doing, for he had prepared it. In | 
fact, it was the logical sequence 
of his great ministry here on 
earth. He had healed the _ sick, | 
opened blind eyes, unstopped deaf | 
ears, fed the hungry, restored 2H

finally expended, as in the case of 
new planes, ships, and other mili- 
tary equipment. But the Eisen- 
hower Administration cut the bud- 
gets on paper, but at the same 
time did not decrease spending, 
and has finally, now four -years 
later dipped deep into these un- 
expended balances, so that new 
money has to be appropriated, if 
government. commitments- are to 
be kept, and we live at a rate to 
which we have been accustomed. 
This tremendous tax bite is one 
of the factors im the steady rise in 
the cost of living and which is not 
accounted for in the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics on living costs. 
Economists who have studied the 
rise in costs of products going 
back 100 years, believe there can 
be little reduction in the cost of 


HE taxpayers of the nation 

have just about completed pay- 
ing the biggest tax bil ever as- 
sessed against any one nation in a 
single year—more than $70 billion 
into the Federal treasury and more 
than $30 billion into state and 
‘local treasuries for the year 1956. 
This total o more than $100 bil- 
Moms adds up to about $600 for 
every man, woman and child in 
the United States, and about a 
quarter of the country’s output of 
goods and services. 

And unless something is done 
about it, the 1957 levy will be still 
higher. There are some who de- 
clare that the only way to reduce 
taxes is to increase the nation’s 
output or production. The theory 
is based upon the fallacious argu- 
ment that the more production, the 
more taxes will be collected, and 
thus there can be a cut in taxes. 

But the present budget before 

the Congress, the highest peace- 
time budget in the nation’s his- 
tory is an example of that fal- 
lacy. 
+ President Eisenhower sent his 
$70 billion-plus-budget to this Can- 
gress with the admonition to “cut 
it where you can.” At the same 
time, he sent up government serv- 
ices which required more. spend- 
ing than before, and the House, 
in a spirit of frustration passed a 
resolution calling on the Presi- 
dent, to ‘‘tell us Where we can cut 
it." And the President replied in 
effect, ‘‘That’s your job.” 

Here’s what has happened with 
federal spending. When the Eisen- 
hower administration came into 
power in 1952, it was on a promise 
to “balance the budget.” In past 
years there had been a back log 
of appropriations of several bil- 
lion dollars built up which had not 
been expended, for there is often 


tinue to rise and that neither la- 
bor nor business can be blamed 
for this cost increase, as jong as 
there is a proper proportional in- 
crease as between wages and sal- 
aries and costs of products.

From Harriet Cook Strum, Belt, 
Montana; I remember so well the 
farm on which I was born in South- 
western Iowa from which we 
moved when I was very young. 

My father was born near Wheel- 
ing, West Va., and enlisted in the 
Union Army when quite young. 
After the war he went ‘‘North’’ to 
Tilinois where he met and married 
my mother. 

I remember them relating their 
decision to "Go West'’ to Iowa 
where the government had offered 
land to Civil War veterans for 
about a dollar an acre and up. 

They crossed the Mississippi 
River on a ferry, in a covered 
wagon, in the early seventies, with 
a team, a little boy and girl, some 
seed corn, garden seeds, a few 
quilts and. dishes, one large brass 
kettle, the only cooking and mix- 
ing utensil my mother owned, 
my mother’s wefiding dress, one 
warm dress, and packed very care- 
fully, my father’s blue Army uni- 
form with shiny brass buttons. 
(I can still see that old coat, still 
blue, though faded.) All of this 
accompanied by two brave and 
loving hearts. 

The settlement was made, a 
home was built, crops-raised and 
three more children came to bless 
their home, I being the youngest. 
One of my most poignant mem- 
ories always lingers, of the neigh- 
bors and friends who came from 
far and near to spend all day or 
long evenirigs and enjoy good old 
Southern hospitality. 

I still remember my father 
proudly ‘carrying the flag in the 
G, A. R. parades, reunions and 
Fourth of July celebrations.

Beans may hold title. . . 
King Cottons Crutch 


HAT crop will fill the huge gap left in 
Alabama’s farm economy by big losses 
in cotton acreage? 

It'll be a combination of enterprises, no 
doubt; but several county agents look for soy- 
beans to help offset the lost cotton income. 

Farmers in a few extreme Southwest and 
North Alabama counties have been growing 
oil soybeans for years, but the crop hasn’t 
made much headway, acreage-wise, else- 
where. 

But now things look right for production 
to spread, Jasper Jernigan, API Extension 
agronomist, said in a report on the soybean 
situation. He said that reduced cotton acre- 
age is only part of the reason behind his pre- 
diction. Equally important is the fact that 
farmers are looking for crops requiring little 
or no hand labor—a high-priced item in to- 
day’s farm economy. 

Jernigan said soybeans are a natural for 
labor-short farmers, since the crop is handled 
entirely by machinery from planting through 
harvesting. And although the per-acre re- 
turns are generally small when compared 
with cotton, a grower can produce 75 to over 
100 acres. 

Still another factor in this oi] crop’s favor 
is that it fits well into a system of double- 
cropping—that is, producing two crops on a 
piece of land during the year. And, what’s 
more, marketing is no problem. In fact, 
Jernigan said crushers are anxious to get all 
the Alabama soybeans possible. 

Incidentally, during last October and No- 
vember, four million bushels of soybeans 
were shipped through the Port of Mobile, but 
only about a million bushels of these were 
grown in Alabama. Jernigan went on to say 
that, actually, our_total soybean market is 
almost unlimited. We can average at least 
20 bushels of beans per acre, which is high- 
er than Midwest production, and better grow- 
ers are getting up to 40 bushels per acre in 
good years. 

Jernigan and county agents, who report 
ample seed supplies, certainly do not advo- 
cate a wholesale rush into soybean produc- 
tion. Rather, they believe, some farmers in 
all sections of the state should try the crop, 
starting on a limited scale to determine 
whether or not they like it. In this way no 
new grower can get hurt while trying to de- 
velop a new source of income. 

If you are going to try your hand at oil 
soybeans this year for the first time, there 
are some points you'll want to know—and 
it will pay you to know. Oil soybeans aren’t 
any harder to produce than many another 
crop, but they do demand certain things. 

Jernigan said that chances for success are 
much better if you have the production facts 
right now. These facts, as listed by Jernigan, 
are: 


LAND—Plant oil soybeans only on good 
soil having high’ fertility. A loamy bottom

The farmer’s tune .. . changing with the times 


OT too many years ago farming was a 
fairly simple business—that is, compar- 
ed to the puzzling agriculture of today. 
“Farming followed a well-established rou- 
tine around this section for several years,” 
recalls Assistant Walker County Agent Joel 
Thompson. ‘The farm operator of 20 years 
ago depended largely on cotton to pay for 
clothes and food for his family. And he plant- 
ed the same variety year after year, using the 
same amount of fertilizer, the same piece of 
ground, the same plows and mules, and the 
same back-breaking hand labor. 
“This farmer followed a pattern that fur- 
nished a living for his family. He worried 


little about making changes in his farming, * 


procedure,” the farm agent continued. 

“But today the picture has changed,” 
Thompson declared. ‘No longer can farm- 
ers stay in a rut and expect to come out on 
the long end of the profit scale. They must 
adjust their operations to fit the increased 
demands on our complex farm program. 

“Even a Philadelphia lawyer would be con- 
fused by the mass of information necessary 
for successful farming these days,” declared 
Thompson. ‘Such tongue-twisters as coc- 
cidiosis, pre-emergence weed control, vermi- 
fuge, vesicular exanthema, and piperazine 
are common terms in farm conversation. 

‘Here in Walker County we are trying to 
assist farm people in their struggle to keep 
pace with the new developments in agricul- 
ture,” said Thompson. “For instance, the 
Farm and Home Development phase of our 
local Extension Service program is designed 
to meet this challenge. We give intensive as- 
sistance to about 40 families over the county 
on all phases of farm and family living.” 

Thompson went on to say that a good ex- 
ample of how Farm and Home Development 
families are keeping their operations in the 
black is seen on the farm of C. E. Carter of 
Jasper Rt. 4. 

According to the farm agent, Carter has 
made quite a bit of progress since buying his 
220-acre farm six years ago. For one thing, 
there are several plum thickets and patches 
of sedge grass missing from the rolling land- 
scape. And, too, about nine miles of three- 
strand barbed wire fence has changed the 
appearance of the place. 

But the biggest improvements on the Car- 
ter farm aren’t easily noticed in a casual 
glance over the land. The fact is, you’d have 
to look at the FHD farmer’s record book to 
learn that corn and cotton yields have more 
than doubled during the six years Carter has 
wielded his equipment and know-how over 
the place. He gathered over 50 bushels of 
corn per acre from an 85-acre crop last year, 
and cotton fields turned out better than a 
bale per acre. 
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MANY PROBLEMS AHEAD—Walker County far- 
mer C. E. Carter (left) was telling Joel Thompson 
the other day about the many decisions facing today’s 
farm operator. Thompson, who heads the Farm and 
Home Development phase of the Walker County Ex- 
tension Service program, agreed that many problems 
make profits an elusive item for the farm family. 
However, Carter told the farm agent that he made 
enough corn on his place—if he had sold it—in one 


‘ year to pay for this tractor’ and the fuel to make 


the crop. 


Carter’s diversified farth program is round- 
ed out by a herd of purebred Hereford cat- 
tle—about 15 head—and six brood sows. But 
despite the increased yields and well-organ- 
ized farm program, Carter’s problems are far 
from solved. At present he is even consider- 
ing selling the farm and returning to his skill- 
ed trade—carpentry. 

Other possibilities he is studying over are: 


Why not change his operation from a diversi-. 


fied one to a specialized one? Should he 
fence the whole farm with hog wire? How to 
continue to grow row crops “When he can’t 
find a soul in the whole country” to help on 
the farm? Should he clear more bottomland 
and buy additional cattle? Should he con- 
vert the farm entirely to beef cattle and work 
off the farm? 

“These are just a few of the problems puz- 
zling the Walker County farmer. Of course 
there are many, many more,” said Thompson. 

“Multiply Carter’s position in the farm pic- 
ture by several thousand and you'll see that 
today’s farmer is faced with a tremendous 
challenge,” declared the farm agent. “Only 
time will tell whether or not they can master 
the complicated puzzle that is typical of mod- 
ern-day farming.” 


ATER is vital to each of us and it’s 
something we can do more than talk 
about. 

The American people are now using 200 
billion gallons of water daily—about 1100 
gallons for each person. And our use of water 
is expected to double in 25 years. 

Realizing the importance of water to our 
economy, President Eisenhower established 
his Cabinet Committee on Water Resources 
three years ago. He said: “If we are to con- 
tinue to advance agriculturally and indus- 
trially we must make the best use of every 
drop of water which falls on our soil or which 
can be extracted from the oceans.” 

This statement is really brought home when 
related to a few specific facts about water 
and its use. For example, one paper mill in 
Alabama is using a million gallons of water 
per hour; and bigger mills ——— 
are using, of course, much 
more. 

One thousand gallons of 
water is used in making a 
pound of rayon; 25 gallons 
in making a gallon of avia- 
tion gas; 250 tons in making 
a ton of steel, and 42 galions 
in making a pound of rub- 
ber. 

But industry is only part 
of the water story. Farmers 
as a group are the biggest users of water. 

Reasons for this are revealed by more sta- 
tistics. Nature uses 400 to 600 gallons of 
water in producing a pound of dry corn; 3000 
gallons in producing a pound of dry cotton; 
40 gallons to grow enough feed to produce 
one egg; and 1800 gallons to grow the grain 
to produce a pound of beef. 

So we are really dependent upon water. 
No soil is rich enough to produce crops with- 
out water. On the other hand, more fertility 
in the soil calls for more water. 

Fortunately, our state is blessed with plen- 
tiful rainfall. The Southeast has the biggest 
rainfall of any big area in the United States; 
and Alabama is in the heart of, the South- 
east. ‘ \ 

Alabama rainfall averages about one inch 
a week. Unfortunately, it does not come at 
the uniform rate of one inch per week. We 
get several inches one week and none an- 
other week.

So we ask, what can we do to retain water 
and have it for use when needed? Here are 
the answers: 


1) Keep soil in condition to receive, re- 
tain, and use water to the best advantage. 
This is done by mechanical treatment and 
proper use of plants, including trees. 


2) Arrange rows for retention of water, 
to prevent rapid run-off. 


3) Make lakes or reservoirs for impound- 
ing water for use as needed, including irriga- 
tion. 

All of our water comes from rain and snow. 
It disappears in four ways: (1) through run- 
off, (2) into the ground, (3) by evaporation, 
and (4) through the leaves of plants. 

Yes, water is really vital. No one can live 
without it, and eaeh of us can help to hold 
it in the soil for later use. In doing this we 
serve ourselves and others.

Few workers, many jobs . . . story of Dallas cattle ranch

ORDON RAMSEY runs a 1000-acre cattle 

ranch near Selma with only four helpers 

—a hired hand, his five-year-old grandson, 
Richard Rives, and two fine collie dogs. 

And with such a small number of workers 
it is no small job looking after 125 brood 
cows, six bulls, and their offspring—in ad- 
dition to raising a crop of hay and grain each 
year, Ramsey«will tell you. Indeed, it’s not 
easy even when an operation is run as ef- 
ficiently as Ramsey’s. 

The Dallas County cattleman has a com- 
plete record on each of his cows since 1951. 
He knows the birth date of each calf on the 
place as well as the name of its dam. In this 
way Ramsey knows exactly what each cow 
is doing, and when one misses calving just 
once it is time for her to go. At present he 
has 21 replacement heifers for brood cows 
that will be culled during coming months. 

And in the months ahead Ramsey will have 
over 100 calves ready for market. In fact 
they will be marketed starting in June, Ram- 
sey said, nodding at a group of fine Hereford 
calves grazing in a field of oats. 

Assistant County Agent John Becton seem- 
ed to agree with Ramsey’s silent approval of 
the fine condition of his cattle and gave the 
main reason for it—plenty of good grazing 
this winter from oats and clover in addition 
to all the hay they need. 

“T have not had to spend a cent on feed 
this winter,” declared Ramsey. “And [’ll 
probably have a surplus of hay when the 
feeding season is over.” 

Ramsey started the winter with over 100 
tons of hay, and he has been feeding it at 
the rate of 20 bales a day despite the fact 
that winter grazing was good. “I want them 
to be as fat as possible when they hit the 
permanent pasture so they will be ready for 
market sooner,” he explained. 

This move to permanent pastures is usually 
made in early March, so Ramsey can nitrate 
the oats for a grain and hay crop. This year 
he has 150 acres of oats and 200 acres of 
crimson clover. 

Cattle are wintered on the higher land on 
Ramsey’s place, which adjoins the Cahaba 
River. Here he has his hay barn and an 
artesian well to provide water. The perma- 
nent pastures are located in bottomland 
where Ramsey has corrals to harvest the beef 
crop. 

In case you are wondering how two col- 
lie dogs aid Ramsey, you should be around 
some afternoon when they help him drive the 
cattle out of the lush oat fields to the hay 
barn. Ramsey, in his automobile, follows 
them making noises that sound nothing at all 
like a western cowboy in the movies; but the 
dogs and cattle seem to know just what he 
wants them to do, 

And the’other helper? Well, Richard and 
his grandfather are friends. The husky young- 
ster is the frequent companion of Ramsey as 
he goes about his business of raising cattle, 
or fishing, or hunting, or just doing some en- 
joyable loafing. 

After spending a little time with Gordon 
Ramsey, his cattle, and his grandson, it was 
’ clear that he loves both—and what is more 
important, he understands them. 

“Perhaps this is the secret to his success as 
a cattleman,” said Agent Becton, “he has the 
‘cow sense’ every livestock producer needs.”

| Coastal Bermuda, Promising New Grass 


Cae bermuda grass seems headed 

for a big spot among Alabama’s grazing 
and hay crops. According to API Extension 
Agronomist O. N. Andrews, farmers of this 
state could profitably use well over half a 
million acres of coastal. Andrews’ five rules 
for planting this crop are: 


1, Plant only when the soil is moist. Early 
spring, after danger of frost, is the best time. 
Any wet period in spring and summer will 
do. ‘ 


2. Use live, freshly dug sprigs. 

3. Plant just deep enough to cover most 
of the sprig with moist soil. Firm the soil 
around the sprig. 


4. Control weeds after planting to give 
young plants a chance to spread fast. 

5. Fertilize with nitrogen as soon as the 
grass begins to grow. 

The agronomist said farmers can get com- 
plete coastal planting information from their 
county agents.

is ideal; the worst place is on a drouthy, 
poor hillside. 

Do not attempt soybean production if you 
don’t have the right kind of land—and 
enough of it to make the crop worth while. 
Generally, you shouldn’t grow fewer than 25 
acres, for per-acre returns from soybeans are 
low when compared with those from a good 
cotton crop. Experienced growers can handle

75.0r more acres with little help. 


CROPPING SYSTEM—Soybeans are ideal 
for double-cropping—that is, producing two 
different crops on the same land within a 
year. For example, Southwest Alabama 
farmers follow harvested small grains and 
early truck crops with soybeans; upstate, 
many farmers plant on fields where small 
grains and legumes were grazed until late 
March. 


MACHINERY—The two most important 
tools are rotary hoes and combines. Don’t 
bother with the crop if you don’t have a com- 
bine or can’t borrow one on short notice. Re- 
member, soybeans must be combined just as 
soon as they are mature. The beans shatter 
badly if harvesting is delayed. 


LAND PREPARATION—Flat break and 
disk the land to form a firm seedbed well 
ahead of planting. 


FERTILIZERS—Have your soil tested to 
find out how much of exactly what kind of 
fertilizer you need to use. The test will also 
reveal whether or not lime is needed—an im- 
portant point because soybeans cannot do 
much on\ acid soil. 

If a soil test is not made, then spread a ton 
of lime on [And not limed in the past, five 
years. Broadcast 400 pounds of 0-14-14 ahead 
of planting. Soybean seed are easily injured 
by putting fertilizer in the drill. 


PLANTING DATES—In the north half of 
the state, plant as soon after May 1 as pos- 
sible. In the south half, plant any time from 
cotton planting time to June 1. 


VARIETIES—In North Alabama, plant 
Dorman, Lee, and Ogden varieties, the first 
two of which are early and the last, late. In 
South Alabama, use Lee (early), Ogden 
(early), and Jackson (late).

PLANTING—Inoculate seed with a soy- 
bean inoculant only. Drill 50 to 70 pounds 
(according to size of bean) of seed per acre. 
Plant one inch deep and have a plant every 
inch if possible. 


CULTIVATION—Use a rotary hoe until 
beans are six to eight inches high.

ROTATIONS REDUCE BLIGHT LOSSES. 
Southern blight of pimiento peppers and to- 
matoes has caused extensive losses in Ala- 
bama during recent years. Growing these 
crops in rotations with corn, vetch, oats, and 
other less susceptible crops is the best way 
to reduce losses, according to results of Au- 
burn experiments. Sweetpotatoes, soybeans, 
and lupines have proved susceptible. Thus, 
pimiento peppers and tomatoes should not 
follow these crops nor be grown on the same 
soil year after year.

THE RIGHT FERTILIZER. Of 31,176 
soil samples tested by the Soil Testing Lab- 
oratory at Auburn, 74 percent needed ferti- 
lizers having an equal amount of phosphate 
and potash. Such fertilizers include 4-12-12, 
8-8-8, and 0-14-14. Despite this need, only 
29 percent of fertilizers sold in Alabama in 
fiscal 1955-56 was of the equal phosphate- 
potash type. This fact indicates that the ma- 
jority of farmers in the state are not using 
the needed fertilizer ratio. Use of soil tests 
is the best way to determine the needs for a 
specific field.

KILLING CULL TREES. Cull hardwoods 
are frequently deadened by ax frilling and 
applying silvicides to the frills. In Alabama 
research, the early warm months (March to 
July) have proved the best time for treating. 
At this time the percentage of trees killed is 
highest and sprouting is lowest.

CREDIT CHOICES. Federal Land Banks 
are first choice as a source of long-term 
credit, and commercial banks are preferred 
for short-term loans. This fact was revealed 
by a recent survey of Alabama dairy farmers. 
Low interest rates, long term, and favorable 
borrowing experience were principal reasons 
for favoring Federal Land Bank loans. Com- 
mercial banks were picked for short-term 
credit because of previous satisfactory busi- 
ness dealings, being well known at the bank, 
and convenience. Other important sources of 
credit were Production Credit Association, 
Farmers Home Administration, and indi- 


viduals.

RAPID HANDLING ESSENTIAL. The 
quality of certain canned and frozen vege- 
tables was lowered by delaying processing 
after harvesting in tests at Auburn. Such 
vegetables as sweet corn, asparagus, Lima 
beans, snap beans, peas, and okra deteriorate 
rapidly, especially during warm weather. 
Processing promptly after harvesting avoids 
the damage. It is also advisable to harvest 
during early morning while vegetables are 
cool. Refrigeration is beneficial if process- 
ing is to be delayed.

QUAIL FOOD. Bicolor lespedeza was the 
most important food found in 71 quail craws 
from a Piedmont study area. Bicolor made 
up 19 percent of the food found. Corn rank- 
ed second with 17 percent, followed by part- 
ridge peas, beggarweeds, vetch, sorghum, 
and crabgrass, each making up six to nine 
percent. Less than four percent by volume 
were common lespedeza, common ragweed, 
oats, pine seed, paspalum grasses, cowpeas, 
wild lespedezas, milk pea, doveweed, green 
vegetation, and insects. The study was con- 
ducted by the Cooperative Wildlife Research 
Unit at Auburn.

1945 British Loan 


On December 6, 1945 the gov- 
ernments of the United States 
and the United Kingdom entered 
into a financial agreement where- 
by our government loaned to the 
United Kingdom $3, 750, 000, 000. 
Repayment of this loan was to be 
made over a period of 50 years 
in the amount of :138. 4 million 
annually, These annual payments 
which began in 1951 were to in- 
clude both principal and intrest. 
Howeve,r provision was made in 


the 1945 financial agreement for 


che waiver of interest payments 
whenever the United Kingdom 
found itself in serious financial 
difficulties. ~ 

Repayment of the loan began 
five years ago and Great Britian 
made all payments on the princ- 
pal and interest until December 
31, 1956. On that date, the Brit- 
ish government paid the principal 
but made a formal request for a 
waiver of interest under the 
terms of the original agreement. 

Finding the 1945 “waiver form- 
jula” inadequate, the United 
States was faced with the altern- 
ative of extended negotations 
over the waiver provisions, with 
the ultimate possibility that the 
matter might end up in prolonged 
| legal dispute, or of acheiving a 
new formula agreeable to both 
countries. The latter alternative 
was chosen. 


Agreement Revised 


Under the terms of the new 
agreement, the United Kingdom 
gives up all rights to claim a 
waiver of interest. In return the 
United States agrees that Great 
Britain may postpone but not 
waive a maximum of seven pay- 
ments of principal and interest. 

Under the 1945 waiver provis- 
ion, it was theoretically possible

Scraps of Scrolls 


In Jordan Museum 


While internationally known 
scholars work unheralded in de- 
ciphering some of the more than 
| 2,000 year-old scrolls found in 
| caves northwest of the Dead Sea, 

tourists who visit Arab Jeru- 

salem may see fragments of 
parchments whose words refer 
| either directly to ancient re- 
| ligions or to Biblical times. — 

The Palestine Archaeological 

Museum in the new part of Jeru- 
| salem, only a five minutes’ waik 
| from Damascuge Gate in the 
'-walled-in city, houses both the 
studious researchers who work 
with monastic-seeurity unknown 
to the public and the hallowed 
objects upon which the public 

can gaze with awe. 
| The scraps of parchment, 
browned by the centuries, are 
displayed in air-tight glass cases 
with their bits mounted cement- 
like on several glass plates, each 
plate about a foot square, ‘These 
bits of handwritten and docu- 
ment-like passages from the Old 
Testament inspire a religious 
reverence among most tourists. 

The Palestine Archaeological 
Museum, a gift of the Roekefel- 
ler family about a quarter of a 
century ago, houses thousands 
of antiquities, each specimen a 
link in Palestine’s own history. 
The objects are se displayed that 
a visitor, in following a well de- 
signed circuit-route afound the 
museum, sees history 1s .t was 
lived in Palestine from pale- 
ontological time: .o and through 
the Islamic era. 

As impressive as are these 


steps of ancient histery, perhaps | 


none catches the eye of the mod- 


ern visitor as. do the relics dis- 


covered in 1947 in the Qumran 
caves about 25 miles southeast 
of Jerusalem, The task of de- 
ciphering the scroMs is so pro- 
digious and .o ‘ime-consuming 
that a staff of six experts have 
from time to time labored in a 
scholarly pursuit whose end- 
result may shed more light on 
the religions and mores of the 
Bible Lands, 

In the same case with the 
coins that date back to the First 
Century B.C, are two other simi- 
lar hoards, as well as four oil 
burning clay lamps in varying 
shapes; also, two small jugs with 
narrow necks—something like 
American cider jugs. There is 
also a partly decayed metal urn 
with about 100 coins around it. 

On the top shelf in the same 
case are samples of brown clay/f! 
pots, taken from among 1, 
such vessels found in the pantry 
in the Qumran cave, There are 
also three smali bowls, a large 
bowl, three big jugs with large 
open mouths and handles on the 
sides.

fastest growing forests in the 
world are located in the south. 
They have played a large role in 


j providing the raw materials for 


some of the region’s most produc- 


| tive industries, pulp and paper, 


lumber, furniture, plywood, rayon 
textiles and others. 

Forest industries in Alabama 
are the state’s third most imiport- 
ant, exceeded only by primary 
metals and textiles. They employ 
50,000 people and furnish an an- 
nual payroll in excess of $150 mil- 
lion. 

One person in every seven em- 
ployed in manufacturing @ Ala- 
bama earns his living in some form 
of the forest industry. 

The timber -crop reached an es- 
timated $450 muon in 1960. in- 
austries dependent upon forests 
such as lumber, furniture and 
paper products account for 14.5 
per cenc ol the per capita income 
irom manufacturing in Alabama.

PERCENT 


Today, Alabama farm land| 
etches deep, significant tracks in | 
the sands of time- -tracks of ris- | 
ing value, sometimes out of line 
with potential income, and pinched 
tracks. of tight mortgage money 
and high interest. At the same time , 
mortgage foreclosure tracks are 
getting fewer and fewer apart. 

API Extension Economist Foy 
Helms this week reported that de- 
mand caused farm land values to 
climb six percent during the year 
ending November 1956. Alabama 
farmers are grabbing tand | 
as fast as possible to enlarge their | 
farms into an economic business 
size. 

Alabama farmers are making 
“more land”, too, by increasing 
their output through better man- 
agement and equipment. For the 
last eight years, Helms said, Ala- 
bama’s increase in production has 
exceeded the national increase of 
10 percent . 

Many Alabama acres are over- 
priced for their potential income. 
Many farms are priced 30 percent 
above their real value. Much of 
the overpriced land is found ~in 
the Black Belt section, - although 
it is in other regions too. 

Land values are taking a big 
jump along proposed water de- 
velopments on the Tombigbee and 
Coosa Rivers. This land is wanted 
for recreational and industrial pur- 
poses. Demarti runs high for rural 
land in Jefferson county and sur- 
rounding area as city workers tire 
of crowds and the city’s fast pace. 
And both city and farm people 
want land for an investment. 

Mortgage forclosures’ in Ala - 
bama_ dropped about. five percent 
during the year as farmers did 
everything possible to meet pay- 
ments and prevent foreclosures.

A road, beginning at the school 
house on Pea Ridge, will extend 
1.9 miles south west to Eddings- 
town.

This road 
is known as the old Salem road, is 
part of one’ of the first roads to 
be opened in this section of the 
state.

cost of $64,059. 

Another new road that is being 
built entirely under contract be- 
gins on Highway 31 at Acton, just 
south of the Jefferson county line 
and extends eact for nine miles 
through Possum Hollow to inter- 
sect Highway 91 three miles south 
of the Jefferson line. 

The work of grading and drain- 
‘ng this road is well under way 
and it is hoped the paving will be 
completed this year. 

Another improvement to be un- 
dertaken is the reconstruction of 
the road from Jackson’s Spring on 
the Wilsonville highway to West- 
over, a distance of 4 1/2 miles. 

Looking forward to 1958, work 
is under way on a new road from 
Alabaster on Highway 31 to run 
fast by way of Simmsville to in- 
tersect Highway 91 a short dis- 
tance west of Chelsea. 

A 65-span reinforced concrete 
bridge over Peavine creek and ten 
culverts are to be built on this 
road.

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Old Letter Recalls 


Hardships Of Period 
During Civil War 


The Reporter carries, this weék, 
a letter written a long time ago. 
Mrs. Bertie Griffin, Maylene found 
the letter with papers left by her 
grandmother. It was written by her 
grandfather;-A. F. Fleming, from 
‘Camp 10th Ala. near Gettysburg, 
August 3, 1864.” 

The letter recalls times and ex- 
periences that but few now living 
can remember. The letter is given 
below: 
My dea‘r and affectionate wife. 

| 


“It is with greatest of pleasure that 


I seat myself this morning to drop 
you a few lines to inform you of 
my health. This leaves me very un- 
well and my health has been bad 
for sometime, though it kept me 
out of a mighty hard fight. On 
the last day of July the Yankees 
dug under our works and blowed 
them up with power and got in 
there and what was worse than 
all they put them negro troops in 
there and our brigade had _ to 
charge them out and they done it, 
and of all the sights of dead 
negroes it was there. 

They was just piled up on top 
of each other. They killed about 
one thousand negroes and about 
as many white Yankees in about 
one hundred yards square; so you 
can guess how thick they lay. 

Our men after they got in the 
ditches with them clubbed them 
with their guns and knocked them 

* 
in the head. 

Jim is at the Brigade hospital 
yet he has been very sick, but is 
getting better. 

I wrote you that Jim was going 
to get a furlough but they sent 
it back disapproved until this 
this fighting is over. I think he 
will get it but I don’t know how 
long. 

First I sent you a letter by Mr. 
Nabors and I want you to answer 
it by him. I can get plenty of 
clothes all but socks from the gov- 
ernment. I got a letter from Nute 
Tyler the other day. He wrote 
that he was very bad off. He is at 
Lynchburg hospital. 

Jane I haven't ne any letter 
from you in three or four weeks, 
but the Yankees keep the rail 
roads cut up-so bad the mail can’t 
go safe, but I want. you to send 
one by every Man that is coming 
this way. 

I will send this by Mr. | Hewitt 
of Co. B. He starts tonight and 
goes right by Hilsboro so ,I sup- 
pose you will get this in due time. 

Jane I do want to see you and 
the children mighty bad, but 
can’t tell when the time will come 
but I hope to God it won’t be a 
long time. This thing will come 
to the end. I think it is time for 
it to stop now when they get to 
fighting negroes. 

I know one thing, I’m getting 
tired of it. 

Jane tell Mrs. Shaw that | 
Pleas was well a few days ago. 
I saw him. Mike is at the hospital. 

Jane I dream about you and the 
children every night. “You .are 
never out of my mind in day time. 

Tell Suse I wrote her the last 
letter and shall look for one soon/ 
from her. I want you to write a 
long letter for they don’t come 
often. Give me all the news and 
how crops look. : 

I hope this will come safe to 
hand and find you all well and do- 
ing well. 

Be sure to write by Mr. Nabors. 
I will stop for this time hoping 
to hear from you soon. Nothing | 
more this time.

less he gets $47 million more mon- 
ey he will not deliver the mail 
for the last 2 weeks of the fiscal 
year.’ I have never known a pre- 
vious instance in which a Govern- 
ment employee came up to the 
Capitol and issued an ultimatum 
to the House and Senate. 

So, wrathfully spoke Chairman 
Clarence Cannon, of the House ap- 
propriations committee, of Post- 
master General Summerfield's ef- 
fort to force Congress to give him 
his $47 million to run his depart- 
ment the balance of the fiscal 
year. It likely was more wounded 
dignity on the part of Messrs. 
Cannon and other members of the 
Appropriations Committee, than 
ooncern for the taxpayers, which 
eaused the postal official to fail 
on this irip to the Hill. 

Mr. Summerfield’s action has 
started all over again the age-old 
question of whether the post office 
department should be on a 
strictly pay-as-you-go bdWs, or 
whether it should continue to be 
subsidized by the Congress as a 
service to’ the people. 

This latter theory has won out 
time after time in the past as at 
each session of the Congress the 
question arises of increasing rates 
to actually pay for the service. 
From the very first, when the 
postal department was _ estab- 
lished, first by the second conti- 
nental Congress on Nov. 28, 1783 
with Benjamin Franklin as Post- 
master General, the postal depart- 
ment was treated as a service or- 
ganization . . . a means of dis- 
seminating information to the peo- 
ple of the country.

“Gen. Summerfield went ahead 
and spent the money and then 
came up and said ‘stand and de- 
liver." "' The Committee did con- 
sent to give the department $17 
million of the amount asked but 
“the remaining $30 million was in 
violation of both the spirit and the 
letter of the antideficiency law.” 

With good roads, fast mail 
trains and air mail the number of 
post offices has been gradually re- 
duced until there are only 38,316 
postoffices today as compared to 
41,464 in 1950, 59,590 in 1910 and 
76,688 in 1900, ;

This is an actual comment of a visitor to an Alabama town 
after having visited other localities. Then he wanted to know about 
schools, about churches, about recreation, clubs and related things. 

He asked about water supply, sanitation facilities, adequacy 4 
of fuel and power and of raw materials and other manufacturing 
necessities. 

He inquired about the availability of the kind of help he would 
need. 

He wanted to meet some of the public officials and other leaders . 
in the community. 

Finally, he asked to visit some of the existing industries in 
the town. . 

When asked why, he replied, “The best way for us to learn 
whether or not a community would like to have us become a part 
of it is to inquire about its relationship with industries already 
located there. If it is pleasant, we may safely assume that our 
relationship also would be satisfactory.” 

“Why are painted fireplugs important to you?” he was asked. 
“An unpainted fireplug may work just as well as a painted one,” he 
observed, “but a rust-streaked fireplug suggests that maintenance 
might be poor, and inattention to fireplugs might a{so be an indication 
of inattention to other important things in a community. Certainly 
other things being equal, an attractive, clean, neat, well-maintained 
community makes a much better initial impression. When we observe 
that, we are almost certain to learn that the other things also exist 
which modern indusry would like to have available for its em- 
ployees — good schools, churches, recreational facilities, adequate 
municipal services, cordial relationship.”

EDITORIAL.... 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 
THE GREAT DEPRESSION 


In last week’s 25-years ago col- 
umn it was recorded that in Shelby 
county the teachers were having 
to wait for payment of their sal- 
aries. 

In this week’s column it is re- 
called that in Mississippi one- 
fourth of the land was being sold 
for taxes. 

It may be that in these days 
of unusual prosperity, some of our 
readers have forgotten those dark 
days of 25 years ago. For’ those 
who have forgotten and for those 
who were too young to remember, 
it might be well to recall that in 
those days, only 25 years ago, 
our country was in the throes of 
the worst depression in all our 
history. 


They tell us now that the con- | 


ditions that brought on the great 
depression really had their begin- 
ning in the period 1924-28 when the 
country seemed at the very peak 
of prosperity. 


In 1928 Herbert Hoover, a can-! 


didate for President said: “Given 
the chance to go forward with the 
policies of the last eight years, 
we shall soon, with the help of 
God, be in sight of the day when 
poverty will be banished from the 
nation”. 

Mr. Hoover was elected. In his 
inaugural address, March 1929, he 
said: “I have no fears for the fu- 
ture of our country. It is bright 
with hope”. 

Then, most everyone seemed to 
agree that Mr. Hoover was right. 
Before too long, however, it be- 
gan to be realized that the pros- 
perity of 1924-28 was not genuine. 

Too much money was being used 
for speculation in the stock mar- 
ket. Prices of farm products were 
too low and for those who worked 
in mills, and mines and factories, 
wages Were pitifully low. 

A well known historian recites 
in order the developments that 
were to change from what they 
called the peak of prosperity to 
the depths of the worst depress- 
ion. ; 

By midsummer of 1929 there 
was a startling decline in build- 
ing contracts. 

On October 23 there was an un- 
expected and drastic break in the 
stock market. In one day General 
Motors stock lost nearly two bil- 
lion dollars in paper value, 

By the spring of 1930 four mil- 
lion men were out of work, Bread- 
lines began to form in the cities. 
Lines of embarrassed men, who 
had never known what it was to 
be out of work, now waited for a 
chance at a piece-of bread and a 


cup of coffee. 

In Detroit, thousands of men sat 
all day long and all night long in 
the park, muttering to themselves 
..» out of work. 

Factories continued to 
down, Merchants began to 


fail in business. Here and there aed him to leave his home land and God, 


bank would close its doors and too 
often the depositors would lose 
their life savings. 

Farmers who could not meet the 
payments on their farms, because 
of the low prices of what they had 
to sell, lost all they had by the 
foreclosure of their mortgages. 
Thousands of men who had bought 
homes, likewise lost their homes 
by the foreclosure method, with all 
| they had paid. 

Men who had always had good 
jobs were not able to provide food 
for their families. Mothers who 
“had always lived in comfort, went 
|out to look+for work; anything 
they might find to do to help out. 

Unemployed men, with their 
| families, began to build shacks 
wherever they could find vacant 
land. Alongside city dumps there 
appeared towns of tarpaper, tin 
and old boxes. Hungry children 
would search tho garbage heaps 
for bits of food. 

Unemployment grew; 4 million 
in March 1950; 8 mutliou ia March 
1931. The winter of ’31 came on. 
In New York an entire family re- 
ceived $2.39 a week for relief. In 
a city in Ohio the commission on 
relief could allow oaly a little more 
than 2 cents per meal per person 
for a day.

Report from Washington 


Last week I reported to you on 
the conferences held in Paris by 
the European Scbcommittee of the 
House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs with NATO officials and rep- 
resentatives of the French and 
American governments. My report 
this week covers the remainder of 
our trip which took us to Vienna, 
Austria; Munich and Bonn, Ger- 
many; and London, England. 


TALKS WITH REFUGEES 


In Vienna, we were able to con- 
fer for more than half a day with 
the U. S. Ambassador to Poland, 
Joseph E. Jacobs; our Ambassador 
te Yugoslavia, James W. Kiddie- 
berger; our Austrian Charge d’- 
affaires, David Wainhouse, and 
their staffs. Following our con- 


ference with these diplomatic of- | 


ficials, we visited a number of the 
Hungarian refugee camps in 
Austria, talking personally with 
many of the refugees. We also 
visited the Czechoslovakia-Austria 
border where we could see very 
plainly the barbed wire fences, the 
watch towers, and the, communist 
border patrol stations. Later, we 
had a most interesting and en - 
lightening ~ question and answer 
session with five prominent news- 
paper reporters who were in Hun 
gary and Austria during the 
Hungarian revolt.

Two men stood on each side of the | 
separator and, a~ the workers 
pitched bundles in front of the cut- 
ters, they would cut the bands of ;

taxpayers’ money, and get away 
with-it with the approval in ad- 
vance, of the president of the 


like the Congressional control is 
slipping. 

Mr. Arthur E. Summerfield, the 
Postmaster General, flouted both 
the budget law and the antidefici- 
ency law, and forced Congress to 
its knees to get an additional $41 
millions dollars to run his depart- 
ment until the end of the fiscal 
year June 30, 1957. And President 
Eisenhower told his press confer- 
ence, he had approved the action 
in advance. 

Here’s what happened. Last year 
at budget time, Summerfield came 
before the appropriations commit- 
tee and asked for $2,118,000,000 to 
run his department during ‘the 
fiscal year 1957 ending June 30. 
Congress gave him over $3 billion. 

Under the budget Act this money 
is allocated by quarters, and it is 
the duty of the Executive official 
to spend it that way. But Summer- 
field borrowed from the second 
quarter for his first quafter and 
so on through the year. When he 
saw he would not have enough 
money left to run out the fourth 
quarter, he went to Percival Brun- 
dage, director of the Budget, for 
deficiency estimates to bail him 
out. Brundage time and «gain told 
him he would have to live with the 
money Congress gave him. Finally 
however, with the President's ap- 


gress rushed through an appropri- 
ation bill giving Summerfield $41 
of the $47 million he had de- 
manded. 

Congressman Clarence Cannon, 
chairman of the up-to-now power- 
ful appropriations committee tells 
it this way: ‘‘No one ean deny that 
the Postmaster General knew all 
along that he was overspending 
and his continued support of ex- \ 
travagant programs was every 
month making a deficiency im- 
perative and inescapable. His con- 
tinued application to the Bureau 
of the Budget for a deficiency esti- 
mate is proof positive of that. The 
Postmaster’s violation has been 
deliberate. He knew last July that 
he didn't have enough money to go 
through the year at the rate at 
whieh he wanted to operate. He 
coyld have cut down a slight 
amount then, spread the reduction 
over the entire year and come out 
within the money given him.

high school. For the past eight 
years his work has been to coop- 
erate with parents, teachers 
pupils in a consecrated effort to 
build in Shelby county a system of 
schools that will give adequate 
preparation to young people for 
pescearigiaers that may lie ahead. 

- Elliott knows well the pro- 
gress that has been made in Shel- 
by county in the past "25 years. 
He has thought long and earnestly 

'to find the ways and means by 
which the progress 
achieved may be carried forward 
into the “years that lie ahead’’. 

Mr. Elliott recalled that 40 
years ago there was_one -high 
school in Shelby county. Only a 
few boys and girTs in that day had 
access to this school. Today there 
is a well organized high school 
within reach of every boy and girl 
in the county. Permanent struc- 
tures of brick, modern in their 
planning, have replaced the dilapi- 
dated wooden buildings of 25 years 
ago. 

“In the past 25 years”, Mr. El- 
liott said, “ we have seen industry 
begin coming into our county.”

WORLD OUTDOORS | 


ALES of pistols and smati-cal- 

iber rifles indicate that more 
and more Americans are discover- 
ing that shuori@g is fun. 

Rifle ciwhs, tournaments, and 
turkey shouts are on the increase 
in many parts of the nation and 
hundreds of enthusiasts are taking 
to the woods and hillsidés to 
“pink” away at homemade tar- 
gets, tin cans and old bottles. 

Shouting is fun, but the plain 
truth is that many fail to realize 
that it is also quite dangerous. Nov- 
iees are seldom aware that a bul- 
let will glance off a hard objeet 
and careen away, still full of dan- 
gerous power, They “fre prone to 
overlook the fact that a rifle bullet. 
will travel much farther than the 
eye can see through trees and un- 
dergrowth.- 

Outdoor shooting shouid be care- 
fully supervised and planned. Re- 
gardless of the target, it should 
be placed against a backdrop that 
is much larger and strong enough 
to completely stop the flight of the 
bullet. Firing away at trees, fence- 
posts and objects en open ground 
is both foolhardy and dangerous. 
Quite often a farmer will find that 
one of his livestock has died for 
no apparent reasoh. If he looks 
long and hard enough, he may 
find a small hole in the animal's 
hide undoubtedly eaused by some 
careless “‘plinker’s” bullet. After 
this happens once or twice, the 
sound of a rifle anywhere in the 
vicinity will cause the farmer to 
stop whatever he is doing and in- 
vestigate—and who can blame 
him? 

Txrget shooting is fun. It’s a 
pleasant spring and summer diver- 
sion. But # is a very dangerous 
pastime. If you like to follow this 
hobby, do it safely. Arrange a safe 
target area. Never shoot unless 
there is a solid object behind your 
target to stop the bullet and pre- 
vent it from goimg on to kil or 
injure some unsuspecting animal 
or human.

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Alabama’s

ARKETING is nothing new. Fact is, mar- 

keting in this country dates back to the 

time when our forefathers traded items with 
the Indians. 

And, without a doubt, marketing has con- 
tinued to rise in the nation’s economy until 
today it is probably the most important seg- 
ment of all industries. It is especially im- 
portant in farming where surpluses have up- 
set the normal marketing process. 

“But the situation isn’t too much different 
today than it was 35 or 40 years ago,” said 
County Agent Clinton Johns, citing the Jef- 
ferson County Truck Growers Association as 
the best example of cooperative marketing 
that he knows about. Johns said the asso- 
ciation was organized in May, 1921, and has 
been in continuous operation since that time. 
In fact, it’s the oldest active cooperative in 
Alabama, he added. 

Back in the early days farmers sold their 
produce in Birmingham just as a vast majori- 
ty do today. However, farmers then used 
wagons to haul their goods to market. They 
merely parked their wagons wherever they 
could and sold the products to whoever want- 
ed to buy. 

Naturally, continued Johns, as the city’s 
population grew, the demand for produce in- 
creased. And, as a result, more farmers pro- 
duced and hauled wagon-loads of food into 
the growing city. Eventually this situation 
created a traffic problem. City authorities 
required farmers to park in certain areas. 
Following frequent changes in designated

parking areas, a few farmers got together 
and jointly rented a vacant lot for parking 
their produce wagons. Thus, .the Jefferson 
County Truck Growers Association was born. 

As the cooperative expanded, more and 

more parking area had to be rented until 

. finally the association rented a large area at 
First Avenue and 12th Street. (This area is 
downtown property now, but at the coopera- 
tive’s beginning it was near the edge of 
town.) 

This area, too,..became~ crowded when 
trucks came into the marketing picture. Ex- 
pansion was necessary. The association 
bought a 12-acre site and built a new mar- 
ket. 

Several moves and some 15 to 20 years 
later the cooperative reached its present lo- 
cation on Finley Avenue in Birmingham. 
Johns said the first actual work on the new 
market was done in 1950, Of course, much 
time was consumed making studies of the 
situation, visiting markets in other states, and 
holding numerous meetings in planning for 
the new market. ; 

But finally in July of last year the new 
market opened up. Facilities for wholesal- 
ers, retailers, farmers, and customers are the 
best in the state. For wholesale dealers, 
Johns pointed out, there are 50 units—each 
with an area 22 and one-half by 80 feet. 
These facilities include a 20-foot-wide, truck- 
bed-height loading platform on the front, 
and a 10-foot-wide, railcar-height platform 
on the back. 

Retailers have a 100 by 240-foot building 
with display space for 50 dealers.

And for the farmers there are six opeti- 


sided buildings with individual parking 
spaces and display blocks for 182 trucks. In 
addition there are acres and acres of open 
paved area for parking additional trucks. 
For customers there is plenty of free parking 
available. 

Rail facilities include tracks extending the 
entire length of the commercial building, plus 
team tracks located on the opposite side of 
the market for general use, 

Agent Johns, who has worked many long 
hours helping members plan and build the 
market, said officers and directors of the 
state’s largest farmers’ market are Jack Tan- 
ner, Dora Rt. 1, president; George Posey, Pin- 
son Rt. 2, vice-president; Harold Hollis, War- 
rior Rt. 2, treasurer, and Richard Smith, Bir- 
mingham, secretary-manager.

fact beyond doubt is that certain below- 
A the-ground materials increase garden 
crop yields. Indeed, fertilizers and soil fum- 
igants are vital to success with many vege- 
table crops. 


But did you know that certain above-the- © 


ground materials can, in some cases, double 
the yields of certain crops? “They can,” 
explains API Extension Horticulturist John 
Bagby, pointing to mulches of straw or other 
organic materials as good examples. 

“A mulch is good for any vegetable crop,” 
says Bagby in reminding home gardeners to 
have mulching materials ready to spread 
when plants are up to a good stand. Mulch- 
ing conserves moisture, helps lower the 
ground temperature, and keeps down weeds 
and grass. In addition, it keeps the fruit of 
such crops as tomatoes, squash, and eggplant 
clean. 

The specialist recommends that a mulch 
be two or three inches thick. Pine straw, oat 
straw, leaves, spoiled hay, sawdust, and pea- 
nut hulls are all excellent mulching materials. 


> Keeping a good stand of cotton is more 
important this year than ever before, since 
the planted acreage is the smallest in recent 
years. 

Making this point to cotton farmers of Ala- 
bama, API Extension Agronomist Jasper 
Jernigan says many points must be watched 
tc insure maintenance of a_ high-yielding 
stand.. He made the following suggestions 
for making and keeping good stands: Wait 
until the plants have stopped dying from 
seedling diseases before chopping; leave 
plenty of cotton during chopping; be ready to 
go after insects before they can ruin stands; 
and cultivate carefully. 

Jernigan says growers who hand-pick cot- 
ton should have two or three stalks per hill, 
12 to 18 inches apart, at harvest time. Ma- 
chine harvesting is most efficient when there 
are four plants per foot of row. 


> Planning ahead, a trait identifying the 
successful in most any business venture, cer- 
tainly is the mark of the profit-making farm- 
er. And one of those important, forward- 
looking jobs for Alabama growers right now 
is taking soil samples from winter cropland. 

There are a couple of reasons why farmers 
ought to get in samples from fields earmark- 
ed for pasture and other fall-planted crops 
to the API soils lab during the next few 
weeks. The certainty of a rush just before 
planting time is one. More important, a 
grower should know fertilizer and lime re- 
quirements for such crops in time to put 
needed lime out two months ahead of plant- 


ing. 

Dr. Clarence M. Wilson, head of the soils 
lab, says that out of the more than 30,500 
fields tested, 76 percent needed lime for 
good legume growth. Obviously, livestock- 
men often fail to get their full benefit from

seed, fertilizer, and labor put into legume 
grazing unless they find out about the lime 
needs in time to counteract soil acidity be- 
fore a crop is seeded, 


> Pigs that grow into the most-profit for 
their owner usually spend a good bit of their 
time on good, cheap grazing. This summer 
is expected to be no exception, and API Ex- 
tension Agronomist O. N. Andrews suggests 
Starr millet or Otootan soybeans for farmers 
who don’t already have crops such as alfalfa 
and kudzu for the hog herd. 

The millet should be at least 15 inches high 
before hogs are turned on it, Andrews con- 
tinues. This crop is planted in 36 to 42-inch 
rows, using eight to 10 pounds of seed per 
acre. Or, it may be broadcast, using 25 
pounds per acre. 

Andrews said the soybeans should be 
planted, 30 pounds of seed to the acre, in 30 
to 42-inch rows. It’s best to broadcast and 
disk in fertilizer ahead of planting. Soybeans 
may be grazed when they are 15 inches high.

> Don’t put all your garden fertilizer down 
in one application, is the advice of expert 
horticulturists. 

These experts claim that several light ap- 
plications of fertilizer will grow more vege- 
tables than one heavy application. A good 
plan for fertilizing home gardens is to put 
out one quart of complete fertilizer per 100 
feet of row every two weeks for six applica- 
tions. Of course, extra nitrogen will be need- 
ed on long-season crops like okra, pepper, 
eggplant, and tomatoes.

®& Secret formulas, power-laden potents 
with a mystic air, held sway during the days 
of witch doctors and voodoo magic. And 
even today, mere mention of formulas brings 
to mind the connections of this word with the 
secretive drugs of ancient medicine men. 

But there’s certainly no mystery to the 
formula most farmers of today employ to 
make high yields of corn. They simply make 
use of the fact that nitrogen will make extra 
corn in fields where adapted varieties are 
grown by good production practices. 

J. C. Lowery, API Extension agronomist, 
declared that with such conditions and with 
norma! weather, two pounds of nitrogen will 
ordinarily produce about one bushel of corn, 
up to the recommended amounts of the ele- 
ment. On most Alabama soils, 60 to 90 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre can be used profitably; 
with irrigation and other particularly favor- 
able conditions, even higher rates will often 
pay dividends. 

If a crop received part of the recommend- 
ed amount of nitrogen in a complete fertilizer 
at planting, it should get the remaining nitro- 
gen as a side-dressing at second cultivation or 
about 30 days after planting. 


Iu sate form’ economy 
Home Demonstration 


plays leading role 


HOUGH the menfolk might scoff at what 

they term the feeble efforts of their bet- 

ter halves, statistics prove that the feminine 

set does a man-size job in adding more ink on 
the black side of the ledger. 

The API Extension Service, well aware of 
how much a woman can contribute to mak- 
ing a farm profitable and still run a comfort- 
able home, conducts an intensive home dem- 
onstration program. Its touch can be seen 
in farm homes throughout the state and in 
their budgets, too. 

Mrs. Lillie Alexander, who heads up this 
women’s program in the state, has accum- 
ulated an impressive set of figures along this 
line from local home demonstration agents. 
These agents, who conduct HD programs 
in every county, prove just how important a 
role women play in the state’s farm life. 

The figures reveal that last year 38,041 
women belonged to 1,389 home demonstra- 
tion clubs and 48,522 girls were in 2,643 4-H 
clubs. 

The biggest interest of these two groups 
turned out to be food. This ran highest along 
the savings line, as women all over the state 
ane new ways to slash the family’s food 

ills. 

The homemakers turned to all kinds of 
food preservation so they could utilize to the 
fullest family vegetable gardens, home or- 
chards, and meat animals. In fact they froze 
and canned twice as much food as in previous 
years. 

Approximately two-thirds of the farm 
homes in the state have home freezers. So 
interest in-preparing foods for these freezers 
grew by leaps and bounds. Some women 
froze complete meals—on individual trays— 
to save valuable time later. 

According to estimates, 8,433,739 pounds 
of vegetables and fruits were frozen; their 
value was $2,928,096. At the same time, 
11,356,174 pounds of meat went into freezers 
with a value of $6,501,157. 

And the women didn’t forget their old 
stand-by—canning went on in large volume in 
Alabama farm homes. And this fact came 
to light when figures showed that 20,607,241 
quarts of fruits and vegetables were canned 
with a value of - $2,378,512, and 205,734 
quarts of meat valued at $153,219. All foods 
conserved last year were valued at $13,733,- 
829. F 

And when it came to serving meals, the 
women were interested in saving money, 
time, and pounds. But they wanted meals 
stacked high with nutrition. One of the most 


‘popular subjects last year was the use of left- 


overs. Housewives sought all sorts of ways 
to avoid wasting leftovers by putting them in- 
to the garbage. They learned how to save 
dollars by using things in a different guise 
but an appetizing one, too. 

Quick meals held a high interest rating. 
Women knew that their time—just like the 
men’s—was worth money and that time sav- 
ed in fixing a meal could_be put to good use 
doing something else. 

Many women studied weight reduetion 
programs as they trimmed their figures down 
but kept their health up to par, Five coun- 
ties in the state carried on these reducing pro- 
grams, and women counted calories. 

All women like nice clothes, and statistics 
showed that last year was no exception. Just 
because the little woman was adept in han- 
dling a needle and thread, Alabama farm 
families in one year realized a savings well 
over one-half million dollars on clothes alone. 
And these clothes were made for everyone in 
the family.

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This Mosth In Rural Alabama 


ITH a community spirit second 
to none, a small band of Choc- 
taw County farm folks are setting a 
fast pace for competitors in commun- 
ity improvement contests. 

And if by chance you fail to recog- 
nize their settlement earlier, you’re 
sure to be aware of the location when 
C. H. Mason’s barn top looms into 
view—it announces in bold yellow let- 
ters—mostly for the benefit of over- 
head passers-by—that the place 
you’re now in is-Isney. 


And according to Choctaw County 
Agent Matthew Sexton, who has 
worked with the club since its organ- 
ization three years ago, the folks of 
this small farm community are mak- 
ing great strides in their plan for im- 
proved home and community living. 

As an example of the cooperation 
between the members of the Isney 
community, Sexton pointed to the 
name plate on Marvin Jackson’s mail- 
box. “That was a club project a 
couple of years ago,” Sexton began, 
“and today each of the 28 families in 
this area have name plates attached 
to neat mailboxes. The mailbox proj- 
ect is a good yardstick for measuring 
other undertakings of the Isney Club, 
as each has met with the same suc- 
cess,” Sexton explained. = 

Another good example of the Isney 
cooperative spirit is found in the story 
behind a new brick veneer church— 
the third one built for the expanding 
community in the past 118 years. 
Members of the Isney Baptist Church 
need no special financial arrange- 
ments for the new building; they’re 
doing the work themselves and pay- 
ing for all materials as they go! And 
they’re going along at a pretty fast 
clip. The building, now nearly com- 
pleted, was begun just over a year 
ago. 

A community park is another joint 
project that struck the fancy of Isney 
club members. The _ playground, 
complete with barbecue pits, chicken 
fryers, picnic tables, and adequate 
lighting, was fashioned from a scenic 
pine grove near the community 
churches last summer. And the park 
serves handily for club meetings such 
as the one scheduled for May 6—a 
barbecue chicken supper. Without 
doubt, the whole community will turn 


out for the event as they have done 
for each meeting during the club’s 
three year history. As Mrs. W. H. 
Bird, a leading Isney citizen puts it, 
“We never have a meeting without 
plenty to eat; maybe that’s why we 
always have a good crowd on hand 
come club meeting time.” 

A big reason for the plentiful food 
at community club suppers—despite 
six years of damaging drouth to hind- 
er vegetable crops—is a food preser- 
vation program carried out by com- 
munity club members. Telling about 
the jars lining her pantry shelves, 
Mrs. Bird estimated that she cans 
around 600 quarts of vegetables from 
the home garden each year. What’s 
more, every homemaker in the com- 
munity does about as well. 

Another project of the Isney Club, 
roadside improvement, suffered a set- 
back in 1955 when crepe myrtles set 
along the highway became victims of 
drouth. However, the ladies have 
launched another beautification cam- 
paign. This time verbenas are the 
plant selected to grace driveways and 
roadsides of the community. This 
project is scheduled for completion 
this summer. 

“But behind all these community 
improvements,” explains County 
Agent Sexton, “is a good farm im- 
provement program that puts the nec- 
essary cash behind the work. The 
main projects among the community’s 
farmers have been cotton and corn 
improvement. This year each farmer 
will follow all recommendations on 
cotton production—from soil testing 
to the picking operation. And every 
farmer who grows corn will plant part 
of his acreage as a thick spacing-high 
fertilization demonstration plot. 

“Since timber is one of the main 
farm products in the Southwest Choc- 
taw County community, the wood- 
lands are coming in for a bigger share 
of farmers’ attention each year. Al- 
ready many of the timber stands are 
being improved by selective cutting, 
fire protection, girdling of weed trees, 
and resetting of pine seedlings.” 

Leaders of this hardworking com- 
munity club are L. D. (Tot) Becton, 
president; Sanford Holifield, vice- 
president; Mrs. Marvin Jackson, sec- 
retary ; and Mrs, Irene McKay, report- 
er.

ductive if she’s allowed to make a 
hog of herself. 

Too much feed—particularly grain— 
makes mama pig less likely to have big 
litters of healthy offspring. That’s why 
early spring gilts to be saved for brood 
stock should be taken*from the fattening 
pigs when they weigh no more than 150 
pounds. Put them on good grazing and

self-styled hog operation

“T> ALPH WILKERSON is a good farmer,” 
declared Butler Assistant County Agent 
F. H. Morgan as his car approached the Wel- 
come community farmer’s place near Georgi- 
ana. 

And after chatting with Wilkerson awhile 
and looking over his hog program, I could see 
that the Farm and Home Development agent 
knew what he was talking about. There was 
no doubt that Wilkerson had put a lot of 
thought and planning into his present hog 
production program. 

It seems Wilkerson (at left in photo above 
with Agent Morgan) made many of the im- 
provements on his 275-acre farm after be- 
coming an FHD demonstrator two years ago. 
At the time he joined, the farmer was losing 
a lot of baby pigs because his sows had no 
place to farrow. So last fall Wilkerson com- 
pleted a barn that gives him feed ‘storage 
space and concrete farrowing pens. 

The new barn is built onto.a hillside with 
the top floor level with the ground and the 
bottom floor on the natural contour of the 
slope. The farrowing pens (on the lower 
floor—see photo above) open into a fenced- 
in area with running water and shade for the 
pigs. Corn can be hauled right into the top 
floor and a corn sheller sits nearby (see pho- 
to below). Underneath the sheller: on the 
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bottom floor is a seed storage bin, and after 
the corn is shelled it is funneled through a 
vent into the bin. Also nearby is space to 
stack supplement—tthe only feed Wilkerson 
buys—which is also poured through the vent. 
After the feed is in the storage room, Wilker- 
son hag only to mix it up and carry it a few 
steps to the hog feeding area. 


The concrete farrowing pens do double 
duty for Wilkerson. After the sows farrow, 
he knocks out the partitions and uses the 
larger pens for feeding out pigs during the 
fall and winter. Some litters are finished in 
fields of hogging corn. 

Wilkerson keeps from 10 to 12 brood sows, 
each weaning an average of 15 pigs per year. 
So, he markets nearly 200 No. 1 hogs each 
year in addition to raising some cotton and 
peanuts. Last year he made a bale of cot- 
ton to-the acre on 18 acres and averaged 800 
pounds of peanuts on eight acres. 

With 15 brood cows to feed besides his 
hogs, Wilkerson depends heavily on a good 
corn crop each year, “He averaged 55 
bushels to the acre on 70 acres last summer 
despite the dry weather,” pointed out Mor- 
gan. “He plans to plant at least that much 
this year and hopes for a better yield. 

“T’ll also plant two acres of alfalfa this fall 
ie we sows and pigs to graze,’ Wilkerson 
added. 


N Louisiana sugar is an important crop. 

Farmers there produce three-fourths of all 
the cane sugar grown in the United States. 
But they want to produce even more. 

The same is true of farmers who produce 
cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco, rice, peanuts, 


and other crops. Greater production is also 
the aim of manufacturers of farm machinery, 
automobiles, shoes, clothes, and countless 
other industrial products. 

All of this is true because American farm- 
ers and American industry are geared to high 
production; and high production is essential 
to a high standard of living. 

But high production goes beyond high 
standard of living. It is essential to a strong 
nation, because “‘only the strong can be free 
and orly the productive can be strong.” 

To this I add that only free people are high- 
ly productive. Therefore, 
our democratic freedom is 
our key to high production 
and strength as a nation. 

Yet, for a quarter of a cen- 
tury a major aim of our fed- 
eral farm program has been 
to control production, or to 
get rid of surpluses. While 
over-production is our big 
problem, top agricultural of- 
ficials in Russia are replaced 
if farm production does not 
go up. 

If all surpluses were removed so that we 
would have only enough cotton or corn or 
sugar or other products, it is believed that 
the price would go up above supports; and 
farm income would be higher. 

Our surplus problem stems from the fact 
that U. S. farmers are equipped to produce 
more food and fiber than are wanted at home 
and abroad. This turns our attention to in- 
creasing consumption in one of two ways: 
(1) consume more in the United States or 
(2) export more. 

Our farm products are used here in the U. 
Ss first, for food and, second, for industrial 
consumption, such as cotton in the textile in- 
dustry. 

Food consumption is based upon the ca- 
pacity of human stomachs. Fortunately, the 
American people are consuming more food, 
especially better foods—foods that make 
their bodies stronger and help them to live 
longer. 

Congress is appropriating substantial funds 
for research to find new and bigger outlets 
for farm products so that farmers may pro- 
duce more. Success of this work is important 
to all of us. 

Cotton, for example, is consumed in hun- 
dreds of ways; but some of its market is be- 
ing lost to synthetics because industries that 
produce these fibers want to sell more so they 
can produce more, They are succeeding at 
the expense of cotton. So cotton needs other 
markets, or uses. 

It. would be pleasing if every farmer could 
produce all that he wants to produce of any 
product and sell it for a good price, but our 
present economy does not permit this. So we 
have to do the best we can within our re- 
strictions. The same is true of manufactur- 
ers. They, too, must restrict their output to 
what they can sell. 

So, we must admit that our production sys- 
tem has its headaches. But we will stick to 
it because it is right and because it has given 
us the best system of farming in all of the 
world. It has also given us the world’s fin- 
est and most powerful nation.

Wiley sorgo . . . something new for hot cakes 


OT, buttered ‘biscuits and sorghum mo- 

lasses have been favorite breakfast foods 

of southern families for years. But this year 

sirup eaters are in for a special treat—some- 

thing new in the way of high quality mo- 
lasses. 

It’s an improved variety of sweet sorghum 
just released to Alabama farmers this year— 
called Wiley by the folks who developed it 
at the USDA Sugar Crops Field Station near 
Meridian, Miss. 

Wiley was tested alongside other well 
known varieties at the Sand Mountain (Cross- 
ville) and Piedmont (Camp Hill) substations 
and the Brewton Experiment Field. These 
studies revealed that the new variety matures 
six to 10 days earlier than Sart. However, 
stalks of this variety are smaller in diameter 
than those of Sart. Wiley is tall, growing 
from 12 to 16 feet under favorable conditions. 

Wiley.sorghum has thin, hard rinds that 
are almost free of the waxy bloom that oc- 
curs on Sart, Tracy, and other sorgos in com- 
mercial production. What’s more, the new 


plant has more juice with a higher sugar con- 
tent. 

Data on Wiley were collected from tests 
at the Sand Mountain Substation from 1953 
through 1956 and at the Brewton Experiment 
Field and Piedmont Substation during the 
past two years. 

Wiley produced about the same amount of 
sirup as Tracy and slightly more than Sart in 
four tests. The new sorghum averaged 252 
gallons of sirup per acre whereas Tracy made 
256 and Sart 223. In four other tests, the 
yield of stripped and topped stalks made by 
Tracy averaged only two-thirds that of 
Wiley. P 

Wiley was the only one of the three varie- 
ties that produced an acceptable quality of 
sirup under all conditions tested. 

A limited quantity of foundation seed of 
Wiley was grown at the API Foundation 
Seed Stock Farm at Thorsby last year. Grow- 
ers can apply for these seed through the 
Alabama Crop Improvement Association, Au- 
burn.

The cobs are absorbant, and the 
sows can’t pile them up as they .do straw. 
Also, cobs won’t catch fire from low-hanging 
heat lamps as easily as straw.

Wiss days and cold nights increase the 
necessity for keeping a close watch on 
the broiler house to see that proper ventila- 
tion is provided. Birds -will require plenty 
of air circulation on hot afternoons, but some 
of the windows will need to be closed at 
night. Research clearly indicates that Ala- 
bama poultrymen should give more attention 
to ventilating broiler houses.

OYBEANS could be the crop you need to 
boost your farm income.

AY, spawning time for bream, offers 

pond owners and fishermen in general 
one of the year’s best opportunities for a 
heavy catch. Twenty-five years ago, taking 
bream from beds was considered illegal and 
unsporting. Today, we know that catching 
bream from the bed is a good conservation 
practice because nine out of every 10 fish 
caught are male bluegills. ‘ 
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When R. M. Quiggle of Fruitdale in Washington 
County began producing seed on his place three years 
ago, he depended on custom cleaning of his entire 
output. But the custom method soon became too ex- 
pensive, as more and more acres were added to the 
seed program. So, the Farm and Home Development 
demonstrator simply solved the problem by installing 
his own seed cleaning plant. At right, Quiggle (left) 
makes a few changes in the seed catching system as 
County Agent Howard Moss looks on.

On Quiggle farm, pace too fast for old stand-bys 


OUBLE-CROPPING, many a farmer’s 

answer to the lingering cost-price 
squeeze, could sprout into a serious threat 
for such southern stand-bys as cotton and 
corn. 

As a matter of fact, the two-crops-in-one- 
year system has already crowded both these 
crops off the R. M. Quiggle farm in Wash- 
ington County. “But, as Quiggle will ad- 
mit,” says County Agent Howard Moss, “the 
switch was a few years in the making. And, 
at that, the Fruitdale farmer is several jumps 
ahead of most farmers in this section on a 
double-cropping operation that sometimes 
appears more like triple-cropping. 

“For example,” Moss continued, “Quiggle, 
who cooperates with us in the Farm and 
Home Development phase of our over-all pro- 
gram, takes clover seed, bahia seed, and a 
cutting of hay off the same piece of land dur- 
ing the year. Or, in another case, steers are 
sold off oats in spring, the oats are combined 
for sale, and grain sorghum planted for sum- 
mer combining. 
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“With such a specialized program,” the 
farm agent declared, “it’s no wonder that 
the old cotton and corn economy stands in 
danger of dropping a peg or two from its po- 
sition over other Alabama farm crops. Af- 
ter all, it was only a few years ago that a 
farmer could make a pretty good living by 
farming his land only four or five months out 
of the year. But those days appear gone for- 
ever. It’s my prediction that more and more 
farmers will follow the pace set by young, 
up-and-coming farmers like R. M. Quiggle, 
who started from scratch three years ago to 
build one of the finest farm operations in 
Washington County.” 

Let’s take a closer look at this farm op- 
eration that’s good enough to crowd 65 
bushels per acre corn right off the farm. 

A big reason for the success of Quiggle’s 
specialized seed program is tied in with a 
new 47 by 60-foot building near his partially 
completed farm home. This building, the 
heart of his seed producing program, houses 
a seed cleaning outfit, farm equipment, and 


seed storage bins. Last year Quiggle ran 
about 50 to 60 tons of his own seed through 
the plant, and another 20 tons were cleaned 
for neighbors. 

Quiggle got started in the seed business 
three years ago when he first combined and 
sold crimson clover seed. Now the seed pro- 
duction program has expanded to include 40 
acres of soybeans, 20 acres of grain sorghum, 
35 acres of wheat, 20 acres of oats, 25 to 40 
acres of crimson clover, and 30 to 50 acres 
of bahia grass. 

But how does this complicated program 
work out with labor in such short: supply 
these days? “Very well,” claims Quiggle, who 
supplies 99 percent of the labor for the en- 
tire operation. “The only time I get in a 
real push is during wheat, oat, and crimson 
clover combining season. When all these 
crops are ready for harvest at the same time, 
it’s a real sweat.” 

But Quiggle quickly points out that the 
worry is sometimes harder than the work. 
He said the strain is particularly bad if the 
weather becomes threatening around crimson 
clover harvest time. “One rain at just the 
right time and you might as well leave the 
combine in the barn,” the veteran seedsman 
explained. “If it looks like rain along about 
time for clover combining, I always eat a 
big dinner and ‘try to take a good nap and 
forget about the seed. After all, there’s lit- 
tle I can do about the situation.” 

Perhaps the danger of weather damage to 
the seed crops is the explanation for the 40 
brood cow herd on the Quiggle farm. He can 
usually depend on them for a steady income, 
come rain or Shine, particularly if he takes 
advantage of special sales as he did this year 
when he sold a calf crop at the Washington 
County Cattleman’s Association-sponsored 
sale in Chatom last March. Quiggle said the 
concentration of 185 head of quality calves 
at the sale brought in buyers from a half 
dozen large packing companies—the farm- 
er’s benefited by higher prices from the com- 
petitive bidding. 

County Agent Howard Moss agreed that 
Quiggle’s ideas about the cattle sale hit the 
point with the same accuracy as his other 
farm decisions. And at the same time, Moss 
invited cattlemen interested in selling their 
calves at a good price to be on hand for the 
second sale on May 138. :

County dress revue winners discovered 
their biggest savings came in making their 
own street clothes, with children’s clothes 
coming second. Women were quite interest- 
ed in the dress revues; 2,920 took part. 

The do-it-yourself move didn’t confine it- 
self to city homes or even to the men. Home 
demonstration women went into it in a big 
way all over the house, improving the looks 
of walls, furniture, everything. Farm women 
made their own draperies and saved their 
husbands $38,000 in this way. By reuphol- 
stering their own sofas and chairs they chalk- 
ed up another savings of $36,629; saved 
$120,390 by refinishing walls, and $45,838 
by refinishing floors. And 427 of these am- 
bitious women improved their kitchens at a 


cost of $655,382, averaging a little over $1500 


apiece. 

But this do-it-yourself trend didn’t confine 
itself to homes. Many women took up handi- 
craft and made useful and attractive gadgets 
such as trays for gifts. In fact handicraft 
work done by women last year was valued 
at $20,348. And 437 women turned their 
handicraft items into ready cash by market- 
ing them, thus adding to the family income. 

A total of 2,501 new farm homes were 
built last year showing definite traces of the 
feminine touch. And 10,907 women bought 
major appliances last year for their homes, 
but only after careful study and investigation 
to find out just what type and make best 
suited their own individual needs. 

And.to top it all off, 3,835. women were so 
interested and concerned in the family fi- 
nances that they successfully put to use a 
carefully worked out family spending plan. 
Families, numbering 30,698, received help 
from the Extension Service in child develop- 
ment and guidance.

WHEN filling packages for the home 
freezer with soft foods, such as creamed 
chicken, place two pieces of cellophane every 
few inches throughout the package.

Beef Birds . .. Mealtime 


RAISING meat in a tightly covered pot 
or pan combines browning with steam- 
ing and stewing and develops rich flavor in 
meat. It’s a good way to cook less tender 
beef, It’s also good for pork chops and for 
tender cuts of beef, lamb, and veal that are 
too lean for open-pan roasting and broiling. 
Braised beef birds, says API Extension 
Foods Specialist Mary Hulsey, offer a pleas- 
ing variety in beef cookery, are easy to pre- 
pare, and readily appeal to beef lovers. 

A USDA recipe for beef birds calls for the 
following ingredients: 2 pounds of beef round 
steak; 14 cup chopped celery and leaves; 1 
onion chopped; 4 tablespoons fat; 2 cups soft 
bread crumbs; salt and pepper to taste; and 
herb seasoning, if desired. : 

In buying round steak have it sliced about 
14 inch thick. Cut it into strips 2 to 3 inches 
wide and about 4 inches long, Pound the 
pieces to flatten them and help make the 
meat tender. 

For stuffing, cook the celery and onion in 
2 tablespoons fat for a few minutes, add the 
bread crumbs and seasoning, and mix

BLANCHING VEGETABLES BEF ORE 
FREEZING. Blanching is an essential step 
in freezing vegetables. In tests at Auburn, 
correct blanching aided packaging and help- 
ed greatly to preserve color and flavor. 
Blanching is usually done by heating pre- 
pared vegetables for three to five minutes in 
boiling water or steam. Time varies with 
kind of vegetable, degree of maturity, and 
method of preparation. Corn to be frozen 
on the cob requires seven to 12 minutes, de- 
pending upon size of ears.

LABOR-SAVING IRRIGATION SYSTEM. 
Substantial labor savings in operating sprin- 
kler irrigation systems can be obtained by 
using sections of plastic hose to connect tri- 
pod-moynted sprinklers to aluminum laterals. 
With a 60 by 80-foot sprinkler spacing, using 
80-foot sections of plastic hose reduced labor 
from one and one-half to one man-hours per 
acre per irrigation in Auburn tests. Since lat- 
erals are moved a distance of 240 feet at a 
time, tractor and trailer can be used for mov- 
ing pipe to make the job. easier.

JOHNSON GRASS SUMMER PASTURE. 
Continuously grazed Johnson grass and Starr 
millet pastures had approximately 75 percent 
of the carrying capacity of Sudan grass dur- 
ing a 28-day Alabama study. Observations 
indicated that the high carrying capacity of 
Sudan did not continue during the next four- 
week period, but no measurements were 
made. Average weekly milk production per 
cow on the forages was: Sweet Sudan grass, 
161 pounds; Johnson grass, 153 pounds; and 
Starr millet, 154 pounds. In another study 
the same forages were cut and fed fresh 
daily. Average weekly production was: Su- 
dan grass, 182 pounds; Johnson grass, 184 
pounds; and Starr millet, 168 pounds.

POTATO STORAGE. Spring grown pota- 
toes sprout, shrivel, and otherwise lose qual- 
ity when kept in common storage. Those re- 
maining until about Christmas are poor-qual- 
Cold storage is the only practical 
way known to prevent loss of quality. In tests 
at Auburn, however, treatment soon after 
harvest with two ounces of Barsprout dust 
per bushel delayed shriveling and sprouting 
enough to justify treatment.

IMPROVING PINE STAND. Pine seedlings 
and small saplings that are over topped by 
scrub hardwoods will grow rapidly in height 
if hardwoods are removed. When this was 
done experimentally in Alabama, growing 
space was soon utilized by the pines. This 
improved the pine component of the stand. 

- * * 

FERTILIZER STORAGE. Plans are avail- 
able for a new low-cost, pole-type, farm-size 
fertilizer storage building that was designed 
by the API Agricultura] Experiment Station. 
The shed permits safe storage of 20 tons of 
bagged fertilizer at truck-bed height. This 
keeps fertilizer away from ground moisture 
and reduces lifting in loading and unloading. 
Plans for the building (plan number BD-25) ' 
are available from the API Extension Service, 
through your local county agent.

PEANUT LEAFSPOT CONTROL. Good 
control of peanut leafspot has been obtained 
in eight years of research at the Wiregrass 
Substation, Headland. Sulfur dust contain- 
ing about 3.2 percent metallic copper, plus 
2.5 percent DDT for insect control, was the 
most consistent of the many dusts tested. Ex- 
cept in unusually dry years, four applications 
gave best control.

A good fishpond brings pleasure, 
profit, and pride to its owner. A 
| poor one is a_ disappointment. A 
fish pond is good if fishing is good. 
It should yield between 100 and 200 
pounds of fish per acre each year. 
Unmanaged ponds usually yield 
less than 35 pounds per acre. If 
your pond is manageable, it will 
respond to proper treatment. A 
good pond requires four essential 
qualities: 

1. A favorable site—soil that 
holds water, a watershed of fav- 
orable size (not too large), and a 
basin of suitable depth. 

2. Proper construction, and pro- 
tection from erosion. Clear the 
|pond of brush and trees. Leave 
the pond bottom smooth so you 
can seine it if necessary. Make the 
the spillway extra wide. Deepen 
any place that would be shallow. 
Divert excessive waters when nec- 
essary. ? 

8. Fertile and weedless water. 
Pond waters respond with manage- 
ment, to grow more food, more

Protected from fire, Alabama’s 
forests do an excellent job of 
renewing themselves where seed 
trees are adequate. Some help 
from man, howver, continues to 
be necessary and tree planting 
this year will reach a record- 
breaking 70,000 acres. To date 
more than 200,000 acres in Ala- 
bama have ‘been planted to pines.

WASHINGTON, Rep. Armistead 
I. Selden testified before the House 
Appropriations Committee to urge 
the approval of funds for planning 
and designing the Millers Ferry 
multiple purpose lock and dam to 


be located on the Coosa-Alabama|to the Coosa River dams that are 


River system near Camden. 

The Millers Ferry dam is one 
of three proposed structures on 
the lower part of the waterway 
which, according to the Corps of 
Engineers, will be necessary be- 
fore these rivers can be uséd as 
traffic arteries. Navigability of 
the waterway from Rome, Georgia, 
to the Gulf of Mexico will also de- 
pend upon the addition of locks 


being constructed by the Alabama 
Power Company. 

In his testimony, Congressman 
Selden pointed out that the Coosa- 
Alabama River system is one of 
the greatest undeveloped water- 
ways in the entire United States. 

Rep. Selden told the Approp- 
riations Committee that a recent 
report by the U. S. Corps of En- 
gineers indicates that the three 


proposed structures on the Ala- 
bama River below Montgomery 
are economically justified and that 
the Engineers recommend con- 
struction of the Millers Ferry in- 
stallation first. He urged the com- 
mittee members to include, the sum 
of $150,000 for planning the -Mil- 
lers Ferry lock and dam so that 
the orderly development of the 
Coosa-Alabama waterway might

This is a temperance lesson. But 
it is not based on the intemper- 
ance of the drunkard; the narcotic 
victim or the mora] degenerate. 

It ig a record of the intemperate 
favoritism of a father and mother 
toward their children, the intem- 
perate use of time and talents of 
one son and the intemperate greed 
of the other son. 

Isaac was a blind old man at 
the time of the events recorded 
in our lesson Scripture. Although 
Isaac’s son Esau, a few minutes 
older than his twin brother Ja- 
cob, had _ recklessly permitted 
Jacob to buy his birthright for a 
full meal, Isaac still wanted Esau 
to become the head of the house 
after the father’s death, and in- 
tended to give Esau his blessing, 
without which the birthright and 
its privileges could not be en- 
joyed. 

In striving for Isaac’s blessing 
for Jacob, he and his mother Re- 
bekah_ resorted to intemperate 
and sinful trickery and deceit. 
While both Rabekah and Jacob 
knew that God himself had giv- 
en his favor and promise of fam- 
ily leadership to Jacob, they fail- 
ed to wait for God’s own time in 
bringing his plans into effect. 

Esau didn’t deserve the plans 
his father had for him. He was 
intoxicated with the pursuit of 
non-profitable indulgence and an 
indolent attitude toward spiritual 
values. His chief concern was for 
the present. 

Easu wanted his mess of pot- 
tage regadless of the rights of 
his family. Being a good husband 
and father was secondary to hav- 
ing a full stomach and a satisfied 
appetite.

"T REMEMBER | 


BY THE OLD TIMERS 


From A. D. Moses, Nyssa, Ore- 
gon: How well I remember the 
mode of living and incidents that 
happened over 50 years ago with- 
in the city of Spokane, Washing- 
ton. In the springtime we gathered 
wild flowers, sand roses, yellow 
bells and buttercups from the 
sparsely settled townsite. 

The old lamplighter lit the arc 
lights on the street corners in the 


games under these old lights. Spo- 
kane had not converted to the elec- 
tric lights, so the homes were 
using gas and coal oil for lights 
and some even used candles. 

In 1903, I well remember, Indi- 
ans on horseback peddled huckle- 
berries (which they had gathered 
from the local hills) house to 
house. In 1904 a cougar followed a 
woman home (she had been visit- 
ing a neighbor two blocks away). 
Her husband cornered the animal 
in their chicken yard and killed 
him with one shot. 


Some of our neighbors kept a 
horse and buggy, for then the auto- 
mobile had not arrived. But they 
were laying street car tracks and 
part of the city soon had street car 
service. 

The street car age has passed, 
so has the ox drawn wagon. One 
of my earliest recollections is the 
sight of an ox drawn wagon haul- 
ing wheat to market, the driver 
walking alongside with a long bull 
whip which he would crack over 
their heads.

POWER COMPANY 
MAY OPEN NEW 
MINE IN COUNTY 


The Business Editor of the Bir- 
mingham News, writing for his 
paper, tells of plans for opening 
two.new coal mines by the Ala- 
bama Power Company, operations 
to begin sometime in 1959. A site 
for one of the new mines, he says, 
has been chosen. ; 

It will be between Gorgas and 
Parrish, in Walker County, in what 
is known as the Warrior Coal 
Field. 

The company expects to dig 
1,500,000 tons of coal a year from 
| this source to help supply fuel re- 
quirements for the $150 million 
electric generating facility being 
built at Wilsonville, in Shelby 
County, by the Southern’ Electric 
Generating Co. 

Excavations will begin 
| year on this new mine. 

Site for the second mine is as 
yet undetermined. But studies now 
underway tend‘’to indicate it may 
be located in new coal fields in 
Shelby County which Alabama 
Power purchased last year. 

One source said the company 
bought 30,000 acres of coal lands 
in the Shelby and Bibb county 
area, in the Cahaba Coal Field, 
thatthe newly-acquired_lands-_held 
an estimated 200 million tons of 
coal. 

If located in Shelby County 
the mouth of the mine would be 
only 25 miles from the electric 
generating plant at Wilsonyille. 

The number of men required for 
these two new mines can be rough- 
ly estimated by figuring the out- 
put per man per day—now around 
11 tons—at,the Alabama Power 
Co.’s Gorgas mine. 

At the rate of 11 tons per man 
per day, figuring 250 working 
days a year, more than 400 men 
would be required for operation 
of the new mine.

Hill Working For 
Miller's Ferry Dam 


It is reported from Washington 
that Senator Lister Hill of Ala- 
bama has urged a Senate appro- 
priations subcommittee to approve 
an approprition of $150,000 for 
planning Miller’s Ferry dam on the 
Alabama river. Senator Hill, a 
member of the subcommittee told 
his colleagues “the appropriation 
is urgently needed 

He said Army engineers are 
making a review of plans for de- 
| velopment of the Alabama-Coosa 
basin and that an interim report 
has said that work on the project 
below Montgomery would be eco- 
nomically justified, 

“Full development of the water- 
way,” Hill said, “will bring the 
advantages of adequate hydro-elec- 
tric power for industrial purposes, 
employment opportunities for 1% 
million people, inexpensive water

THE TRAGEDY AT GUNTERSVILLE 


Guntersville is a busy, growing, 
law-abiding town, on the banks of 
the Tennessee river in North Ala- 
bama. Because of its location, and 


other favorable conditions Gunters- 


ville has grown rapidly, indus- 
trially, in recent years. 
Early Monday morning of last 


week, as the people were going to 
their work for the day, word came 
that there was trouble at a new 
plant being built for another new 
industry. 

Officers hurried to the scene and 
found two men dead and 6 others 
wounded; one of them seriously. 
There had been a gun battle be- 
tween two groups of men, with 
such sad and shocking results. 

The plant was. being built by a 
construction firm from 
Men from around Guntersville and 
some from other states were at 
work, for the construction com- 
pany. 

The week before there had been 
some differences about working 
relations and some of the men 
went out on strike. Picket lines 
were set up, and a barricade was 
built across the road leading to the 
plant. 

The pickets came early and were 
on duty when some men who want- 
ed to work, accompanied by some 
officers of the company drove up 
and began moving the barricade. 

Without preliminaries and with- 
out warning, the shooting started 
and in a few seconds two men lay 
dead and 6 others had fallen 
wounded. But for a mere accident; 
or it may be the mercy of God, 
these six men would have been 
dead too. Evidently both sides 
were shooting to kill.

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Retest Fields— 


Every Three Years 


ANY fields tested since the API soils lab- 
oratory started operations in 1953 will 
be due for retesting this fall. 

In order to fertilize crops accurately, farm- 
ers should send a soil sample from each 
field at least once every three years. This 
rule holds, according to Auburn soil chem- 
ists, even though the same crop is being 
grown continuously on a field. 

The fact is, the crop may not change but 
the balance of plant foods in the soil often 
does. The folks responsible for analyzing 
the soil samples sent to Auburn by Alabama 
farmers and sending growers recommenda- 
tions on fertilizing and liming fields for spe- 
cific crops explain the need for retesting this 
way: ; 

Although fertilizer recommendations are 
made on a plant-use basis, there frequently 
is a change in the ratio of plant foods in the

June is Dairy Month . . . Alabama Producers Join Celebration 


This month Alabama dairymen join their colleagues from over the nation in 
the celebration of June Dairy Month. According to Extension Dairyman John 
Parrish, the nation’s dairy industry selected this campaign to proclaim the virtues 
and to boost the products of the cow. 

“The cow is an animal that does deserve some special recognition from man- 
kind,” commented Parrish, “for no beast has given more to man than Old Bossy, 
the producer of our milk.” 

Parrish pointed out that the cow has been part of the American economy for 
some 350 years now, but there has been only one really famous cow, and that cow 

- is noted for her infamy. ; 

, “It was back in 1871 that a cow, very likely ® scrub cow at that, kicked over 
a lantern carelessly left in-the barn of one Mrs. O’Leary in Chicago. The follow- 
ing fire almost eliminated that city,” Parrish said. 

“But, forgetting this tragedy, which really wasn’t the cow’s fault anyway, if 
ever an animal deserved the praise of man, the cow does. She has been a perma- 
nent part of our history since a group of Englishmen founded the Jamestown Col- 
ony in 1607. The early settlers at Jamestown learned in a hurry that cows were 
essential for their survival, and they didn’t waste much time getting’ them over 
here, 

“During June Dairy Month this year the dairy industry is commemorating its 
350th anniversary. An industry which started out with a few cows in that early 
settlement today reaches into every part of the nation and is a part of our every- 
day life.” Behind each bottle of milk or piece of cheese in your refrigerator right 
now is one of the nation’s biggest industries, employing several million people 
and using the products of untold factories. 

“The producer of all these products, the docile cow—22 million or so of them 
—goes about eating grass that might otherwise be wasted to produce nature’s most 
nearly perfect food.: Of course, we don’t expect the cow and her keeper to become 
enshrined, but when we spend some time counting our blessings, let’s not overlook 
the cow’s constant contribution to our welfare.”

Farm 
Theme 


ie teamwork makes for successful 
farming, the M. T. Harbisons 
should reek with prosperity. 

You see, every member of this energetic 
family shares the farm chores—and the farm 
income. 

The five Harbisons are up and working at 
5 a. m. each morning, and while Mrs. Harbi- 
son and Nell are getting breakfast, the men- 
folk are busy with the stock. Bruce, a 17- 
year-old son, takes care of the hogs, beef cat- 
tle, milk cow, and two fat calves. Feeding 
18,000 broilers is the main task of Mr. Harbi- 
son and Fred, an 18-year-old son who attends 


St. Bernard College in Cullman. 

After finishing the morning chores, the 
three youngsters leave for school, and the 
senior Harbison catches up on odd jobs that 
always pile up on a farm. For instance, the 
other day when Farm and Home Develop- 
ment Agent O. Y. Smith dropped by the Har- 
bison place on a visit, the farmer was busy 
laying a concrete block foundation for an ad- 
dition to the crib. 

Now it just so happens that the crib itself 
is a pretty good example of how the Harbi- 
sons’ cooperative farming system works. “It 
was Bruce’s idea to build ratproof storage 
space for our 10-acre corn crop,” explained 
Harbison. “And after kicking the idea around 
for several days, I agreed that ‘our place 
could stand a new crib. So, Bruce and I de- 
cided to build the crib cooperatively—he 
would pay for- the concrete floor and help 
‘with the construction; I would pay for the 
rest.”” * 

And as Harbison went on to tell Agent 
Smith, the rats didn’t have a ‘chance at the 
700 bushels of corn last winter. The rats’ 
share—and most of the rest—went to Bruce’s 
4-H market hog project. Fact is, the corn 
crib furnished a good part of the feed that 
put a top finish on 60 hogs sold from the 
FHD family’s farm last year. 

As Smith pointed out, the hogs from the 
Harbison farm were raised on good, green 
grazing. Harbison banks on poultry-manur- 
ed Bermuda grass, oats, and rescue to carry 
the brunt of the grazing load. However, five 
acres of new alfalfa will furnish grazing for 
the expanding hog operation—and hay for 
the beef cattle herd. Too, three purebred 
Guernseys will feast on the fine-stemmed leg- 
ume hay. 

The Guernseys belong to Nell and Bruce 
and have won several honors in dairy show 
circles. Fact is, Bruce showed the grand 
champion of the Cullman County dairy show 
last year, and Nell showed the reserve cham- 
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pion. What’s more, last year’s grand cham- ' 


pion calf in the Cullman County Fat Calf 
Show and Sale was none other than Bruce’s 
1,036-pound Hereford. 

“Working together, the Harbisons’ farm 
theme, is certainly a goal more families 
should adopt,” says Agent Smith, “for I have 
never seen a more cooperative, willing-to- 
work attitude during my experience with 
farm people,” 
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LESS FAT, MORE LEAN—The trend toward 
meatier hogs is gaining momentum as more and 
more farmers add stretchy brood sows to their hog 
operations.

MPRESSIVE facts about home demonstra- 
tion work came to light at the April dis- 
trict meetings of clubwomen in Alabama. The 
program at each of these meetings brought 
a look backward and a view into the future 
as HD members sought ways to accomplish 
more. 

In their backward look they saw that home 
demonstration work in Alabama began with 
tomato canning clubs in two counties—Pike 
and Walker. The clubs werg small; the pro- 
gram, simple. 

The early clubwomen were engaged in pro- 
ducing and preserving food, realizing that the 
history of mankind is that of a hungry animal 
searching for food. 

Many other important facts came out dur- 
ing these discussions. For example, it was 
noted that the United States 
is growing rapidly in popu- 
lation and in machines, 
equipment, and gadgets of 
all kinds. = 

Forty years ago we were 
a nation of 100 million peo- 
ple. Ten years ago popula- 
tion was up to 141 million; 
now it’s 170 million. 

Our total population is 
now increasing by 7000 daily 
while farm population de- 
clines each day by 1500. The yearly increase 
in the United States is about equal to Ala- 
bama’s total population. 

The trend to smaller families has-been re- 
versed. Young people who are members of 
families with three children now expect four 
of their own. 

People are marrying younger. The av- 
erage marriage age in 1940 was 21.2 years 
for women and 24.6 years for men. It’s now 
20 years for women and 23 for men, with in- 
dications that by 1965 it will be 19 for women 
and 22 for men. 

People are living longer. The average span 
of life now is about 65 years for men and\70 
for women. By 1965 it is expected to be 70 
for men and 75 for women. : 

We have more children and young people 
in schools and colleges; and we'll have still 
more tomorrow if we can provide the facili- 
ties for them. ; 

Farm people are earning more in non-farm 
employment. The 1950 census showed that 
two families out of five had one or more mem- 
bers fully employed off the farm. And many 
Bue non-farm people are living in the coun- 
ry. . 

Farms are increasing in size, but many are 
still too small to produce enough income for 
a family. : 

We are living in a money economy. Com- 
mercial farming has largely replaced domes- 
tic farming. ° . 

We are in an age of tension and worries— 
about nuclear weapons; about debts; about 
accidents due to machines on farms, on high- 
ways, and in homes; and about hundreds of 
other things. 

All of these facts put together set off two 
reactions: (1) Our growth and vigor as a na- 
tion is encouraging; and (2) our current and 
future problems are tremendous. 

They challenge us to think and study and 
work to the end that our homes and our farms 

“may continue to improve for better living in 
line with the needs pf a sound and progres- 
sive nation of plenty.

Alfalfa... 


That’s the crop nearly everyone said would 
not grow in Lamar County. Rut County Agent 
Haskell Lumpkin didn’t go along with the 
idea. 

“Alfalfa is the top hay and grazing crop 
that can be planted in this county,”’ declares 
the farm agent. 

And he has some pretty good evidence to 
back his belief in the fast-growing legume. 

First of all, W. W. Cotney, superintendent 
of the Upper Coastal Plains Substation at 
Winfield, furnishes definite proof that alfal- 
fa will grow in the type soil found in Lamar 
County. Cotney has figures from a five-year- 
old alfalfa stand showing that it produced 
three and a half tons of hay per acre each 
year. And this test plot soil—as far as fer- 
tility is concerned—can be matched on most 
Lamar farms. 

But Agent Lumpkin says the experiment 
station support of his belief in alfalfa is weak- 
er than well water compared to other proof 
he can furnish those skeptical about growing 
this crop in Lamar County. 


His proof? 
. eleven fields of the prettiest grazing 
a cow ever laid mouth to. All are new al- 
falfa stands—from two to six acres—planted 
this past fall. And every plant is sprouting 
from good Lamar County farmland, right 
where they said the King of the Forage 
Crops could not reign. 
One of the knee-deep alfalfa fields occupies 
a piece of hillside on the Olen Wheeler dairy 
farm near Fernbank. And you know how

single plant-nor cut a bale of hay! But he’s 
seen enough pasture crops during his dairy- 
ing days to develop a sharp eye for forage 
bargains... - 

Alfalfa is a bargain, despite much opinion 
to the contrary, says this veteran cow milker. 
Of course it costs a little more to put in an 
acre of alfalfa than some other crops, Wheel- 
er admits. “But, you know, with alfalfa, 
same as cows and equipment, you usually get 
what you pay for. For instance, it cost me 
$55 per acre to get my two acres of dusty 
ground seeded last fall,”” Wheeler continued, 
“but I figure the first cutting of hay will more 
than pay this expense.” 

The Fernbank Rt. 1 farmer was further 
convinced of the value of his newly planted 
crop after hearing a neighboring dairyman 
tell about grazing his alfalfa for a few days 
this spring. The neighbor, W. C. Morrison, 
told Wheeler that his alfalfa was so pretty 
and the other crops had been grazed so close- 
ly that he decided to turn his cows into the 
alfalfa for about an hour each day. And 
Morrison said the cows each paid for their 
extra helping of grazing with an additional 
half gallon of milk-each day. 

But even though Wheeler believes in his 
new crop, he’s using it only to round out his 
over-all feed program, not as the answer to 
all his feeding problems. The truth is, he’ll 
use the crop largely for hay. His feed pro- 
gram includes 40 acres of feed crops, such 
as sorghum for silage, oats, crimson clover, 
ryegrass, and permanent pasture. 


Farm Agent Lumpkin agreed that alfalfa 
is by no means the answer to any farmer’s 
entire livestock feeding program. But, he 
estimated that about half the farms in the 
county need alfalfa for their particular com- 
bination of crops and livestock, And he said 
most of these farms have fields suited to 
growing the nutritious legume crop. 

Lumpkin recalled that each of the 11 al- 
falfa fields planted last fall were well-drain- 
ed, productive sites. And he noted that many 
of the areas were in legumes during the pre- 
vious winter. He advises other future grow- 
ers not to select alfalfa land where oats or 
ome small grains have been harvested for 
seed. 

Another practice carried out by each farm- 
er before plowing his alfalfa field was send- 
ing soil samples to the state laboratory in Au- 
burn for fertilizer and lime recommendations. 
And according to Lumpkin, each farmer 
needed the same amount of lime per acre— 
three tons. But, he said, the fertilizer need- 
ed was different in many cases. 

Then, around the first of September, the 
seedbed was prepared and from 25 to 35 
pounds of certified, inoculated seed were put 
down with a drill or cyclone seeder and firm- 
ed with a cultipacker. 

Lumpkin said alfalfa varieties recommend- 
ed for Lamar County are Buffalo, Williams- 
burg, Atlantic, Kansas Common, Oklahoma 
Common, Vernal, and Narragansett. 

He invited any farmer interested in joining 
Lamar County alfalfa growers to drop by his 
office for a talk about the crop. 
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Still Time To Set Coastal 


ARLY spring is the best time to set Coastal 
Bermuda, it’s true. But many of the 
state’s best Coastal stands came from sprigs 
set just before summer rains. Therefore, you 
may continue setting this pasture grass any 
time there is moisture in the soil. Of course, 
it’s best to begin Coastal plantings with a 
nursery patch of one quarter to one acre in 
size. Get-your nursery ready for planting 
several acres of Coastal next spring. 


Imported Fire Ants 
Departing Nixon Farm 


OR as far as he could see, ugly earthen 
mounds dotted the rolling pasture. The 
land, once solid in fine grasses and clovers, 
now teemed with millions, perhaps billions, 
of fire ants. 

The sight on this early March morning 
wasn’t especially shocking to L. C. Nixon 
Jr.; he’d become used to it. But the thought 
of the ants keeping their hold on his land was 
indeed alarming. He and his father had put 
money and sweat into building these pastures, 
into the beef cattle that grazed them. The 
Sumter County farmers needed every bit of 
the land, not just that left after the ants built 
their homes, 

Young Nixon recalled that three years ago 
he and County Agent W. B. Story spotted a 
few ant mounds around the barn. This first 
sign of what was to come didn’t worry the 
farmer very much. But as the mounds be- 
came more numerous and widespread during 
the next two years, he became convinced that 
he was in for a fight. 

And so it was last March that Nixon de- 
cided the time had come to poison the ants 
on as much of his land as he could. The 400- 
acre block chosen for treatment was not only 
the best grazing area, but it also had the most 
ants—an average of 125 to 150 mounds per 
acre. 

Since the grass-clover pasture was due for

fertilizing, Nixon bought 400 pounds of 0-14- 
14 for each acre. He had the dealer mix 
heptachlor—the insecticide—in the fertilizer 
at the rate of eight pounds of 25 percent wet- 
table powder per 400 pounds of fertilizer. 

An eight-foot fertilizer distributor was used 
to broadcast the mixture. Nixon chained on 
a 2 x 6-inch board between the tractor and 
distributor and a couple of inches above the 
ground. As the machines moved over the 
pasture, the board knocked off the mound 
tops and the heptachlor fell into the open 
beds. On areas that couldn’t be reached with 
machines, mainly around trees and fence 
rows, heptachlor was spread on each mound 
by hand. 

The treatment was a complete success. On 
all the 400 acres there’s hardly an active 
mound left. With the ants dead, rains beat 
the mounds back into the earth and plants 
slowly covered the bare spots. 

The Nixons, junior and senior, say that al- 
though they regretted having to spend money 
to kill ants, every dollar was well invested. 
The absence of fire ants and the presence of 
more and better grazing have made the Nix- 
ons so pleased that more acres will be treat- 
“lls soon as the men can get around to the 
job.

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Don’t Kill Your Livestock by Inoculation 


READ livestock diseases such as blackleg 
and hog cholera send farm “doctors” 
with loaded hypodermic syringes into hun- 
dreds of Alabama livestock herds each year, 
They’re out to immunize their animals 
against these plagues. % 
But many a well-meaning “doc’’ souses 
his needle into a mud-covered animal without 
bothering to clean off the target area, ac- 
cording to Dean R. 8S. Sugg of the API School 
of Veterinary Medicine. ‘And the good in- 
tentions of the inoculator may come to naught 
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if the injection opens a pathway for fatal 
disease germs,” Sugg said. “Several cases of 
livestock deaths following vaccinations in- 
vestigated by our department have revealed 
the trouble was failure to disinfect the sy- 
ringe, hypodermic needles, and the skin at 
the point of inoculation.” 

Sugg went on to say that such losses can

The 
laboratory in.Auburn can give prompt reports 
during June—and July. Your county agent 
has boxes for mailing samples and can give 
you instructions on soil sampling.

ATE June and early July ‘are good times 
to plant sericea. Prepare soil well and 
be ready to seed when rains come.

OES hauling hogs cause shrinkage? Not 
as much as some people think. Experi- 
ment station tests show that hogs lose most 
weight lost between the farm and market 
while being loaded. So, it pays to handle 
hogs gently at loading time. Kicking, punch- 
ing, and beating pigs with sticks cost money 
—someone must pay this cost.

HEN applying chemicals for weed con- 

trol, be sure the manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations are followed. Applying chemi- 
cals without reading labels can prove dis- 
astrous. Don’t spray 2,4-D when winds may 
carry the mist into cotton, soybeans, or other 
broad-leaved crops.

UNE is a good month to plant okra, field 
peas, squash, beans, sweet corn, and Lima 
beans to extend the vegetable supply well in- 
to the fall. It is advisable to treat soil for 
nematodes since these pests become more ac- 
tive in hot weather.

OU ean still plant Sudan grass or cattail 
millet for some quick extra grazing for 
family cows and meat hogs.

Bot weevils, it appears, ‘are set for a siege 

of Alabama cotton a fa this summer. 
The same dusts and sprays that have been 
used for controlling this _pest during the past 
few years are recommended again this year.

AS the weather gets warmer, insects be- 
come more active and diseases are like- 
ly to develop faster. Therefore, the garden 
should be dusted at least once a week with 
Auburn-approved gatden dust. Don’t wait 
until the vegetables are badly damaged be- 
fore starting to dust; it may be too late then. 


UNE is a month of rising temperatures. It 
will be important that poultrymen handle 


eggs carefully to insure good quality. Gather 
eggs three times daily; cool rapidly; and 
market twice weekly. Remember that time 
and temperature are the greatest enemies of 
egg quality.

ET your hogs ready for the corn fields. 

In June in South Alabama, and a little 
later upstate, market hog producers will be- 
gin hogging off early hybrid corn. Pigs do 
better in the corn field if they’re properly 
prepared for it and if they’re properly man- 
aged after hogging begins. Do these things 
for the fastest and cheapest gains: Worm, 
spray, self-feed supplement, keep hogs cool, 
use temporary cross-fence, and feed salt and 
mineral mixture. .

NITROGEN ... 


Money in the cottonman’s pocket 


LABAMA farmers can’t afford to short- 
change their cotton. where nitrogen is 
concerned. 

This warning from API Extension Agron- 
omist Jasper Jernigan is backed by experi- 
mental research throughout Alabama prov- 
ing that nitrogen is a very profitable plant 
nutrient. 

Jernigan quoted these research findings in 
pointing out that on most soils of the state, 
cotton needs at least 60 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre for most profitable production. How- 
ever, there are two exceptions to this rule. 
On the fertile, red soils of the Tennessee Val- 
ley, growers-can get by with about 36 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre. Sand Mountain farm- 
ers can profitably use up to 75 pounds of ni- 
trogen—on cotton planted at the proper 
time. 

The agronomist advised most growers to 
apply about one-third of their nitrogen at 
planting and the other two-thirds as a side- 


dressing at the first or second cultivation af- 
ter chopping. 

Alabama farmers'get good returns from 
their dollars invested in nitrogen, said Jerni- 
gan. This fact is pointed up by a USDA pub- 
lication, ‘‘Fertilizer Use and Crop Yields in 
the U.S.” 

This bulletin shows that growers usiag 20 
pounds of nitrogen per acre averaged 273 
pounds of lint cotton per acre. Those using 
40 pounds of nitrogen averaged.455 pounds 
of lint per acre—83 pounds above the 20 
pounds of nitrogen rate. Growers using 60 
pounds of nitrogen got 45 pounds of lint per 
acre more than growers using 40 pounds of 
nitrogen. At the’60 pound rate farmers ave- 
raged 500 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 


Don’t be afraid that extra nitrogen will 
cause increased insect damage. Use plenty 
of nitrogen and do a thorough job of poison- 


ing to control insects. This practice will help- 


you get bigger yields of cotton and more 
profit from your allotment.

Dust Peanuts, 
Apply Calcium 
‘For Greater Yields

ARMERS in Southeast Alabama can in- 
crease their incomes by following good 
peanut production practices. 

This month many growers can do two jobs 
that will boost yields. They can apply cal- 
cium if it was not put out ahead of planting; 
and they can dust plants with sulfur-copper 
to control leafspot. 

Farmers who did not apply lime ahead of 
planting should dust 500 pounds per acre of 
gypsum or basic slag when the plants are in 
full bloom. This can be done with a farm 


_ fertilizer spreader by plugging up holes over 


the row middles. 

Results at the API Experiment Station 
show that peanut yields were increased when 
gypsum and basic slag were dusted on the 
plants at blooming time. Gypsum gave an 
increase of 267 pounds of nuts per acre while 
basic slag increased production 842 pounds 
of nuts per acre. ; 

Another practice which will improve pea- 
nut production is dusting plants with sulfur- 
copper to control leafspot. Research work- 
ers in North Carolina found that on leafspot- 
controlled peanuts they got’ an average of 
402 pounds more peanuts per acre than when 
no treatment was used. This amount of.pea- 
nuts, based on present prices, would give 
farmers approximately $43 per acre addition- 
al income for controlling leafspot. This net 
increase in value is worth 12 times the cost 
of the dust at its average 1949-51 value. 

Start dusting peanuts when spots salted 
ply 18-20. pounds per acre for the first a 


plication. Use 25-30 pounds per acre for ‘two 
more applications at two-week intervals. 


Four Soybeans 


How they measure up 


Soa growers in this state have plenty 

of choice insofar as available varieties 
are concerned. Four leading oil beans all 
have the advantages of being adapted to most 
any area in the state, of giving good yields 
of high quality seed, and of being easily han- 
dled with equipment that is to be had on most 
any mechanized farm. 

Summarizing characteristics of these four 
varieties, Melvin Moorer of the API Exten- 
sion Service said this week that variation in 
dates of maturity enables a grower to, by 
planting more than one kind of bean, extend 
the period in which a crop can be combined. 
Ogden and Lee, the medium-late-maturing 
ones, are ready for harvest around Oct. 5 and 
Oct. 15, respectively. Jackson and Roanoke, 
which are late maturing, mature about Oct. 
25. 7 

Moorer, who is Extension seed crops spe- 
cialist, said Lee and Jackson—newest of the 
soybeans—are superior to the other two va- 
rieties in being more resistant to shatter and 
disease and in having higher oil content. Lee 
is the most disease and shatter-resistant type. 
Jackson has the advantage of an ideal height 
plant for combining.

N Chilton County, an area famous for its 
peaches, it’s only natural that 4-H’ers be- 
came interested in fruit production projects. 
And the interest bloomed into a county- 
wide program last fall when 35 boys agreed 
to set trees on plots averaging a half acre in 
size. The demonstration orchard project was 
planned by County Agent M. R. Glasscock 
and Assistant Agent John Sellers. Stock for 
the plantings was donated by nurserymen who 
do business with many of the county’s com- 
mercial orchardmen. 

According to Assistant Agent Sellers, the 
home-size orchards will be used to demon- 
strate proper orchard management to sur- 
rounding farmers, Among the things the 
youngsters will learn from the miniature or- 
chards are variety selection, orchard layout, 
tree planting, pruning, fertilization, disease 
and insect contrel, peach thinning, and va- 
riety comparisons, 

Most of the newly set orchards include 30 
peach trees of 10 different varieties, as well 
as apples, pears, and grapes. 

As an example of how thé project will 
work, County Agent Glasscock pointed out 
the plantings of Robert Earl Cost of-Jemison 
Rt. 2. Robert Earl, a Jemison Junior High 
4-H’er, put out four grape vines, five apple 
trees, and 30 peach trees. 

Already the young orchardman has learn- 
ed several lessons about the technical side of 
fruit production. For instance, peeling all 
the lower leaves off a young peach tree sets 
the height of later lateral branches, he learn- 
ed from Agent Sellers. And he put this 
knowledge to practical use on his young 
peaches that were all leafed out from top to 
bottom. Now the young trees have a top- 
knot three to five young branches that will 
later develop into main support limbs. 

This summer Robert Earl will gain more 
orchard knowledge when time for fertiliza- 
tion rolls around. But, at this early date, he’s 
already speaking of such things as 8-8-8, one 
and a half pounds per tree, and.a pound of 
nitrate of soda for each tree. And soon, no 
doubt, he’ll be talking in terms of Kme-sul- 
phur, borer sprays, and no telling what else. 

Four-H leader Sellers says Robert Earl, and 
several other young fruit growers for that 
matter, may be able to show a few of the 
old-timers a thing or two about their favorite 
crop before too many years. At least he’s 
hoping for good success with the orchard 


project. :

Bagby, API Extension horticulturist, is all for 
the idea. Fact is, he said other areas should 
follow the Chilton County example. Bagby 
said state-wide reports from county agents 
reveal that not more than 81,000 Alabama 
families are growing any type of fruit. But 
he said, most of the 176,000 farm families— 
and their city cousins—could produce a small 
orchard. 

Bagby continued by saying that most fami- 
lies just won’t eat enough fruits if they are 
not grown at home. And, he said, fruits, 
nuts, and berries are needed for a well bal- 
anced diet. 

This horticulturist believes home orchards 
should spread until their products are on most 
farm tables throughout the year, either fresh, 
canned, frozen, or stored. A family couldn't 
have a better goal than to provide itself with 
needed orchard products, he added. 

Bagby had these tips for families planning 
to set orchards this year: 

1. Set during the plant’s dormant season. 

2. It pays to buy stocky, vigorous plants 
of average size from a reliable nursery. 
Stunted or spindly trees or those that are too 
old usually do not give satisfactory results. 
Low priced mursery stock may also be of-low 
quality and may result in slow growing, poor- 
ly developed trees. 

For peaches, buy June budded stock about 
three feet in height and one-half inch in di- 
ameter. For apples, pears, and pecans, set 
one-year-old whips four to five feet tall and 
three-fourths to seven-eighths inch in diam- 
eter. Set plants as soon as possible after re- 
ceiving them from the nursery. Do not allow 
roots to dry out. 

8. Dig holes large and deep enough to re- 
ceive the root systems without crowding, 
breaking, or bending. Prune off extra long 
and broken roots. Set the trees about one 
inch deeper than they stood in the nursery 
row. Use good fertile topsoil next to the roots 
and pack firmly. When the hole has been 
about three-fourths filled, pour two to three 
gallons of water around the tree. Allow this 
to soak into the soil. Then finish filling. Use 
mulch of straw or leaves around the trees to 
help hold moisture. Cut back peach trees toa 
height of 24 to 30 inches and other trees, 
36 to 42 inches. 

4. The yield of fruit is increased and the 
food value improved by properly ‘“feeding”’ 


trees and vines with fertilizers. Manure is 
also excellent for fruit trees.

low-cost, easy-to-build house with modern 
conveniences! 

That’s the big order filled by a home plan 
from the API Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

A progress report on the experimental 
house—built on the Horticultural Substation 
in Cullman—indicates that the home may be 
built in that area for around $5 per square 
foot, with unskilled laborers. The progress 
report from Walter Grub, associate agricul- 
tural engineer, and Kathryn Philson, associ- 
ate home economist, reveals that the plan 
was designed to meet the need of farm fami- 
lies who have not been able to afford to start 
new homes because of high building costs. 

The basic plan calls for two bedrooms, a 
bath, living room with dining area, kitchen, 
and utility area. The house also features 
large closets in each bedroom, a combination 
tub and shower, built-in linen storage, expos- 
ed rafter ceiling, and a 16-foot row of win- 
dows across the living room. The large win- 
dows, plus glass in the gable, the high slop- 
ing ceiling (see photo above), and open plan- 
ning give the living room and kitchen a spa- 
cious look. . j 
_ The low building cost of this home is due 

to a combination of changes from the usual 
construction materials and methods. To name 
a few:

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SEEDBED PREPARATION BOOSTS 
YIELDS. Fall-seeded pasture grasses and leg- 
umes, as a rule, produce earlier grazing and 
more total forage if planted on a well-pre- 
pared seedbed. In Alabama experiments, for 
example, per-acre yields of crimson clover 
(dry forage basis) were 3800 pounds on well- 
prepared seedbed, 2800 pounds on a double- 
disked seedbed, and 1400 pounds with no 
land preparation. Turning land early, about 
July, disking lightly to control weeds during 
summer, and scarifying with a section har- 
row i weeder just before planting gave best 
results.

FRUIT MATURITY IMPORTANT. - Cor- 
rect maturity is essential for highest quality 
in processed fruits, according to results of 
Auburn studies. Generally, fully ripe fruits 
have more flavor and solids than less mature 
fruits. However, fully ripe fruits are too soft 
for best texture in some products. Fruit in 
this stage can be used for making juices, jel- 
Fruits in the late firm 
to very early soft stages are best for cold 
pack canning or freezing as slices, halves, or 
whole fruit. Firm ripe fruits are best for 
preserving or precook canning. 


VARIATION OF GRAIN PRICES. Prices 
for oats and wheat are usually lowest in July 
and highest in January. This fact was found 
in a study conducted in Alabama. During 
the last 10 years, prices received by Alabama 
farmers for oats averaged increasing 16 per- 
cent between July and January. Wheat prices 
increased an average of 10 percent during the 


same period.

FOREST .MANAGEMENT. Cultural op- 
erations increase the value of forest stands 
just as cultivation improves farm crops. Re- 
sults of Alabama studies reveal that using 
part of the profits from a timber sale to re- 
move weed and cull trees is a profitable prac- 
tice. This management increases the value 
of the woodlot in future years,: 


LABOR, IMPORTANT FARM PRODUCT. 
Since labor is one of the leading products sold 
off the farm, efficient labor use is important. 
The relative importance of labor varies 
among farm enterprises, according to an Ala- 
bama study. Labor costs make up about 40 
percent of total cost of producing cqtton. This 
figure compares with 20 percent for corn and 
milk, 14 for eggs, 10 for beef cattle, and sev- 
en for hogs. Almost all farm labor is sup- 
plied by the farm family, the study revealed. 


PLANTING TIME FOR MUMS. Hardy 
garden chrysanthemums planted in late May 
or early June produce flowers in the fall. In 
tests at Auburn, these methods have proved 
effective for mum growing: (1) a fertile, 
well-drained garden loam soil is used; (2) 
an inch of rain or irrigation water per week 
and one to two pounds of a complete fertiliz- 
er per month are supplied throughout the 
growing season; (3) tips of developing shoots 
are removed as shoots reach a length of three 
to four inches until around Aug. 1; (4) pre- 
ventive spraying or dusting is done to control 
insects and diseases; and (65) plants are 
grown in pots or other containers for pot 
plant sales and in rows for cut flower or 
specimen plant sale.

We have had the experience of 
locating a plant in a city where 
there was some initial opposition.

Fortunately, as we had 
hoped, this attitude chanyed as the 
citizens became more familiar with 
our operations and practices. But

RESIDENT EISENHOWER, ac- 

cording to word from the White 
House, got his dander up, and de- 
cided to make a fight to preserve 
his budget of $78.1 billion, the big- 
gest budget in the country’s his- 
tory. The President, at the start 
of his campaign fourd hirnself in 
an almost untenable position, Even 
his chief of the Government's fis- 
cal policy, Secretary Humphrey, 
has declared the budget could be 
cut considerably, and should be. 
When members of the Congress, in 
a spisit of cooperation sent a form- 
al request to the President ask- 
ing him wherein cuts could be 
made in the budget without en- 
dangering security or the Presi- 
ident’s programs, Mr. Eisenhower, 
rather superciliously sent back 
word that was not his job, buf the 
job of the Congress. Had the’ Pres- 
ident then and there, sent back a 
second “butfyet “message; saying 
that at the time the Budget was 
presented at the beginning of this 
Congress, it appeared the money 
would be needed, but that after 
some consideration, he believed 
it could be cut, and had pointed 
out where, there is every likeli- 
hood the Congress would have 
gone along with him. 

Now, with his programm of legis- 
lation endangered, he found it too 
late to compromise and _  con- 
sidered an all-out fight to retain 
his budget requests. Even his 
friends of the business communi- 
ty, members of the U. S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers 
are demanding huge chunks be 
sliced out of the budget. But even 
these demands do not get at the 
real fat which eould help the tax- 
payers. They cite cuts in foreign 
aid, farm supports, social serv- 
ices, aid to education, even school 


lunches. But the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Manufacturers 
have not mentioned such fiscal 
matters as the hard money policy 
of tight credit and high interest 
which added $1.2 billions to the 
budget for national debt interest; 
nor the 27% per cent oil depletion 
tax allowance which costs the 
U. S. Treasury some $750 million 
a year; nor the’billions in rapid 
tax write-offs in 5 years instead 
of 20; nor the lease-purchase pro- 
gram which is costing the govern- 
met about double to own publie 
buildings that it did when the Gov- 
ernment built them itself on bid 
contraets; nor the policy of letting 
private industry do jobs which the 
government has been doing itself. 

Under this policy the Govern- 
ment has been divesting itself of 
many servicés which it has been 
doing itself for years, and turn- 


ing these jobs over to private in-. 


dustry. When Government offi- 
cials complained it cost them more 
money, Mr. Brundage ruled: ‘““The 
decision to continue or discontinue 
an activity as being in the public 
interest should NOT depend pri- 
marily upon whether the product 
or service can be produced cheap- 
er by the government. As a gem 
eral guide our policy is that ap- 
parent cost or savings should not 
be the deciding factor where ade- 
quate competition exists.’’

ESPITE the high interest rates 

it is now offering the Federal 
Treasury is having difficulty in 
funding its securities as they be- 
come due without having to pay 
out billions in cash. 


Here is an example. Last month 
The Treasury did a refinancirg job 
on about $4.2 billions of October 
1954 Securities which had been is- 
sued at 154% interest. Upon matur- 
ity the Treasury exchanged $2.34 
billion of the old securities for new 
1l-month certificates at 342% inter- 
est, twice as high as the old inter- 
est; it exchanged $647 million for 
58-month notes paying interest at 
354%, but holders of $1.16 billion 
ef the old notes refused to accept 
new securities in exchange even at 
the high interest rates and de- 
manded to be paid off in cash. 
Within the next several months the 
Treasury will have some $75 bil- 
lions in maturing securities to 
fund. If the ratio of cash to ex- 
change in securities runs about the 
same as in the $4 billion deal, it 
would mean the Treasury would 
have to come up with something 
like $18 billions in cash, which 
would take some doing. 


The McClelland Senate Investi- 
gating Committee plans to take up 
soon, a study of what is happening 
to Labor Welfare funds. The esti- 
mate there is more than §25 
billions in these welfare funds. The 
labor unions alone, however epn- 
trol only about 2% of them About 
8% are cogtrolled by joint union- 
management trustees, with 90% 
controlled entirely by manage- 
ment. 

In addition, Senator Paul Doug- 
las (D-Ill.) has introduced a bill 
which calls for full disclosure of 
fund operations by management 


alone, and to this management, 
through the National Association of 
Manufacturers and the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is strenuously 
objecting. To which Senator Doug- 
las asks, ‘‘What do you have to 
hide?"’ 

These labor welfare funds are 
not private funds, They are trustee 
funds held for the benefit of work- 
ers and their families. The manner 
in which they are invested, the 
safety of the fund:, whether pri- 
vate gain is being derived from 
them, are of public interest. They 
are also of interest to the benefi- 
ciaries, even though management 
pays in a percentage of the funds, 
ang thus members of unions indi- 
vidually have a right to know how 
they are being used, for $25 bil- 
lions can have quite an impact 
upon the economy of the nation. 

The NAM maintains that in the 
funds solely operated by marrage- 
ment, neither the Federal Govern- 
ment nor the Unions have a right 
to look at them. However the Mc- 
Clelland Committee, if it earries 
through, will want to take a good 
look, and Senator Douglas de- 
clares: ‘‘Congress has stated and 
the courts have held that employer 
contributions toward welfare and 
pension benefits are in the nature 
of compensation to employees. 
Whether the funds for such pro- 
grams are contributed by the em- 
ployers, the employees or both, the 
employees have a right to know 
the financial details of such plans 
as. well as to have their interest in 
such plans protected.” ¢ 

If pension and welfare funds rep- 
resent deferred payments or wages 
for workers, as the court/ have 
held, then of vital interest partic- 
ularly to the Union members is 
what is done or should be done 
with the income from the funds.

From the Catskill Mountain Star, 
Saugerties, New York: Afew hours 
of relaxation gives a person a 
chance to observe the ease with 
which so many things function in 
our homes today when placed 
alongside similar operation sixty 
or more years ago. We certainly 
are living in a push-button or turn- 
a-switch age... if we desire more 
warmth the turn of a little wheel 
on the thermostat brings imme- 
diate response from the oil or gas 
burner in the basement...a switch 
gives us light whenever desired 
with nary a thought of filling kero- 
sene lamps. Trimming the wicks 
or cleaning chimneys, and a simi- 
lar action almost immediatély pro- 
duces griddle or oven heat in the 
kitchen range without stoking the 
coal fire or dispesing of the ashes 
. ., then there is the refrigerator 
for temperature controls from 
cooling to deep freeze without the 
messy large cakes of ice that had 
to be supplied . . . there is no more 
lugging water to a washing ma- 
chine or turning wringer and 
dumping tubs...in this connec- 
tion my thoughts turned to the 


boys and girls of today and wonder 
if they haye any sense of appreci- 
ation of the extent to which they 
are favored in the homes of 1957 
... when a lad of twelve or four- 
teen years had to do a lot of house- 
hold chores such as fetching coal 


from the cellar to stoke the kitchen 
stove and the living room heater, 
carrying out ashes to the pile in 
the back yard, turning wringer to 
dry the clothes and many other 
little duties about the house, the 
performance of which had a very 
close relation to small weekly al- 
lowance . sixty years have 
wrought many changes in our daily 
living, regardless of whether they 
add to or detract from our home 
lives. 

From the Newark Courier-Gazet- 
te, Newark, New York: Our first 
Secretary of Defense, James Vor- 
restal, said: ‘Whether it be in 
business, government, er military 
operations, I mistrust the prin- 
ciple of relying on a single genius 
to make all basic decisions."

MONTGOMERY, Heart disease, 
Alabama’s leading single ‘cause of 
death, claimed almost as many 
lives as the next three leading 
causes combined during 1956. 

The State Health Department 
said that there were 8,864 deaths 
due to heart disease in the State 
last year. The next three causes | 
were listed as vascular lesions 
which caused 3,521 deaths; cancer 
3,456 deaths and accidents 2,026 
deaths. 

A summary prepared by the 
Department’s Bureau of Vital 
Statistics showed that no county 
had fewer than 22 heart disease 
deaths. Shelby County reported 71.
